One of the greatest advantages Tapan 
has over her enemy lies in the fact that in 
this war she has the whole nation al her 
back, The young men of Japan clamour 
to be sent to the front, and deem it an 
honour to serve in the Army. In Russia 
the picture ix vecy different. There we 
find the Government conducting a war for 
which the nation has no heart. Troops 
go unwillingly to the front, and there 
were said to be as many as three Tundred 
desertions in ane week a short time since 
when reserves were called out, Moreover, Russia has 
been found to be ill-prepared for war, and her Army is very 
far Crom what it appears to be on paper. Starting with 
contempt for their enemy, the Russians have been learning 
a bitter lesson. After all the tatk about the enormous Army 
Russin could put into the field, it is rather a shock to tind 
her taking steps® fo enlist convicts.

To Shorter the Moute to Endia 


Ev these days of rapid tranait, when the jourtiey fram London to 
Rombay can be performed in a fortnight, every hour counts for nore 
than did a day in the old days, betore the age of steam, and any 
scheme to bring India half a day nearer would be sure to attract 
uttention, The new Greck Railway, which is stow being con- 
struced, will, when finished, accausplish more than this, the precise 
saving in time in the journey to the East being culculated at eighteon 
hours, In addition to this, it will form the sole railway communi- 
cation between Greece aud the reat of furope, for, strange as it muy 
seem, Greece has not yet been connected with the European railway 
system, the few short lines she possesses stopping short of the 
Turkish: frontier The new railway, then, will be an important 
factor in the conmuercial development of Greece, and, with a direct 
service fiom Paris to Athens, an immense tourist traffic will be 
Assured, and students of art and archeology will Hock to the cradle 
of European civilisation. 

The scheme is chiefly due to Baron Cieorge de Reuter, the 
ehairman of the Eastern Railway Construction Syndicate, !.imited, 
who in 1990 signed a Convention with the Greek Government for 
the construction of a railway from the Pireus to the Turkish 
frontier. “Lo Baron George de Reuter it is also due that English 
interests in’ the new line were safeguarded, the Construction 
Syuricate representing the Engliste firms of Messrs. Emile 
Erlanger and Cy, bankers, and the well-known contrac: 
tors, Messrs, George Pauling and Co., as well as the French 
firm of contractors and engineers, La Société de Construction 
des Batignalies. The Convention was approved hy the International 
Financial Commission which, since 1X98, controls tho service of the 
Greek Debt, and ag per cent, gold loan of 4,750,000 was created, 
which the conc@sionaites agreed to take up and issue to the 
public, the proveerly to form pact payment of the line, (n rgo2 
the Greek Railway Company waa formed by the Eastern Railway 
Construction Syndicate, the English and French parties subscribing 
the capital in equal amounts, Monsiear Hourée, former French 
Minister ti Athens, being: the President, and Baron George de 
Reuter the Vice-President.

There is indeed a line already in operation 
between Demirly and Kalabaka, near the Turkish frontier, und it 
is theorctically possible (to make junctions with the Turkish system 
in this and other directiong, but the physical ditticultics are so 
great that in practice only the above route is available. The total 
length of the line from the Pirseue to Larisen is 217 miles, and 
the branches to Chalcis and Stylis are respectively 13 and 12 miles 
long, while the extensioa from Larigsa 10 Gida will be 84 miles, 
the total distance from the Pireus to Salonica being 328 miles.

Vvex since November last, when Dr Grenfell, at the General 
Mecting of the Mpypt Exploration Fund, mentioned hia and Dr. 
Hunt's preat discovery, we have awaited with impatience the pub- 
lication of the New Sayings of Jesus.”

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(acovery and publication of the so-called Legia, or 4 Sayings of 
Our Lord,” appeared, and now we have before ve the reproduction 
and translation of a papyrus discovered she years later on the same 
aite by the same explorers. The first MS. was a leaf ftom & papyris- 
hook with the “Sayings” on both sides, auc dated early in the 
third century .0., in the opinion of the discoverers. The papyrus 
now published, though of the #ame century, differs in form from 
the previous document. This MS, is written on the back of 
a roll, the ofiginal docoment being a survey-list of various 
pieces of land. It is not, however, unusual to find valyable 
literary fragments on the back of legal of business rolls, 
Although this papyrus is more fragmentary and contains fewer 
Sayings than the other, it is in one respect more satisfactory, 
the Sayings being intraduced by the following words: — 
“These are the (wonderful?) words which Jeaus, the living (Lord) 
spake to and Thomas, and he aaid unto (them), ‘ Everyone 
that hearkens to these word: shall never taste of death.’” This 
introduction is important, as it shows us that Jesus was speaking to 
St. Thomas, and, probably, to another disciple, whom we are 
uneble to Sdentify owing to the atate of the MS, Thera are only 
portions of five Seyings besides the introductory clause, the first four 
of which are all concerned with the Kingdom of Heaven. Ench

Tih art of the world is in 
mourning to-lay, for ove of the 
greatest figures in our country has 
gone to his rest—a man great as 
a painter, greater as a sculptor, 
a true patriot and: philanthropist, 
noble in hs nature, munificent 
in his generonity, as simple in Wine 
modenty, as venerable in his 
dignity, He had risen to the 
highest place from the lowly, in 
the face of every dixadvantage ; 
at birth he was uncaduwed with 
anything but his splendid gifts, 
lacking influence, money, or 
health; and yet without any 
apparent effort, without el- 
bowing his way, he found 
himsclf ried year by year 
on the merit of hig achieve- 
ment and nething clse, to the 
moral leadership of British art, 
the friend of princes and of 
the great oncs of the earth, 
revered in every company, 
and Ieloved by the people, 
fo whom, ly his art, he 
had brought consolntion and 
delight. 

The story of his life is so 
woll known (hat (he merest 
sketch is wanted to remind the 
teader of th: main facts of 
thin glorious career. Watts was 
born on February 23, 1817. 
He was so aMicted with head. 
ache that he was unable to read 
for any but the ahortest time, 
and os he grew found himself, 
relatively speaking, uneducated, 
But not for long ; for his mental 
powers made the most of small 
opportunitics, and if he could 
not read, he could think, and 
his ponderings — Jaid the 
groundwork of his simple, yet 
profound, philosophy, and 
enabled him tocome to ge lini a 
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decision as to the shaping of his 
artinic life, that when he once 
determined upon it, he never 
deviated from its main line, 
either to the right or to the tefl. 
He was yet an Infant when it was 
discovered that he was an artist 
—his kaowletge of anatamy, 
which he never stadied, came 
by fastinct ; bie child paintings 
are ext Inary instances, not 
in any way precocious in iu 
offensive sense, of carly power 
and knowledge ; and his compo- 
sition was born with him. The 
very first dme he took a paint- 
brush into bis hands and sought 
to paint in ofl—for that purpose 
Sykes ie ofa lady by Sir 
Peter Lely—it is hardly an exag- 
getation to say that the copy 4s 
as good as the originaL As Mr. 
Watts remarked, quite simply, a8 
we were lookingat and criticising 
some of his earliest work, “1 
don't see how it could be better.” 
Some little portraits he painted 
a short while after are of extra- 
ordinary technical excellence in 
colour, drawing, and handling— 
pure, transparent, and direct. 
He attended the Royal Academy 
Schools, but in those days there 
was practically no teaching there, 
and he learat oothing ; yet he was 
only just beaten for the prire in 
panting, and Hilton, the sour- 
tempered Keeper, told him not to 
mind, ashe had deserved to win 
it, Thence he went to Behnes,the 
sculptor, and received permission 
tu haunt the studioand talk with 
the brother, a serious, philoso- 
phicaily minded man, who did 
young Wattsonegreat and lasting 
service: he taught him to study 
and understand the Elgin 
Marbles, of which plaster- 
models were in the studiu, This 
adoration of the Phidian school 
temained with Watts to theend, 
who every day would quictly 
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grave at his own reduced caste of the masterpieces, 
in order that he might maintain his sense of dignity 
af art and of the butoan form. 

In 1837, when ho was twenty yeara of age, he 
sent his first pictare to the Royal Academy, It 
was “The Wounded Heron” which, now familiar 
to every student of Watls’s work, brought him 
notice and friends, In 1843 he won with 
‘<Caractacus” one of the first prizes for cartoons 
in the competition for the Westminster Palace 
decoration, and wifh the money so obtained 
he went to Italy to pas some time on the claauic 
soll, net ta copy the Old Mastora, but to look 
at them. He had sccared a letter of Introduc- 
tion to Lord Hofland, the British Minister there ; 
but he waa too shy to present it-—~unti! Lord Holland 
vent foe him through a common friend. And then 
began a life-long friendship which ocased only with 
the Minister's death—for he took Watts into 
his household ; had him paint all the great men 
and women who visited at the Embassy; and as 
Mr. Watts himself told me, ‘insisted on being his 
hanker whenever and however he chose 3° and in 
all reapects was the kind and generous Mocenas 
to whom the artist, and through him England and 
the world, owes ao much. There was begun the 
great series of portraits, of which so many are now 
in the National Portrait Gallery. 

He was now working out romantic subjects, and 
perfecting a technique already masterly ; and in 1847 
he again won a fire prize in the new Weatminster 
Cartoon Coniposition, He was now addicted to 
subjects such as would be naturally suggested hy 
Italian aurroundingr—drawn from Boccaccio and 
the like-—including ‘Fata Morgana,” one of the 
four actual illustrations of poets’ work he ever 
painted ; and several were painted on fresco plan, 

But in 18§3, by favour of Lord Stratford de 
Rexeliffe, he joined the celebrated expedition in 
search of the aite of Halicarnassus, along with 
Mr. Val Prinsep ancl one or two mere; and that 
viedt, like his subwequent trip to I gypt, enlarged 
the horzen of Wealts’« outlook in a wonderful 
degree, His thought now took a wider range ; 
he looked farther back into antignity, and he 
began to develop a contempt for mere technical 
accomplishment, and a greater love, even more and 
more pronounced, for Humanity, its pathos, its 
passion, Jte duty, its destiny. 

His effort thronghout life, so far as lay in his 
own power, was to make English Art worthy of 
English Literature — not that he believed his 
work important cnough to achieve that end— 
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but, as he told me, 7 should Uke to he a alan: 
dard-bearer.” Ble hefieved-—a conviction much out 
of fashion now—that ort was but a meank to an 
and, and that ond! the ennobling of mankind, not 
alone by touching the beholder by wmsthetic beauty, 
but by potuting amoral; in short by being frankly 
didactic, He agreed that psinting should be in 
colour, composition, expression, — individuality, 
sentiment, all that the most advancet artthinkers 
of t-ctny clermand for te; but tue, he declared, 
was only the beginning, the ieeang, ft should 
then be applied to a purpose, and that purpose, an 
appeal to the innef the better man within ua, if 
Painting ja to carry forth Na highest potential 
Torasuye, Lo have always endeavoured to opjame 
the idea that ‘art for art’ is the only principle or 
even the best. Art practising fer art alone may 
produce excellent resviss, but certainly not the 
Greatest nor the most valuable.” This view of tis, 
as he pointed out tome one day, was admirably 
translated hy Tennyxan, after the two men had diss 
cussed it, tn the following lines, which ¢he port 
entitled, ‘Art for Arts Sake (instend of Art for 
Art-and-M an’s Sake).”

Peace now should bring reform; a long-comtisnued, and 
continually unsuccessful struggle, may bring revolution,” 


Tt ix generally said by (hose who are in more or lesa close touch 
with the Government, that Lord Kitchener will soon be transferred 
from India to Ragland to deal with the scheme for Army reform, 
The troubles of Russia bave greatly eased the situation in India, 
and Lord Kitchener has done the work which il is necessary for 
him todo in the latter country, Others can complete that which 
he may leave unfinished, His co-operation with the authorities at 
home in the work of re-organising the War Office and the Army 
would give confidence to the nation, and, if only to obtain that 
object, it is probable that Lord Kitchener will he recalled. The 
most serious difficulties of his life will then occur, for how ds the 
British Army to be reformed without affecting the convenience of 
the officer who virtually saya: “Tam prepared to die for my 
country, but I cannot live for her.” 

**T could not afiord to bring my family te town for the season 
this year,” «We are too poor to entertain,” “I had to let my 
London house for the summer,” are sentences which have ben 
uttered a hundred times a day during the last three months, 
Money has never been so scarce in the West End, but, 
nevertheless, money is comparatively plentiful in other direc 
tions, The favourite suburbs are alive with gaiety; motor.

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THE WAR 


Tw all modern armien there & a acction of the 
Engineers whose business it is to lay the telegraph 
wites which keep an army in the field in com- 
munication with its base. We were the Gret 
nation to use the telegraph in the theatre of war, 
a wire having been run down to our trenches 
before Sehaxtopol. During the Indian Mutiny, 
the wire uniting the army operating against the 
rebels, with Calcutta, followed the progress of 
the Srmy closely. The telegraph section carry 
with them the poles, wire, and all apparatus 
neceasary, On level ground about sixteen poles 
per mile are necestary for (wo wires, but when 
many wires are used, thirty or forty polesare 
used. The Telegraph Section of the Engineer 
have not only to establikh and maintain tele- 
graphic communication with the base of their 
own army, but it is also their duty to destroy 
the enemy's wires whenever possible. One 
method of doing this is to pull down the poles 
and cul them into pigces. @ But this damage 
can be ensily repaired by the enemy. An 
admirable plan for destroying communication Is 
by means of non-conducting wire, which han the 
outward appearance of the ordinary wire in nse. 
Tf the section ik provided, before atatting on o 
destroying expedition, with some of this wize, 
au experienced man is sent up a pole to cut the 
wire close to it, and to unite it with non- 
condueting wire spliced on in the usual manner. 
This should be dune at several places along the 
line, and always ata pole, The result will be 
that all electric communication will be cut, and 
that, ta the ordinary eye, there will be nothing 
visible to account for the breakdown, To 
discover the damage, a inant would have to go 
from post to post with an instrument to test 
each intervening portion of the wire. Another 
plan ia to unite several wires together by a 
thin platinum wire thread, Ef this is done close 
to a pole, the wire is imperceptible fram the 
ground, and it diverts the current, acting as 
a leak, and as a confusing medium. Tf there ia 
only one wire, the thread may be brought to 
the ground to cause a leak. 

In the matter of telegraphy used in: warfare, 
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IN THE FAR EAST 


the Japancae are as much up to date ‘an any 
Kufopean Army, If we can boast of being the 
firet to use telegraphy in the theatre of war, 
the Japanese can proudiy ¢laim to be the first 
to use wireless tclegraphy;and covy have used 
it on their battleships more than once to very 

purpose. But though the Japanese Navy 
is admirable, the Army is quite aa worthy of 
Yespect. Mr. Dicey, who {a 4 recugnised 
atthority on things Japanesc, ankl the other 
day—and said it before o battle had been fought 
on land:—**The Japanese Army is an ara. 
There is no mistake about that. In It nothing is 
left to chance. Everything isprovided for and pre- 
rared for." Mr, Diosy went on todedirihe how 
he visited various regiments, ‘' I can assure 
you,” ho said, ‘‘that I have no wurds in which 
toexpress my admiration, It is not only the 
drill Lam thinking of, though in that the Japanese 
soldiers are simply perfect. Their infantry drill 
is just like a piece of machine work, and their 
artillery drill perfectly wonderful. I had the 
privilege of having a battery of mountain artillery 
delivered over unto me ta work my wicked will on 
fora whole morming, 2 very hot morning, ona big 
plain outside Tokio, and [ tried to make them 
do very difficult things. They did them simply 
admirably, If you had seen how close guns 
were laid, you would have been astonished. I 
took care to look along the sights of every gun 
alter it was Inid, and I am perlectly certain 
that if the targets Jind becn living men 
instead of dummies, there would nat have been 
any left to tell the tale. That, of course, ig all 
very well, but it ds pot the sole criterion of the 
efficiency of an Army. Hut i was snown things 
which are a criterion. U-was shown the regi- 
mental, battalion, and company storehouses, 
where every man’s wae kil lay ready prepared 
for him, with his number ticketed on it, which 
was only to le usectin time of war. The Japanese 
soldier goes lo war with everything about him 
new, and everything has been prepared for him, 
and he knows where ta find it. Not only that, 
but for every man in the reserves there was & 
teserve kit on the shelf.”

The suffering of ittle children whose life ought to be 
one unbroken day of anushine is an anomaly against 
which every worn inthe United Kingdom ought to 
fine and protest.

purchaser's ears, Friend of Mary Stuart - and she will keep them 
ax long as her name endares—will, we capect, prefer the Messalian- 
like portraits of heropen enemies. The result, however, whatever 
fare may be pat to dt Afar or aught else, is a powerful study of 
hysteria, written in a picturesque style as vivid as that of Carlyle 
himwell, whose tricks of style, as well as fliphts of fancy, are 
not achlom reealled. Mr. Tlewlet! ix at hia atrongest when depict. 
ings the feuds, hates, murders, perjuries, and the lke, ef the 
ferocious and treacherous savages whom he represenix as making 
Scauish history for theic young queen, On the whole, we think, 
the way of geting the best out of the novel is to read it in the epirit 


in which one can eajuy, without prejudice, say, the J icomsy de 
Bragelonne, or Vingt Ans Apres. 


OTHE LEITERS WHICH NEVER REACHED HIM a 
‘ 
This anonymous volume (Evellgh Nash) purports to be a year's 


jetters fram an unnamed German facly, generally cesictent in New 
York, 9 an unnamed male correspondent engaged upon an exploring 
expedition into Western China. Ite interest, which is consider- 
able, ix twofold —peychalogical and political, She, the lady, 
appears to have had her life spoiled by her marriage, in her early 
qirlhocs!, to a werlthy husband who soon afterwards developed 
violent insanity, and, when the correspondence opens, has been 
in confinement for years, Perishing in a fire at the asylum, 
his widow is tree for happiness during the afternoon and evening of 
her days, and the form which it would take ix obvious from her 
previous letters. though they never pass the bounds of sympathetic 
friendship—to the explorer. The reason for their never reaching 
hin is that he was killed in China during the troubles of 1900, and 
an epilogue tefl, that she did net Jong survive him. The letters 
themselves are the unaffected confilences of a woman who thinks 
sensibly on many subjects besides fecling keenly on two or three 5 
intensely hut not morbidly kel-conscious, and with an cager intercat 
inall other things and people that come within her personal view, One 
of these interestn wives cise ta the political aspect of the volume, She 
has livert in Pekin, where her brother seems to have had business ; 
has mixed in the highest diplomatic circles, and claims the right to 
speak on China, the Chinese, their home affairs, and their forelgn 
relations, with the authority of special knowledge. er criticisms 
on all these matters have at any rate the piquancy—~and it may b= 
the value -of being impartially uncomplimentary lo everybody 
concerned. The valuc, however, of political comment, however 
lively and well-written, {9 inevitably fiable to discount when not 
endorsed with a name. 
(OTHER AFPRENTICK” 


The peculiar charm which clings, for some minds, over such 
ghosts of old times and old lives aa Rye and Winchelsea, has been 
delightfully caught and cayed hy Mrs. Stepney Rawaon in her story 
of the first-named town a hundred years age--not that a hundred 
years have meant to Rye alt that a hundred years have tueant olee- 
where, We can xtit see her picture of the old Cinque Port on the 
edge of the marsh with our own cyes, if we will, and those who 
have never thus seen it can see it nearly ag vividly with hers, The 
story itself is af love that ends in sorrow, Tut the main interest 
will be found iu a drama of conflicting natural forces and human wills 
~-op one side the shipbuilder, with his heroic plans for the 
resurrection of the town by aieans of a harbour: on the other, the 
sqitice, whose advantage lay in gaining more land by the continued 
recession of the sea, The sbipbuilder's alm was lo conquer nature: 
the landowner's to help her conquer man, St isn fine battle, and 
an esciting one teo for all who can put inte it a little imagination 
of their own, We need hardly say that the shipbuilder has @ pretty 
daughter and that the equire has at least one son ; in fact, the plot 
of the love story depends upon his having two. Whether Miss 
Foy Malines, with all her girlish prettiness and charm, was worth 
all that she cost two such fine fellows as Captain Jack Orwald and 
his apprentice brother is open to question. Any reader who may 
seck to find the answer for himaelf will find plenty of ather interest 
and entertainment by the way over and above descriptive charm 
which is Mra, Rawson's special distinction. 
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“por! Amity” 

With all ite merits—and these, in the case of any work from the 
band of Mr, A. T, Quilici-Couch, mast needs be great and many— 
“* Fort Amity” (John Murray) cannot be entirely suc- 
cesayl. Its motive, sald in the dedication to be composed of the 
*\ two themes” of “ hanour an. friendship,” ia very far from clear, 
and is made all the Jess clear by its preliminary explanation, The 
construction of the novel, moreover, 4s curiously clumsy. It ie 
certainly not advisable, for example, to delay the entry of the 
heroine, or even of any supernumerary of her sex, for a fult 
two-fifths of the volume, or to start n new plot witha pew and 
{roportant hero in the last chapter but one. Nog is the portraiture, 
of the principal personage, John & Cleeve, rendered even inteltigibly 
-~much less in such a way as to carry conviction. Brought up for 
the priesthood at Douai, he takes to youthful scepticism, changes 
the family plans for him hy obtaining a commission in the 46th 
foot, and is wounded and taken prisoner in the attack on 
Ticunderoga—the scene and period of the story being the Canada 
of Wolte and Montcalm. John, however, sees bat litde of history. 
making. Indeed he has asliltle vocation for military as for eoclesias- 
tical service: not from any lack of physical courage, but through an 
exuaordinary genius for being the passive fouiball of circumstance, 
or, rather, of anybody's kick in any direction, Escaped from the 
French, eo far nea man can be sakl to cecape who leaves his heart 
behind him, he spends a couple of years with the Ojibways, becom. 
ing to all intents and purposes one of themselves. The lndians are 
rather of the literary order, But they are vehicles for some capital 
bits of folk-lore, whether genuine or coloured or invented docs not 
matter, and we will not undertake to say. This forms ihe best 
feature of a decidedly incoherent story, save the episode in which 
the old French gentleman in command of Fort Amity, with its 
garrison of twenty men, refuses to recognise {ts capture by a Hritish 
army on the ground of its being against the rules of war, and argues 
it out in the face of facts with all the pedantic gallantry of a Haron 
of Bradwardine, There ore, it need not be said, many detached 
acenes of picturesque power, and it is for these that the novel wil) 
be found interesting rather than as « whole. 


‘TIE GREATNESS OF JOSIAH PORLICK " 


This exceptionally able novel (John Murray) from the pen of an 
anonymous author who, if he be fresh to bis craft, onght to go far, 
is based upon three prefatory slansan embodying the old but 
tunxtaled theme of Vanity of Vanities. Josiah Porlick ina self-made 
millionaire, or near it, with whom everything prospers that he 
tonchea with his hard fingers or devises with his harder brain. He 
moreover dics at Jest in the odour of charilable bequests, and his 
obituary notices are of a good and great man. His ambitions, 
though sordid, were numerous and vast: and he attained them 
all, But he was none the less an nuphappy man-—unhappy in his 
nature which he had atarved, in bis children whom in effect he 
(rained to disappoint him, fn his health—in short in aii things 
that money cannot buy. He is noi, however, merely a type for the 
peinting of a moral, His harsh individuality jx the distinction of 
the novel: we feel that we are reading the scarcely dramatised 
biography of an actual Josiah Porlick, while hie sons and 
daughters are sharply and firmly sketched by & masterly hand. 
Of ordinary interest there is little: ¢he novel is essentially « 
portrait rather than a story, and as such ft calls for exceptionally 
high praise.

MASSENET'K ‘ SALOME”? 


ConTIRENTAL composers are strangely prone to use biblical 
names ane stories for their operas, although the idea ts by na means 
popular with foreign audiences, and it iv in England very properly 
forbidden by the Lord Chamberlain, © Moreover, Bible names are 
often introduced quite unnecessarily, to give fictitious impyriance 
to a conventional operatic story, a fact exemplified by Gounod’s 
Onern of Sheba (which in London became Jrene), by Saint Sauns? 
Sanson ef Dalila, and now by M. Mawsenet’s: Aérodtiade, which at 
Covent Carden becomes Salome, The work has x curivus history. 
Produced in its original form at the Monnaie, in Brussels, as far 
Dack as 1881, its first introduction to Paris (for which production 
the whole Libretto was revised and altered) was in Italian in 1884, 
shortly after it hack been given at Milan; while it bas not until this 
week Teen heart in England. Mr. Ernest Gye, itn trae, pro 
jected a performance during the season of 1X82, with Madame 
Albani and M, Mierzwinkky in the chief parts, but, owing to strong 
letlers to the newspapers protesting against the caricature of St, 
John the Baptist, the scheme was abandoned, although the Lord 
Chamberlain of the period was at that time chairman of the Cyvent 
Garden Company, 

The Kayal Opera Syndicate have now remaved the objec 
lionalle features ol the alory by simply changing the names of the 
characters, and by altering the lucale from Jerusalem in the 
boyhood of our Saviour to the Abyssiniau town of Axoum, at the 
suppusititious period when the Ethiopian kingdon, was assumed to 


ee ee 


be under the government of a Roman Pro.Consul. The work 
thus becomes a more or Tess conventional tragedy, a story of love 
and hate, not a single incident of which is to be found in the 
New Testament, We do not, of course, now pretend to criticise 
the performance, though a description of the opera may be 
“of interest. In the present story Moriame, King of Ethiopia, & 
part played by M. Renaud, hae as second wile Hesatoade, 3 
character which falls to Madame Kirkby Lunn. Hot in accordance 
with the free and casy manners of the Court of Abyssinia (where, 
by the way, the Negus pretends to be a descendant of Solomon 
and the Queen of She&a), the monarch was enamoured of 
Salome, a damsel uf the Court, who herself is in love with Joan, 
a political reformer and early Ninilist, These two parts are the 
most important in the opera, and Salome is played by Madame 
Calvé, who haa sung the part in New York, while Jean falls to 
M. Dalmores, who has sustained the character at Brussels, Jean 
manages to arouse the enmity of Queen Ilesatende, who persuades 
the Koman Pro-Conwul fo order his arceat, and eventually his 
execution; whereupon Salame, in revenge for the death of her 
lover, is about to «tab the Queen, when sie learns that Hesatoade 
is her mother, So far the story of the opera, which, by the way, at 
the nine representations given of itin its revised form at the Théatre 
Nialien, Maris, twenty years ago, had in ite cast Jean and Kdouard 
de Reazké, Maurel, Mile, Tremelli, and Mile, Fides Devries. 

Ax the music waa written nearly a quarter of a century ago, it 
has little or no trace of twentieth century modernity abont it, und ft 
depends largely upon its melodies and its picturesque nud finished 
orchestration, In this respect it belungs to M. Massenct’s best 
period ; for though inferior perhaps to Ze Ave de Lahore, which was 
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performed many yeara ago at Covent Garden, the workmanship 
and the treatment of repreventativethemes show a marked advance 
atpen the earlier opera. The opert is now pleyed in four ects and 
seven tableaux, with a dance transferred from the temple scene 
to the K. Palace, and one or two other happy trans- 
Pposisons, of the earliest gems is Salome’s famous solo, 
“Ht ast dows,” which has already frequently been heard in 
the concert-room, while lovers of French music will also appre.“ 
ciate the beauties of the duet between the Queen and Phanuet 
the Chaldean, a part played by M. Plancon, and the first 
duet between Salome and Jean, in which the man, intent 
upon his mission, gently repuises the advances of the young 
girl, Among the more massive scenes is that in a Public 
Place at Axoum; bat the composer becontes melodic again in 
the air in which occurs the phrase ‘ Charme des jours possds” 
for Salome, a duet between the young girl and King .Moriame, 
and the scene in the Temple at Axoum, with ite delicious 
little conplet for the “ Voice,” \ Comme /a rose nowvelde,” entrusted 
to young M. Dufriche.

THE BRASON 


AS June had less than an inch of rainfall, the heavy showers 
which have descended since July came in have not been a 
discogcerting to farmers ay would otherwise have been the case, 
None the Jessy, “washing” rains in the period when wheat is 
blooming are exceedingly injuriows, and we may congratulate 
ourselves that, Hinks to the backward caring: of the plant, there 
was ncarcely any serious acteage coming mito bloom by the 
first of the month, Anviety must needs mark the next fortnight. 
The out fields are of fine promise, and they have derived 
nothing but benefit from the raink Peas have greatly improved, 
but heang are not likely to Le a full crop. Barley is most trregubae. 
Some very good fields are to be neen in niomt counties and also some 
very bal ones. Hay ds usually both a big and fine yield. The 
exceptions to this good fortune are to be found both in sainfoin 
and lucerne ; the firat ix dixappointins everywhere, the secon was 
mr bad that most farmers ploughed itup. The bash fruit isa geod 
yield, gooseberries and strawberries are abundant and excellent, 


while raspberries und currants are coming on well, The cherries 
this year have not in any way come upto expectation, Rootr show 
thick and strong. Agricultural news from Scotland and Ireland is 


hopeful, and cats are expecially promising in both these regions, 
THR POPULAR SUPPORT TO SHOWS 


Shows are doing much better this year than last; the exhibitions 
at Swannca, Guildford, Falmouth, Ross, Shrewsbury, Ripon, and 
Totnes are not likely to have been a drain on the ditlerent 





socictien’ resources, and while the Norfolk Society, in giving out-of. 
the-way litth Doreham a iura, sacrificed hopes of profit, the 
gathering was svrprisingly good for the smallness of the place 
chusen fur the Show. This being the case all over England 
generally, the very unsatisfactory attendance at Ealing to ace the 
greatest of all the year's agricultural shows must be regarded as 
exceptional, and ax due to some present inability of the great 
metropolis to assimilate the Park Royal adventure, Before another 
year is with us a committce should be appointed to sec what is 
really the cause, The failure of the Battersea Palace, now replaced 
by flats, point to a need for a more central situation. The 
Royal might be held every three years instead of annually, and 
then be held in Hy:le’ Park if the Council would be content with 
tents instead of requiring the solid erections such ax we sec at 
Laling. Or the venture might be combined with another which 
has an established vogue, and the Royal Show become the annual 
attraction for the last week of June at the Crystal Palace. One 
thing is evident —Lonton conditions are not country conditions, 
and require to be made the subject of special atudy. When a loss 
of twenty thousand pounds in two years has been experienced the 
matter has reached a stage demanding very earnest inquiry. 


THE GARDEN 


The delphiniums are now a special feature of early July, as are 
various carly varieties of campanula, The gardeners have devoted 
much care to these plants of the laxt few years, The day lily, the 
martagon, the fritillary, and the turkshead lily are not the subject 
of universal favour, but the gardens where they are cultivated are 
ennobled as well as beautified by them. They seem to go with the 
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terraced gardens of great country howses and to. roqaire acettain etyle 
about the place where they grow. The weason hae favoured ronda, 
ere Lal pea dais nage disptay of the cultivated varietian, but 
show a ing richness and profiulon of the egtantine and 
other more primitive types, The ecarlet and salnion coloured 
geraniums are now at their bert, and it is pleasaat to note that they 
are now commonly alternated with the white marguerite instead of 
vith the hideous calceotaria of the Victoelan period. There are old 
gardens where tree fuchsias are a feature, and the incomparable 
of such a garden must be seen to be appreciated. These 
fuchsias are not really difficult to keep over the winter, 


JULY BUTTERFLIES 


That great rarity, the black-veined white Crategt, is not to be 
found before July, bat may now be looked for. Its close resemblance 
to the large white is its chief protection, but a regular sportsman can 
distinguish the flight and an artist discriminate the tones of white. 
Early in July, Ga/atea, the marbled white, {x to be looked tor in the 
South of England. Of course, entomologists know that it is not « 
‘ewhite” at atl, but mare closely allied to the Satyr Lutterflies, 
Semele, the grayling, is not due for a week or 90, bat St. Swithin’s, 
if fine, may sce the first specimens on the wing. July is perhaps more 
noted for Sidy//a, the White Admiral, than for any other butterfly, the 
reason being that this treasure never appears before the end of June or 
in found much later than the Angust Bank Holiday, /ris, the Purple 
Emperor, lingers tater, but fsalso mainly a July find.

As a mater of fact, it is the 
ghost of a dead tradition, in almost all countries 
Which possess fres institutions and papular constitutions the 
vital differences between the great political parties have long 
ago disappeared, In the same manner Unit Conservatives 
have adapted themselves to indispensable reforms, Diberals 
have found the scops of their reforming rafson ef étre reduced, 
and the consequence is that both parties meet on the common 
ground of ay inviolable constitution, Hence the conflicts of 
parry mean litle more than struggles between alternating 
Adininistrations or the rivalries of popular personalities, At 
one time the Uariff played a large part in American polities, but 
this is no longer the case. The Deinocrats, without being 
Protectionista, are unable any longer to withstand «the 
popular will on the Tariff question, and it is noteworthy 
that they no longer make Cobdenism a battle-cry,  [t 
is the same with the currency question, — Bi-metallism 
nay or may not he economically seund, but the enor: 
increase in the supply of gold during the list 
few yoars has tobbed the Biametallists of the one practical 
plank iv their platform. At ane time there was something 
to be suid for the Anti-Jingo cry, but even here the Demo- 
crats can only speak in a whisper, for the Jingoism of 
Presideat Roosevelt is less a personal characteristic than the 
expression of the explosive energy of the Amer.can people. 
Moreover, it is not easy for the Democrats to denottace the 
Jingoism of Roosevelt when they remember the blatant. tail- 
twisting of Cleveland. For all these reasons the real ques- 
tion inthe coming Presidential contest is much less whether a 
Democrat or a Republican shall occupy the White House 
than whether the tenant shall be ‘Theodore Roosevelt or 
Allon Brooks Parker, To the foreign onlovker it: would 
seem that when the choice is thus stated, the issue should) be 
certain, Mr. Roosevelt is one of the pictures jue personalities of 
histime, The Germin Emperor is, perhaps, his only rival in the 
appeal he makes to the popular imagination, He is master 
ful, strenuous, accomplished, and profoundly interesting. 
He is essentialty a leader of men, because he embodies ina 
striking way all that is best in the American character, and 
in the strivings and tend sncies of his times. Still masterfu! 
man is calculated to make enemies, and when one remembers 
how large a partis played by wire-putling in American elections, 
and hew capricious the clectorates of every country are, itis 
not easy to foretell how the coming struggle may terminate. 
All that can be said by onlookers like ourselves is that Mr. 
Roosevelt's candidature has our entire sympathy as well as 
our reasoned confidence, 
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Great Republic.

There are alsu several 
comparatively small mesures, such as the Irish Labourers 
Lill and the trish Land Bill, which nay be expected to pass 
withont serious apposition or delay, ‘The same happy 
conditions will certainly not prevail in the case of the three 
Jarger measures just mentioned. The Licensing Bill can 
onty be foreed through the House of Commons, owing to 
the prolonged opposition which it has encountered, by means 
of a drastic application of the closure, and considerable 
opposition is threatened to the thll in the House of 
Lords Ihe Defaulting Authorities Bill, which the 
Radicals call the Welsh Coercton Bill, will also ba bitterly 
fonhe, and icmay be that Mr, Balfour will find it necessary 
to postpone this Billto another Session, The Finance Rill, of 
course, cannot be postponed ; on it depends the whole financial 


structure of the Government, If there were no Finance Bill 
there would be no Army and Navy and no Civil Service, Nor 
is it likely that any serious opposition will be made to the Bill, 
except upop the one point of the tax on stripped tobacco, and 
on this point it is generally believed that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer is prepared to give way. If so, the minimum 
of the legislative work will prabably be disposed of in time 
for Parliament to rise by Ausust 15. Some time, however, 
must necessarily be occupied by the discussion on the 
proposed Army reforms, and a good many alarinists go so 
far as to say that uson this question the Government runs 
even greater risks than upon the many other difficulties 
with which it has to contend, Jf this difficulty can be 
stirmounted or turaed, there seems no reason why Par- 
fiament should nut be peaceably prorogued in August and— 
in sptte of dissolution ramours--as peaceably re-assembled in 


January,

From a vaciety of communications atceady received I am glad 
to find my protest against the indiscriminate cultivation of ivy has 
met with general approval, Iam also delighted to hear that my 
views on the subject have been practically demonstrated in the 
fine old church of St. John ths Maptia, Cirencester, Since the 
paragraph on the wubject appeared in this column, I learn that the 
growth of ivy has been considerably curtailed on the beautifut 
building.

Not only does this portinactous creeper often 
obscure valuable architecturnt features, Int il frequently works 
untold structural damage in ancient buildings, Where ivy ia really 
useful and grateful to the eye in as a mask for unsightly walls 
and hideous commonplace houses. 


The other day I went lo eee Chat most attractive exhihition 
of the Worshipful Company of Masiciana at Fixhmengers’ Hall, 
and | could vasily fill this column with an account of all I

Ir is exactly three montha aince the British 
Mission arrived at Gyangtse, x period which has 
been apent alternately in fighting and in parleying 
with the Tibetan officials, who are as well versed in 
the fine art of procrastination as any Chinese 
mandarin, On June 31 Mr, Brodrick announced in 
the Howse of Commona that June 25 had been.fixed 
as the date when the Misslon would proceed to 
Lhasa, unless by then the Tibetan Government 
scnt a competent negotiator to Gyangtse. On the 
24th Colonel Younghusband was informed that the 
envoys were on their way, and a few days’ prace 
was given them. On the ayth the Tibetans asked 
for an armistice, and thie was granted them until 
midday on July 1. owing to their excuse that the 
peace delegatcs had been delayed on the road from 
Lhasa. The delegates arrived on july 1, and on 
the following day a Durbar was held, but they 
were unable to produce proper credentials, and 
Colonel Younghusband wisely decided to put thelr 
powers to the test by stipulating that the Jong, or fort, should be 
evacuated asa condition precedent to negotiations, None o! the 
peace delegates dared to take upon himself to give an order to 
abandon the Jong, for fear of incurring the displeasure of the Dalai 
Lama, and fhe armistice, already prolonged more than once, waa 
put an end to onJuly §, when a few shells were thrown into the 
Jong. On the following day the ee was captored, a breach Leing 
firat wade by our gun-fire at a point in the walls 160 feet above the 
plan, the Royal Fusilicrs and Gurkhas then scaling the reck 
under cover of the guns, and carrying the defences at the point of 
the bayonet. The monastery and the town of Gyangtse were also 
occupied, ; 

Gyangtac, which is distant 213 miles from the Indian frontier, 
and 13¢ miles from Lhasa, ia a targe and important town with a 
thriving trade. It stands in the valley of the Nyang Chu River, 
which is deseribed by Sarat Chandra Das as one of the richest in 
Tibet. Every inch of it is cultivated, and the country round 
Gyangtse is a network of irrigation channels, which are at the 
present moment flooded by the recent rains, The town, which is 
over two milea in circumference, and contains 1,000 houses, is 
situated about (wo small hills, which lice east and west. On the 
castern hill is the fort, w collection of massive walls, keeps, and 
bastions covering the whole surface of the rock, 500 feet high and 
400 yards long. On the western hiil isa monastery of 60 monks, 
with a lofty temple, nine stories high, which is considered by the 
Tibetans a particularly holy place, Surmounting the edifice is a gilt 
dome, and from here a magnificent view is ta he had of the tuwn and 
surrounding mountains, Inside the tenrple are numbers of niches 
filled with images of Buddha and of saints, The town and the 
surrounding country swarm with monasteries, in one of which 
Chandra Das found five hundred monks engaged in divine service, 
and some two hundred more reading the sacred hooks, while on 
cach aide of the image of Buddha were four rows of monka, twenty 
in each, with hundreds of butter-fed Jamps burning in front of 
them. «No one lifted his eyes to took at uk,” he anys, (se strict 
in the discipline observed here. We were conducteil to the library, 
the very sight of which filled my mind with feelings of awe and 
reverence, The books were all old, bread-leaved, and some twe 
to four feet long. I was shown the sacred scriptures, all written in 
letters of gold.”

THK last Court ball is over, the theatres are closing, the sesson 
fs nearly at an end, and the heat has come.

I saw it atated lately that the librarian frequently found all kinds 
of odd things, even to five.pound notes, in the books lent out to 
sub«cribers.

theraughly andersioad by reference to the accompanying imap, 
which shows the distribution of the ald Christ's Hospital site. The 
area occupied! by the -new building is marked out in’ vertical 
shading, while the remainder of the land purchased from Christ’s 
Ifuspital is uashaded.

A RELATIVE of the man who shot General Bobrikoff has written 
to a Scandinavian paper, giving the following particulars about 
Eugen Schaumann, 
melancholy temperament, but it in possitte that the (reatment to 
which Finland has 
been subjected fur 
(he last few years 
may have embittered 
his mind, and it is 
probable that his 
mother’s death may 
have made him 
melancholy, but 
Eugen Schaumann 
never slruck one as 
having a sad mind. 
He was handsome, 
very dark, not tall, 
but rather strongly 
built. In Stockholm 
people offen asked 
whether he was not 
soon gring to gel 
marrted, but he al- 
ways answered with 
a smile that he 
hadn't time, He 
Weis, as a matter of 
fact, an abl proba. 
bility much more 
deeply affected by 
the fate of Finland 
than he Jet anytaxly suspect. The laic General Rotrikof was, to 
a higher degree than one can imagine, a hated man within the 
Finnish voble unifies, where patriotism is most fervent. Chas been 
stated that Schaumann's father, General Schaunmnn, bad been re 
moved fran his Senatorship by Genetal Bobrikeff but this is 
not correct, neither isthe report that his uncle, who was in command 
of a Finnish regiment: of dragoons, had been dismissed and 
punished, ‘There war no personal inotive tor the ceed; both the 
father and dhe uncle voluntarily resigned, and the latter was even 
requested to resume his functions.” However, a General Schaumann 
has now been banished from Finland, arrested and taken to St. 
Petersburg. Hefore he did the deed Schaummnn wrote a letter ex- 
plaining his teasons. A copy of this he sent to dhe Tsar, though he 
knew st would never reach its destinalion, The original of the letter 
has since beer published. In this dettcr Schaunmnn says it Aw it 
in not probable that the real sitnation #ill be known to you in the 
near future, unless General Bobrikoff can be removed, chere is only 
one way to take in self-defence for rendering him innocuous. Know- 
ing the good heart and nobie intentions of your Majesty, I implore 
you nolely to seek information regarding the real situation in the 
whole Empire, including Finland, Poland, and the Baltic provinces. 
lnm, with deepest veneration, your Majesty’s most humble and 
truest subject, EUGEN SCHAUMANN.”

“BROTHERS ” 

Titk hero—and a veritable hero he is—of Mr. Horace Anneniey 
Vachell’s novel Qohn Murray) is a man of great and worthy 
anihition, and of corresponding ¢apacity, amounting in at least 
one direction to genius, the net result belog failure all along the 
line, The descriptive title of * Brothers” is “ The True History 
of a Fight Against Odds,” and the Odde win. At Harrow he 
is permanently disabled for football in the very match that first 
marked him for “a great player: a great captain.” A bom 
soldier before all things, he fails to pass the medical examination, 
With a talent for painting, he throws up an artistic carcer because 
no cammon success would content him, and he failed to reach 
hin own ideals, Having taken orders, he would have been among 
the very greatest of preachers Lut fora stammer, thought to have 
been eured, that overcame him during his first appearance in 
the pulpit. Thenceforth he wrote sermons for his mediocre 
brother, who rose to a Bishopric un hig reputation as a 
wccond Chrysostom. His growing distinction as a worker and 
organiser in the East End was brought to a stop by more than 
a menace of constunption.  Prevented—nr he chivalrously sup. 
posed—by hie persistent failures from asking the girl whom he 
loved to ahare them, willing as he knew her to be, he lost her 
to the same brother whose career wax one of unbroken and not 
too scrupulous successes. Finally, having lost faith in himself, he 
loses faith in all ele, and is left among the mediocrities after 
all, ax secretary to his brother the bishop, and ax 4 writer of fiction, 
for which, as essentially a man of action, he had no more than 
ordinary aptitude. This melancholy but powerfully life-like 
hingraphical study is suitably dedicated ‘to all men and women 
who have striven: lo the strong who have altained their goal; to 
the weak who have made running for the strong; and in particular 
to Hose wha have confronted ill-fortune, ill-health, and disappoint - 
ment with fortitude and serenity.’ This is really the best concise 
account of the novel itself thal can be given, The story is 
interesting apart from its motive, and from a sympathy with those 
whu hght and fail all the mure worth expression for being somewhat 
out of harmony with the spirit of the age.

Mr. J. Store: Cluuston takes in ‘* Garmiscath ” (Blackwood and 
Sons) a notable departure from the lines followed either in ** The 
Lunatic at Large,” of in ** Our Lady's Inn.” The scene is laid in 
one of the largest of the Orkneys; but more for the sake of the 
bunan intereat to be found there as elsewhere, than of picturesque 


distinction, We make no doubt that not a few readers will 
be grateful to Mr. Clouston for his sparingness in’ the 
matter of description under circumstances of considerable 


temptation. Landscapes and seascapes, however fine, nre, next 
to accounts ef dreams and analyses of motives, the principal 
provocatives of skipping. The plot, moreover, is laudably plain 
and simple. It tellk how the son of Hucheoun Garmiscath of

of the conclusion. With young Garmiscath and Edith Maitland, 
es hero and heroine, we have bot little sympathy. The former 
seems to us to be more of an actual cad and potential blackguard 
than was presumably intended, and the latter too’ acif-conacious a 
family martyr, Hut the novel rises into the finest kind of pathetic 
portraiture in its development of the splendid personality of old 
Hucheoun; as Mr. Miackadder, a rough cotonfal visitor, says, 
“OM've met ene regular alap-up fine old gentleman, and his name 
is Hucheoun Garmiscath.” And if anybody who makes his

probability of incident or motive is concealed. For example, the 
reader is left wholly unconvinced by the devotion by a young 
woman of her whole life and fortune to the help of everybody who 
wanted it on the ground that, when a litte girl, she had known an 
old lady who had a son who had got into some sort of trouble, and 
that ahe could not get the possibile fate of the unknown acapegrace 
out of her mind. A more ordinary motive for charitable work 
would have xnved dt from seeming uncomfortably like a craze, 
Numerous operations in copper or pig-iron are also calculated to 
Jeave the ordinary reader unmoved. The novel is none the less a 
piece of govd sound work, dealing ably and to a greal extent 
freshly with the theme of the vanity of vengeance and its aptness to 
recoil,

How it will end no one 
can say, for the Viedean is officered by new men, and we 
have no experience to guide us in forecasting their probable 
acvon. Moreover, the situation in France is new go far as the 
present generation is concerned, and there is no precedent in 
former quarrels betwee@ the Vapacy and the great Roman 
Catholic States which is on all fours with the present 
hitter dispute, ‘There are men who say that had Pope 
Leo NIT been alive, the crisis would not have arisen. 
Vhey perhaps, right, but only in the sense that 
in view of the tinmease authority which attached to the 
name and character of the late Pontiff it is) possible 
that the French Government might have hesitated to push 
mattars to extremes, Had they not done so they would pro- 
bably have found Leo ELL as unyielding as I'ius X. For 
the ongin of the quarrel we must go below the surface of 
things. The letters addressed by the Roman Congreyation 
tothe Bishops of Diton and Laval are the occasions rather 
than the causes of the quarrel. For a long dime Church 
and State in’ France have been atraying themselves in 
open hostility to one another, The object of the State 
has been to muzde the Church, so far as the political 
and secular fell are concerned ; the object of the Church 
has heen to inaintain ity authority and influence through- 
oul the whole domain ef human activity. The Anti 
Association Law embodied the policy of the State. There 
can be no question that this law was in many respects 
calculited to outrage the feelings of religious and even 
tolerant people, Tt ave rise to lamentable manifestations 
thronghout France, and deeply embittered the relations af 
Radicals and Clericals, The mortification of the Vatican wis 
Intensified when a snail number of highly placed prelates 
refused to siz the protest drawn up by Myr. Richard, 
Archbishop of Paris, against the anti-Clerical policy of 
the Governinent. ‘The next step in the quarrel was the visit 
of M. Loubet to Rome. This was more than the wounded 
diyenity of the Vatican could stand. A circular protest to the 
Powers was issued in which observations of an insulting 
character were made with regard to the diplomatic 
relagans of the Quai @Orsay and the Vatican, The Quai 
WOrsay relurted by withdrawing the French minister ; 
but the Vatican, on the plea that its Nunciature at 
Pans had to serve higher purposes than to carry on a diplo- 
matic correspondence with M. Deleassd, did not retaliate 
in kind. This, ef course, only incieased the resentment 
among the French Anti-Clericals, and nothing was talked 
of but war to the knife. ‘the Vatican now resolved to 
tevenge itself on the Kepublican prelates who had refused to 
support Cardival Richard in his Round Robin against the 
Ant-Asaociations Law, Two of then were ordered to resign 
their functions forthwith, The others received what is called 
the Jenéa¢ —a summons ordering them to explain their con- 
ductiat Rome, All appealed for protection to M, Combes, 
and he at once called upon the Vatican to retrace its steps on 
pain of a complete rupture of diplomatic relations and a 
probable abohtion of the Concordat. This is the position 
to-day. [tis understood that, in reply to the French ultima- 
tum, the Vatican will simply hold its ground, and shuuld the 
accused Archbishops and Bishops continue to seck refuge 
under the wing of M. Combes they will be excommunicated, 
France, in short, is on the eve of a bitter Audfurdauigf, which, 
if pushed to extremes, nay have far-reaching consequences. 
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MR. ARNOLD FORSTER’S scheme of Anny refonn 
necesaarily deals with so many complicated 
issues that the public may be excused for 
hesitating for a time to make up its mind as to 
the general effect of the proposed reforms. This, 
however, can be safely said at the outset, that 
the majority of people are gratified to find that the present 
secretary of State for Way has based his scheme on the 
broad principle that England’s defence against invasion 
musxt be found, not in an overgrown home Army, but in an 
eMficicnt Navy, ‘That being so the Anny mast be organised 
with a view to the obligations and the risks of an Empire 
across the seas. As regards the obligations the most 
upportant is the maintenance of 70,000 British soldiers in 
India, These soldiers, though they ure paid for by India, 
have to be supplied from Enghind, and whatever else is done, 
the Army scheme intst be so arranged as to secure a constant 
supply of drafts to India to take the place of the time-cxpired 
wen. [eis here that Mr. Uradeick’s scheme so completely 
failed, He calculated that a sufficient number of men who had 
celoted for three years would be willing to eviend (heir service

for another five yeatu and proceed to India. This expecta- 
tion has not been realised. In round figures some 20,000 men 
will be required fur the Indian rceliets in October, and the 
Nuinber of extensions available at present is only goo. 
Unless some drastic change is made it will be necessary to 
send to India immature boys who would have to be brought 
back in less than a year. On this point it is to be hoped that 
Mr. Arnold Forster's scheme will iminediately secure an im- 
provement, but it is impossible to form a definite opinion until 
further details are known. On ovber points one may speak 
with more confidence. The idea of forming a striking force 
to be stationed at Aldershot, and always ready to proceed ata 
moment's autice, is excellent, Ifsuch a force had been in exist- 
ence in the autumn of 1899, three-quarters of the expense of 
the South African War would probably have been saved. 
Equally excellent is the determination to abolish the linked 
battalion system. This was always an irrational system, 
involving needless expense to the taxpayer, and discourage- 
ment to the soldier, By its abolition, Mr. Aknold Forster will 
be able to reduce the regular Army at once by nineteen 
battalions, and he indicated in his specch that further 
reductions would be possible in the future. On this point, 
at any rate, the public will heartily welcome his attitude. 
The defence of these islands lies upon the seas, and it is 
in the highest degree dangerous to weaken our financial 
resources, which may conceivably be all required for naval 
expenditure, by pouring: owt money needlessly upon a land 
force which can never be required if the Navy is fit to 
discharge its first duty. 


THOSE pessimists who persist in groaning at the 
supposed diminution of our national business will 
not find any evidence of that in the dividends.

Taking one with another, and weighing in the 
balances carried forward, the situation comes aut 
almost precisely as it stood at the same date last year, It 
is clear, therefore, that there cannot be much te complain 
of in the general trade of the country; the monthly official 
returns show that both exports and imports bald up well, 
while these bank diviclends demonstrate with no less clear- 
ness that pretty good profits must be netted an balance, It 
is tite, of course, that there is next to no speculation of 
the more gambling sort in the City, and hasty minds 
too readily assume from its disappearance that the com- 
mercial prosperity of these isles must be suffering from 
blight. There are nv grounds for that supposition ; the only 
industries affected by the shrinkaga of Stock Exchange 
“punting” are those which produce costly luxuries. It is 
easy tounderstand that at such time the demand for exalted 
wines and jewellery must diminish; ornate banquets at ten 
guineas a head to successful mining engineers naturally go 
out of fashion, and the good ladies of Messrs, Bos and 
Kruin long in vain for additional ropes of pearls.

The Aew Bater Supply for Pirmingham 


THR Vaan Valley Waterworks inaugurated by the King and 
Queen this week undoubledly constitute the greatest achievement 
of the kind which has ever been attempled in’ (his country, The 
scheme, which was prepared and carried out by Mr. James Mansergh, 
FRG, Past President of the Institution of Civil Engineers, 
has been eleven years in execution, the total cost upto date being 
£5,885,000. The catchment basin acquired by the City of Birming. 
ham cighty miles away among the Welsh hills is twelve and a-half 
mies long from north lo south, and eight and a-hall from cast to west, 
and embraces an atea of seventy-one square auilex, Over this 
watershed the average raintall is sixty-three inches per annus, And 
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the storn e provided under the scheme ix sufficient to maintain ina 
dry year a supply of seventy-five million gallons a day for 2co 
days, in addition to twenty-seven million gallons a day for com- 
pensation water to the River Elan, The entire scheme in the 
Elan Valley comprises a series of six reservoirs on the Rivers 
Elan and Claerwen, formed by means of masonry dams built 
across the rivers and varying in height from ninety-cight to 
125 feet above the river bed. The two reservoirs on the Elan River 
are complete, as are practically ulso the lowest dam, the Caban 
Céch, below the confluence of the two rivers and the foundation of 
the dam for the Dol-y-mynach reservoir on the Claerwen River, The 
construction of the other reservoirs on the Claerwen River is post. 
poned until the growing requirements of Birmingham necessitate 
further storage. From the waterworks an immense aqueduct, 
seventy-three miles in length, will convey the water to the 
service reservoir at Frankley, seven miles from Birmingham, The 
Aqueduct is now complete in its entire length, consisting of 
thirteen and a-half miles nf tunnel, twenty-three miles of covered 
conduita, and thirty-seven miles of double iron kyphons, A 
novelty in the scheme is that the water will be filtered at the head 
of the aqueduct, in order to avoid the yrowth of a depoxit in the 
pipes, The thirty filter beds, which are now approaching completion, 
form the alte of the inaugural ceremony performed hy the King, 
For the conveyance of the material used in the construction of the 
dams, temporary railways, with a total length of thirty-three miles, 
were laid down, and for the accommodation of the two thousand 
workmen em Joyed, a morte! village was erected, with a hospital, 
schoolroom, public halt, bathhouses, cantecn, and fire-brigade 
depot, 

Our iMustrations show the two completed dams in the Elan 
Valley. The Craig Goch dam holds in check the highest 
artificial lake that has been formed on the Elan River. Its 
height is 120 feet and its length §20 feet, and the reservoir thus 
formed at a height of 1,040 feet above Ordnance datum, hax a 
surface arca of 217 acres, with a alorage capacity of 2,000 million 
gallon tt ig spanned by ® viaduct connecting the ronda on 
the apposite sides of the river. Next (oft, and at a level g5 feer 
lower, comes the Pen-y-gareg Reservoir, with an area of 124 
ocres and a capacity of 1,300 millien gallons The dam con. 
taining it ia a2% feet in height by 500 feet in length. The 
water flowing over the dams represents exactly the amount of 
the natural flow of the river.

IN connection with the work now in progress for enlarging 
Victoria Station, the London, Trighton and South Coast Railway 
intend to construct over the booking-ofice block an annexe to (he 
Groavenor Hotel in the Renaissance atyle, the material used in the 
main front being Tortland stone relicved with red brick, The 
round floor will bee reserved for atation purpowes, and there will he 
new waiting-roomsand a new and handsomely decorated hooking-hall, 
120/t. long hy yoft, in breadth. The foundations for the new annexe 
are already complete, and preparations are now being mace for the 
erection of the steel structure which will form the sub-structure ah 
the building. The cight additional acres of land acquired by the 
company have all been cleared, and the fine new station and the 
boundary wall in Buckingham Palace Road are practically completed. 
The bridge for carrying Elisabeth Street ayer the existing and 
widened lines is nearly finished, and the raining of Buckingham 
Palace Road will shortly be taken in hand, while a commencement 
will soon be maile with the ew toof, which isto be made up of 
comparatively small spans, with the idex of facilitating future 
maintenance, The whole of the works have been designed under 
the supervision of Mr. Charles I. Morgan, the Company’s 
Engineer.

Keuger’s treatment of the Uitlanders, the Jameson 
Raid which ended so disastrowsty, and the sublec- 
quent war which made of bim an obscate exile— 
all these things will be fresh in the memory. 
Of English he had, it is said, » sound knowledge, 
tot this he alwaye did his best to conceal. Au 
fa statesman he seoms to have exercined almost 
autocratic power in the Transvaal Legislsture, 
On many occasions, when things were not 
going as he wished, he addressed them much 
asa Cromwell might have done, with reproaches 
and threats that generally got for him what 
he wanted, One of his most interesting and 
moat strongly marked characterlaticn was his 
devotion to his religion—in fect, it was aaid of him 
that his rule of life was “To love God and—to 
try to circumvent Rhodes !" He wastwice married. 
By hia first wife he had one son, who died in his 
infancy; and by his second wifc—the ‘Tanta 
Anna,” who was a Miss du Pleads, descended from 
the family to which Cardinal Richelieu belonged -- 
he had no fewer (han sixteen children, His salary 
as President of che Transvaal Republic was (7,000 
nyear, and his ‘* allowances” included a house and 
Loo a year for‘ cofiee.” This ' coffee” allow. 
ance is said to have covercd his total annual expen- 
diture and left a balance, though it is believed that 
he was a very wealthy man, who had made large 
wums of money by apeculating in land, and who had 
heen shrewd enough to pick out for himselfexcellent 
investments, : 
Although in the palmy days of the Republic he 
was escorted to and from the Raad by Pretoria 
police he never put on side,” but always remained, 
from choice, '*Oom Paul.” His house, and par- 
ticularly the regular Boer foregathcring place, its 
stocp or verandah, was always open to every burgher 
ax a place to which he might take his pipe 
and his grievances, and might sit for an hour or 
two discussing anything and. everything, But 
with atrangers who were not fellow-countrymen 
he was at times inclined to he reserved, As a 
rule, hin first queations to such a visilor were :

‘alleged portraits of the Apostles, I feared 
that I had unwittingly interrupted a 
Cabinet meeting, but later it turned out 
that this wos Mr. Kruger’s usual ‘at 
home,’ when all burghers passing through 
Pretoria made it theie business to resolve 
themeclves into individual committees of 
one, and lay befure their President any 
cievance or criticisns they might think fit. 

hen the President is not ot his office he 

delights in nothing so much as entertaini 
his countrymen with coffee, tobeoce, 
political proverbs. He harangues bis 
visitors with the voice of a bull in distress, 
and they like it. He governs by personal 
contact and spoken parables, and it is his 
boast that be knows personally every 
citizen of his Republic.” 

This was the man who struggled so 
dinastrously to oust the Rritish from South 
Africa, who entered for that purpose into 
anoffensive and defensive alliance with the 
Orange Free State, and rashly jaau&l the 
famous ultimatuna, and was so assured that 
even if England did fight she could be as 
eauily beaten as at Majuba, He was 
convinced that from the beginning Mr. 
Chamberlain intended war, and he hated 
Lord (then Sir Alfred) Milner, Although 
at the beginning of the war he took his 
place im the field bis fighting days were 
Teally over, and he became a secondary 
figure. He left Pretoria when it fell into 
Lotd Roberts's hands, leaving his invalid 
wile to fatl into British hands, and 
ultimately excaped to France, where 
he mistook noisy demonstrations of 
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sympathy for evidences that the Con. 
tinent would practically: support him, and 
vainly strove to bung about intervention. 
Tn the end he learned ina very cruel 
school how little value inay be attached 
to such professions of support, and a 
aaditened, ctisappeinted man, who bad 
struggled in a wrong-headed way for n 
grent, though hopeless cause, le sank dato 
an obscurity from which only tig death 
has raised him. Tn his way he waa a 
big, amin, but he was an anachronism, 
AML his life he trigd to avuid England and 
English people, and yet circumstances 
perpetually drove him into direct conflict 
with them. Obstinate ond badly advined, 
he Uked to abuse the gold which raised 
his country from ob curity, but at. the 
same time he war hy no menos averse 
to ulllising the power which the newly 
discovered wealth gave him to further 
hia dream of a Dutch South Africa, 
To the last he kept up the attitude of 
the old-fashioned burgher, but at the 
same tme fell in with all the schemes 
of the ambitious Hollanders, He tived in 
difficult timer, and a greater man than 
he might casily have failed to tread a 
successful path, The tragic end and 
the collapse of aff hin ambitions can 
not but make one view hin syuipa- 
thetigally, He was a grotesque but none 
the Jers imponing figure, and thia for 
inany years, It was his great misfortune 
that he had no tense of proportion, elve 
he would scarcely have pitied the country 
he loved ngninst a great Power, tut the 
story of the splendid struggle which his 
burghers made will always be read neva 
notable chapter in the history of South 
Africa, A Uroader stuesmanship would 
have taught him that the tittle State which 
to him seemed all-Important and all-power- 
ful, was not of sufficient importance to 
warrant any Europenn Power dncurring 
England's enmity by intervening in its 
support, Lut not all his (slimmer. ” could 
teach him this, His faults were largely 
thoxe of ignorauce, and his pathetle duwn- 
fall must have been a hard punishiuent.

A arge number of wincellaneous antiquities wax found in 
the course of the removal of (he rbbist-heaps covering the 
temple, Among them mi be mentioned Kpecimenn of fruits 
aud shells dating to about 1400 ce. and a mun ber of the 
tools umal by the destroyers of the temple, including wooden 
malteta and a copper chisel with hardened edge, which «hontd 
be of tuteres( fo metadiurgiste Numbers af the ex-votes, 
already mentioned, trom the thid-leap of the Hathor «hrine, 
have nleo been recovered, AY these smaller objects, together 
with the Eleventh Dynasty reliefs, are now shown at the 
annnal exhibition of the Eyypt Exploration Fund at Univer: 
sity Cofleze, Gower Street. 

We are indebted to the Fywpt [Exploration Fund for the 
uae of the photographs here published, the first. two of whieh 
are expevinlly interesting as xbewing the progres of excava- 
tion, They are beth taken from practionlly the sane spot, 
one in December, 1908, the other in damary, 104.

CONSIDRKANLE exciterent has been caused by the xlappage in 
the Red Sea of several British and one German Steamer. Lt would 
appear that two Volunteer Fleet steamers, Peteréurg and Smolensk, 
which recently sailed from Sevastopol with coal cargoes for

“Both the Smolensk and the Axerdury, whose well-authenticated 
departure has long been officially denied in St. Pet , were 
designated for ‘Government service outside the Black Sea’ six 
weeks ago, Even their commanders were, however, kept in the 
dark as to their real rf/aand their real destination. The ordersof the 
commanders of the two vessels were sealed, and the senior officers 
and certain junior officers who ttnexpectedly received a rise in rank 
were enjoined to ohserve the closest possible reticence. When the 
veasel reached Constantinople the officers were informed that they 
were destined for the East, that they were to consider themselves on 
active service, that their quick-firlng gun had been taken to equip 
them in certain eventunlities ax combatants, and that their vessels, 
in the terms of the Adtniralty order conveyed to the commanders, 
had been raised to the rank of Russian cruisers of the second 
clas.” The Allanton did not fall o victim to these croisers, 
but was stopped by the Russian Squadron under Admiral Skrydloft 
apd taken to Viadivostok. She was laden with coal, and was going 
pouth from the Island of Hokkaido, The Russian Prize Court has 
decided to retain her.

¥uon a glance at the ligures shown in the tuble, chart and diagram 
on another page, many suggestive inferences may be drawn, but there 
is one important conclusion that ix inevitable— viz., that while the 
sum of Imperial debt rises: and falls, or vice versd-—is, indeed, a 
quantity cnurely regulated hy Imperial necessities, that of nuni- 
cipal debt is inherently a steady unvarying progression from less to 
more, and- what ix the essential point to be remarked——muat continue 
to be so for some time ta come, The vast and complex machinery 
for the creation of municipal debt has lately been working in wuch 
a manner and at such a pace that it is now almost imposeble te 
check it without a serious displacement of the existing order of 
things affecting, at a hundred different points, the industrial and 
wocial life of a people acknowledged to be in the van and 
fore-front of civilization. Unlike the motive power that regulates 
the varying movements af oie Imperial debt, this machinery 
has heen utilised in aammnner and for purposes that were never 
contemplated, never dreamt of, by its original inventors. Hut 
now that it has received the Parliamentary sanction of, 
practically, free play at the hands of its manipulators, it would 
seem ons if it had almost get beyond their control, and 
hecome such a serious problem ax to make legislators and financiers 
alike lift up their bands in despair, There is a widespread belief 
that, became the public rates are made to pay for municlpal debt, 
no expense need be spared by the local authorities concerned in 
creating that debt, whitever may be its purpose, An extra penny or 
two in the pound— who, forseoth, will feel that to be a burden, 
especially when such a schenw as, say, a new reservoir or improved 
system of drainnge ix required for the community? Now it is just 
in connection with these very matters that two of the heaviest items 
of municipal deht are to be noted, and where the ** no expense to he 
spared idea prevails. Lewill he seen from the diagram, that the cost 
of providing waterworks and of maintaining the seweraye system

little less than one-third of the total outstanding debt of England 
and Wales, and double the amount of debt incurred for tramways, 
electric supply and gas supply taken together! A. sixty-million 
debt for water may not be considered too great for the benefits 
conferred, but a debt of thirty-three millions for sewerage—an 
unremunerative debt pure and sinple—xcems to call for inquiry. 
Forty millions for the up-keep of highways and stecet improve- 
tents appears, on the face of it, to be also an extravagant sum, 
and, in many instances, scarcely to warriyt the debt, which is about 
an eighth part of the total, When the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in his Hucdget speech referred to the matter of municipal 
debt, and its phenomenal increase during the past few years, and said 
that “ sooner or later it will be necessary to calla halt in the process,” 
it is to be hoped that he fully realised the tremendous difficulties in the 
way of this being donc. At all events the ‘ call” must, in the first 
place, come fromthe Legislature, and local authorities muat be made

The Rev, Silvester Whitehend, the newly elected President of 
the Wesleyan Conference, is a Yorkshireman, having been born at 
Ayzgarth, in Wensleydaic, in 1841. After spending some time in 
\usiness, during which he Interested himself in Church work, he 
was accepted as a candidate for the ministry in 1863, and entered 
Richmond College for training, one of his tutors being the late 
De. Moulton. At the expiration of three years he was ordained, 
and at once proceeded ta China, where be laboured with those who 
founded the Wesleyan Mission in China. After ten yearn’ service 
in China, Mr. Whitehead returned to England, and has ever since 
been actively engaged in the home work, Our portralt is by J. 
Couper and Suns, Darlington. 
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How many times a wook docs the thrifty and careful 
housewife have canse to bless the inventor of linoleum, though 
it is extremely unlikely that she ever heard his name! It 
was in 1857 that Mr. Frederick Walton hit upon a method 
of oxidising, and thus hardening, linseed oil. The product 
formed a cheap substitute for indiarubber, and five years 
later Mr. Walton took out the first patents for linoleum 
floorcloth made from a mixture of the oxidised oil with 
gum, resin and ground cork. 

Down to this time the public had had to be content with oil- 
cloth, the disadvantages of which were considerable, though 
its merits were great. Linoleum was speedily found to poseess 
all and more of the merits of floorcloth, with only one of its 
defects—that of having a surface pattern only. That is to say, 
the pattern wore off long before the material itself was worn 
out, and an unsightly floor- 
covering was the result. 

Mr. Walton set himself 
energetically to remedy this 
defect, and he presently 
succeeded, The Inlaid Lino- 
leum which has long been 
produced by the Greenwich 
Inlaid Linoleum Company is 
not printed, The beautiful 
patterns appearing upon it 
go from front to back, so 
that, however severe the 
wear to which the fabric 
may be subjected, the colours 
are always bright and the 
pattern clear. Needless to 
add, the most vigorous wash- 
ing with the most cleansing 
soap cannot possibly have 
any disfiguring influence, 

If the past achievements 
of the Company have been 
great, they are likely to be 
Rreater in the future, for a 
new factory has just been 
completed at Greenwich, 
and endowed with one of the 
most remarkable machines 
ever invented, So remark- 
able is it thata short time 
ago a distinguished com- 
pany, including the Lord 
Mayor of London and the 
Lady Mayoress, accepted 
the invitation of Sir William 
Treloar and his fellow- 
directors to go and inspect 
it. They saw a wonderful 
mass of machinery seven 
stories high, weighing 600 tons, covering over 50,000 square 
feet of space, and built upon a solid bed of concrete thirty 
feet thick, And they saw the process of inlaid linoleum 
manufacture from start to finish. 

First there are the almost numberless tanks of linseed oil 
undergoing the oxidising process, A by-product of fungus 
character is first thrown off and removed. Then the oil 
gradually thickens and hardens until itis inthe condition to be 
taken to the bakery, where it simmers for a while, though it is 
never allowed to boil. It now assumes a sponge-like aspect, is 
torn into fragments, and then spread upon the ground to dry. 

The next process requires the assistance of amber resin 
and Kauri gum, with which the oxidised oi! amalgamates in a

sort of atew-pan. The mixture which results forms itself into 
slabs nearly as solid as indiarubber. It is then rolled and 
mangled into a kind of dough, and is coloured as desired. 
Then a wonderful arrangement of electric rotary magnets are 
brought into play, and infallibly detect any smal! piece of 
metal which may have inadvertently found its way into the 
substance. The latter is now ready for the final process of 
being converted into the inlaid linoleum known in every 
household, 


And a wonderful process it is. No mere description can 


do it justice; even after watching it, one feels bewildered 
alike by its complexity and its perfection, There is in the 
centre a drum, round which are cutting cylinders, adorned 
with many knives which work upon a system of pattern- 
cutting which permits of as many variations of pattern as

there are variations in music. And the finished product is a 
beautiful material which is fitted to adorn cither a palace or a 
workman's home. 

But a process of seasoning has yet to be gone through. 
The linoleum is placed in drying stores, where the heat 
ascends at a given temperature from radiating pipes below, 
Then the operations of the trimming-room are carried aut, 
and Greenwich Inlaid Linoleum is ready for the market. And 
that market is conterminous with civilization, Although 
American customers have to pay a duty of fifty per cent., in 
addition to the price, they buy an ever-increasing quantity 
every year. 

Sir William Treloar did not tell all this to the mecting of 
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‘LINOLEUM. 


shareholders over which he presided the other day ; bat he 
told them many other interesting things. He recalled the 
time when the directors of the Company had a very up-hill 
fight against circumstances, but conquered all the same, As 
an instance of the progress made in recent years, it may be 
mentioned that while the net profit for 1898 was £15,381, it 
has this year reached the handsome total of £50,766.

necessury. More than this, 
the company is hound to 
keep a very large atock of 
the finished material, forthe 
demand for it is increasing 
hy leaps and bounds. As Sir 
William Treloar told the 
meeting of shareholders, 
every month’s return shows 
an advance in the amount ot 
the sales; and now that 
the company is making a 
quality which is sold retail 
at 2s, 3¢ the square yard, 
the demand ia likely to 
become enormous. 

Obviously the erection of 
costly factories and ma- 
chines, the holding of larger 
atock, the purchase of huge 
quantities of raw material 
whenever this can be ad- 
vantageously done, neceasi- 
tates theem ployment of more 
and more capital, But when 
it can be so successfully em- 
ployed it is allin the interest 
ofthe investor. Accordingly 
it is not surprising to learn 
that the proposal to issue 
preference shares to the 
amount of £100,000 was ¢n- 
dorsed by the meeting with- 
out one dissentient voice. ‘The new issue bears 534 per cent. 
cumulative interest, and it will first be offered to the share- 
holders in the proportion of one share for every five ordinary 
shares now held, Should any shareholder not care to avail 
himself of this opportunity the available shares will be 
offered to the debenture-holders. And only those left over 
after this has been done will be obtuinable by the public. 

It is certainly gratifying to see an undertaking of this 
character making such excellent headway. ‘The Greenwich 
Inlaid Linoleum is a product in which beauty and usefulness 
are combined to an unusual degrec. That its manufacture 
should at the same time be very profitable is additionally 
satisfactory. WwW. J.

-mnce taken into favour, deapite the absurditics of its libretto The 
other operas performed were Aida, Rigolate, La Travia‘a, Faust, 
Roméo, Philtmon, Carmen, Cavalleria, Pagliacci, La Bohtms, and 
the mad act of Lucia, The list is rather smaller than usual, but 
it was found advisable to ahelve Offenbach's Les Contes d* Hoffmann, 
which had becn under consideration, while the management were 
disappointed by the illness of Frau Ternina, which again caused 
the postponement of Fidelio and La Zeca. The latter opera will, 
however, next season be in the repertory of Madame Melba. 

We have had a more than usually large number of newcomers 
at Covent Garden this season, the most successful being Fri, Kurz, 
who won special favor os Gilda and as the page Oscar in Un Ballo, 
and Herr Herold, the Danish tenor, who seems equally good in the 
Wagner and the older repertory, but whose career was tempornrily 
cut ahort this summer by a severe attack of muscular rheumatism. 
Fri. Deatinn has also done well, especially in Haghiacel, in which 
she depicted Nedda as a much more dramatic character than 
usual.

The = quarters that if the successes of the Japanese 
Duration continue, with the result that the power of Russia 
ofthe War jn Manchuria js completely destroyed, there 
may be a chance of securing peace through 

the intervention of the Powers on terms which will at 
once satisfy the interests of Japan and the dignity of 
Russia. It does not need a very profound investigation 
to show the hopelessness of this anticipation. The dignity 
of Russia will for some tine to come not be satisfied with 
any conclusion of the war short of victory, and the interests 
of Japan —not to speak of her ambitions—require that any 
peace that moy he concluded shall be a durable peace 
and shall leave her national security unmenaced for at any 
rate a generation. How can these conflicting standpoin.s be 
reconciled? So far as Russia is concerned the question is not 
oneofterms She has not realised and she cannot realise that 
in fighting the Japanese she is fighting a Great Power, whio is 
her equal in civilisation. erlyips she does not atand alone in 
this view, There are a good muny Japanopteis who prate 
about Japanese civilisation and the “New Great Power” 
which has arisen in Asia, and yet who do not in their inmost 
souly fully admit that the Yellow Man ha» made his 
place permanently in the family of nations, And yet the 
adinissien is not such a very large one to make. When 
we remember that Turkey ~also Asiastic, even Mongol--was 
formiully admitted toa place among the civilised nations in 
1856, the prejudice which would exclude the Japanese must 
scem ludicrously untenable, Stillit exists and exists very 
strongly, and until itis cradicated from the Russian mind it 
must be hopeless to talk of negotiable terms of peace. More- 
over, it is very doubtful whether Japan, if she continue vic- 
tunous, can afford to offer any terms which would not accentuate 
the humiliation of Russia. The national security of Japan 
requires that there shall not be a repetition of the strain and 
anxiety of the present war for many a long day, How is 
this to be obtained ? Obviously not by leaving Russia in a 
position (0 organise a war of revenge in the Far East. Japan 
will certainly require that the Alig of Russia shall disappear from 
Port Arthur, Manchuria, perhaps even Vladivostok, and she 
may want a yreat deal more as an irreducible minimum. In 
these circumstances the prospect of an early termination of 
the war must he the vainest of illusions. Russia will fyht until 
she is exhausted, and this will nut be alter one or two or 
even three campaigns, There never was a war in which the 
final outcome was miore obscure, The idea that Japan, even 
if victorious, will be obliged to accept moderate terms 
because her resources are not equal to a long struggle 
is an error. Japan is perfectly equal to a long struyyle, 
and it will be found that with her usual foresight and 
ingenuity she has made ample provision for carrying on 
such w strugyle at a minimum of cost, A protracted war, 
however, need not be allogether & calamity for the world if 
the Powers act together harmoniously for the protection of 
their common interests. The important thing is that the war 
shall be strictly localised. That ought not to be beyond the 


reach of diplamacy. 


An incident occurrec in the House of Lords 


Revolt in last week which may perhaps lead to some 
the House interesting developments in the future. The 
o! Lords 


debates upon the Finance Bill in the House of 
Commons had been so prolonged that this 
important Hill did not reach the Lords until Friday, July ag. 
The object of the Finance Bill, it should be explained, is to 
give statutory authority for the levying of taxation, and it 
had long been foreseen that the Bill must be passed before 
August 1, because otherwise the pawer of the Government to 
levy various taxes would expire. One can imagine the scene 
that might have been witnessed at the Customs House if 
through any accident it had happened that ona working day of 
the year, Customs House pfficials found themselves without 
legal authority to demand the duties on imported apirits, wine, 
and tobacco, To guard against this danger, the Government 
pressed the House of Lords to rush through the Finance 
Bill in a little lesy than an hour on last Friday afternoon 
in order that the Royal Assent might be given before 
the House of Commons adjourned. This was too much 
for the patience even of the House of Lords) The 
Liberal peers complained bitterly, and even the repre- 
sentatives of the Government hardly ventured to defend 
the muddle in which the House and the Government 
were involved. Some of the Opposition peers determined 
to show their resentment by refusing to allow the Hill 


to be passed in time for the Royal Assent, ‘Their task was 
not a very difficu’t one. 1t was merely necessary to keep 
the debate going until half-past five. At that time the House 
of Commons would adjourn and the Royal Assent would have 
to be postponed to another day. The other day would 
naturally have been Saturday, but this was impossible, 
because no notice had been given in the Commons of a 
Saturday sitting, Thus an apparently hopeless situation 
had been reached. At thia point, however, it occurred 
to somebody that as Monday wis a Bank Holiday, 
the Customs House would in any case be closed, and, 
therefore, no inconvenience would be caused if the Act 
received the Royal Assent in time to come into opera: 
tion on Tuesday morning. Having made this discovery, 
the House adjourned in the best of good tempers. The 
Liberal peers were pleased with the protest they had made, 
and the members of the Government were pleased because 
no damage had been done, It may be, however, that the 
ininority in the House of Lords, now that it has once tasted 
blood, will not be content on future occasions to take its 
habitual treatment from the Government lying down. There 
has been a growing tendency of late years for the Govern: 
nent to ignore the House of Lords in all its arrangements 
fur legislative business, and it is not surprising that this 
ancient assembly seems at last resolved to take same steps to 
assert its authority. 





Hasty theorists are drawing the conclusion, 

from the revenue returns of Cape Colony, that 

South Africas South Africa has bidden a long farewell to 
Adversity economic prosperity. This supposition receives 
farther endorsement from the large diminution 

of imports into the Transvaal. All the same, 

the hypothesis of impending ruin rests on entirely fallacious 
premises, After the termination of the war, the enormous 
destruction of property consequent on that unhappy strife 
had to be made good, chiefly by borrowed capital. For a 
time this process of rehabilitation stimulated trade, and 
thereby increased railway receipts, greatly to the advantage 
of the local revenues. Now, however, that large numbers 
of the ruined colonists are economically re-established, 
there is not the same demand for imports, and trade 
is so much the leas brisk. But it is only a passing period of 
stagnation; the more the resources of the colonies are 
developed by the resumption of industry, the larger will 
be the demand for necessaries not produced in South Africa, 
It is palpable, therefore, that the blight on commerce which 
so scares alarmists has only an evattescent character, After 
the Franco-German War came to an end, pessimists freely 
predicted that France could never recover in full from the 
enormous losses she had suffered, and it is well known that 
“the man of blood and iron,” when fixing the amount of the 
money indemnity, would have demanded twice or thrice the 
amount but for his conviction that the crushed country could 
not pay more than the sum he stipulated for. Yet it is a 
inatter of history that, thanks to her intrinsic wealth and the 
thriftiness of her population, France very saon became more 
prosperous than at any previous time in her glorious annals, 


The peace-at-any-price fanatics will. fasten 
like Jimpets, no doubt, on the white paper 
Military giving details of recent national expenditure on 
Cquipmcst military equipment. Ten and a half millions 
sterling have, it is true, a very formidable 
appearance, and the taxpayer may be pardoned 
if he grumbles at such an addition to bis burdens. But 
hecessity left the Government no alternative, Aficr the 
exhaustive reports furnished by the Mowatt and’ other 
committees, Ministers would have aaddied theniselves with 
the gravest responsibility had they refused to honowa, the 
bill jointly presented by theae inquiring bodies, New 
ordnance, both heavy and light, machine guna, reserves of 
stores and clothing, additional warehouses, and other costly 
requirements were ret forth in the long list of wants, 
and the Cabinet deserves some credit for reducing the 
total outlay by a little more than a million. As matters now 
stand, our Jand forces are in a far more forward stage 
towards campaigning efficiency than has been the case for 
manycyears, A few finishing touches are still needed here 
and there, but these should not involve much additional 
expense, and after that is defrayed any exceptional strain on 
the taxpayer will cease. It is greatly to be hoped, however, 
that this happy state of things will continue. In the past 
there has been to much of a disposition at the War Office to 
humour Chancellors of the Exchequer by permitting military 
equipment to deteriorate after reaching a high standard 
during war. And then, should occasion suddenly arise 
for military action on an axtencive scale, the nation finds 
the Army only half ready to cope with the emengency.

Mountaineering in Switzerland 


BY FRANCIA GRIBBLE 


There are fashions in climbing as in uther things, The early 
mountaineers devoted themaclves chiefly to snow and ice work, It 
was natural that they should do ae, since the glaciers and snow- 
fields were to them écerra incognita. They seldom knew exactly 
what lay on the other side of any given ridge, or round any given 
corner, and, like good explorers, they svt themselves diligently to 
find out. The period of exploration lasted rather a long time, 
because the exptorers were few, Real topographical discoveries 
were still being made in the curly filties and sixties — the 
period when the Alpine Club was formed, and ‘* Peaks, Passes, 
and Glaciers” was published John Ball and his compeers were 
more concerned to ascertain the general “fle” of the Alps than to 
perform gymnastic feats upon their peaks. They, in fact, and the 
guides of their generatiun, were not very good on 
The long snow grind, and the monotonous hours of step-cutting on 
hard ice were a good deal more in their line, But the time came 
when all the topographical work was done, and all the outlines in 
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the map: were filled in. Then the hest climbera developed into 
gymnasts, and attention was turned to apparently inaccessible rock 
peaks, Mr, Whymper proved that the Matterhorn was not 
inaccessible in 1865, and the same demonstration was applied in 
due course by other climbers to the Aiguilles. 

The frat Aiguille ever ascended was Mont Aiguille, then known ax 
Mont Inaccessible, near Grenoble. The Lard of Dompjulian and 
Beaupeé ascended jt in the sixteenth century, in coropliance with 
the orders of the King of France, and, taking « priest with him, 
duly baptised the eminence in accordance with the rites of the 
Charch. There is alw» an interesting account of an early attempt 
upon the Aiguille du Dru in a book of travels written by Dr. John 
Moore, the author of * Zeluco,” and father of Sir Johan Moore, 
who fell at Cocunna, The party, however, which included Dr. John 
Moore's travelling pupil, the Duke of Hamilton, were stopped, 
at an carly stage of the ascent, by ‘¢a part of the rock which was 
perfectly impracticable.” Serious climbing among the Mont Blan: 
Aiguillee began in the late seventies and oarly eighties, and the best- 
known of the climbers there was the late A. F. Mummery. It was 


Mummery, in fact, who made the first ascent of the Grépoh Alguille, 
sbown in the first illustration,

top in 1881, being obtiged to use an extra rope in ordee to acgo- 
tiate the sheer drop of sixty feet between the minor and major 
wammits, With him were Alexander er apd Benedict 
Venetr. No one followed in his steps until 1885, when M, Dunod, 
with Francois and Gaspard Simoad and Auguste Tairras, made the 
same ascent by an alternative route of about equal difficulty. 

The Aigullle de la Za, shown in another picture in our supplement, 
Is not in the Chamonix, but in the Arolla district, a district which I 
have reason to know something about, since it was there that, many 
yenrs ago, I had an adventure, not of a climbing character, which 
wna related and illustrated in the Dasly GrapAéic at the time, The 
Aiguille is one of the most ua features of the landscape. 
From the vallcy it looks like Cleopatra's Necdle, twisted a little, and 
then stuck on top ofa straight, steep ridge.

Our Portraits 


Viatches lay Koustantinovileh de Plehve, the murdered Russian 
Miniter of the Tnterior, was born in 1846, His carly life was 
prose Tt Warsaw. He entered the Moycow University lo study 
Taw, tack his degree, and in 1867 wax gneetted for a vacancy in the 
Moscow huticial Circuit, He became Procureur of the County Court, 
ant was successively promoted tosimilar positions at Viadmir, Tula, 
Then he was sent to Warsaw ay Procureur-General, 
An able lawyer and an official of restless energy, the authorities in 
Si. Pet -rsburg became convinced that they bad in him a valuable 
dnstinnent, and though acting under the orders of Ignatieff he did 
not lewwe altogether unpleasant memories in Warsiw when in 1881 
he was summoned to St. Petersburg to occupy a hich position in 
the Ministry of Justice. This he speedily exchanged for the post 
of Prosureur-General its the St Petersburg High Court, where he 
soon proved himself one of the most redoubtable enemies of the 
Nihilists that the public service had produced, Owing to hi« 
wordertul police he was able to secure all the 
participants in the famous dynamite outrage in the Winter Palace. 
In 788q Ure ‘Prar Alexander TEL. made him a senator and Assistant 
Minister of the Interior, This post he held for six years, virtually 
wielding the power of a Minister under the nominal authority of 
the somewhat dull ceactionary, M., Durnoyo. The oppressive 
measures dirceted agaiust the German Colonists in Russia, the 
nobility of the Haltie provinces, foreign travellers, and the Jews, 
and other non-orthodox xects, are all known to have been his handi- 
work. Tn 18yf he was advanced to (he mink of a Privy Councillor, 
aud in tog he wos appeinted Secretary of State for Finland. 
A firm belicver in the national unity of Russia and the autocratic 
principle, he cluborated the measures of reform devised to deprive 
the Grand Duchy of its exceptional privileges, and especially of its 
Liberal instiwions, He pursued this policy with undeviating and 
unfaitering severity, with the result that the waole of Finland 
became a’ vast whirlpool of disaffection, Nevertheless, his reprea- 
sive measures only earned him a larger measure of admiration and 
wiatitude from the gaveening classes, and when in the spring of 
Jgo2 M. Sipiaguinc, the Russian Minister uf the Interior, war 
assassinated, he was marked out ax the unly | usible successor of 
the murdered Minister,

Institution, and two others—' The Tired Soldier" and ‘Dancing 
oo the Village Green ”---are now in the national collect’on, At the 
age uf thirty he was elected an Associate of the Royal Academy. 
He spent the winter of 185% and the spring of 1859 in Egypt, and 
this journey to Egypt way the turning point in, and dominated the 
whole remainder of, his life, whichioa very great extent he devoted 
to the study of whatever was picturesque in the land of tho 
Pharaohs, In 1863 he was clected a full Academician, and 
the following year he exhibited his diploma work—an Egyptian 
subject, uf counme—' The Song of the Nubian Slave.” Our por- 
trait is by Elliott and Fry, Baker Street.

thal capacity commanded the gunboats Tutscha and Grose. He 
then wax promoted a first-class captain and commander of the 
cruimet General-Adluiral, His neat command was to the irun- 
clat Navarin, In 1897 he received the rank of Rear-Adwmirel 
and was appointed Chief of the Kronstadt Harbour, In 
1gvf he served as junior admiral of the manavring squadron 
in the Black Sea, His promotion to be Wice-Admiral fol- 
lowed hoon after, and he then took command of the second 
division of the feet in the Baltic. When Admiral Skeydloi® was 
sent to the Far East, two mantha ago, in succession to Admiral 
Mikharotl, Admiral Heaobrascatf accompanied hin, with the appolnt- 
iment of Com nander of the first squadron in the Pacific. The advance 
of the Japanese prevented bim from reaching Port Arthur, and 
he consequently accompanied Admiral Skrydloff to Vladivostok. 
Here he distinguished hinself by the organisation of the naval 
rails into the Sea of Japan, two of which he personally oom- 
manded, He in saitl to have reached Port Arthur in the torpedo 
Juat Lieutenant Burukotf, whieh ran the blockade to Vingkow 
and back some weeks ago, but which has since been caught and 
destroyed by the Japanese, 

General Keller, who was killed at Motienling, came of a 
Prussian family which has lung occupied a high rank in the 
civil and military services of Auntria, Prussia and Russia. The 
Kellers were ennobled by the Austrian Government in 1737. The 
first lo settle in Russia waa Count Theodor Keller, son of the welt- 
known Prussian statesman, Count Christoph Von Keller. He 
inherited estates in White Kussia, and entered the Russian Army, 
His gidest so. Edward isa Russian Privy Councillor and Senator, 
and two other sons, Arthur and Victor, are major-generals in the 
secvice of the Tsar, The officer who commanded at Motienling fs 
Count Theador Keller, the eldest son of the Senator, Coant 
Edward. He was born on August 15, 18§0, and, having reached 
the rank of liewtenant-general, was on Inted . Goversor of 
Ehaterinusiay, After General Sausulitch’s failure to prevent 
General Kuroki from croming the Yalu, General Koller was 
despatched to the Far East to supersede that officer.

At periodical intervals the question of a Channel 
bridge or a Channel tunnel crops up in the Paris Press. 
The resurrection of the project generally coincides with 
the dog days, when the papers are hard up for ‘ copy.” 
This year has been no exception to the rule. But it is 
not a bridge and it is not a tunnel, but n combination 
of the two. The author of the project is M. Buna- 
Varilla, one of the chief engineers of the defunct 
Panama Cansl. M. Buna-Varilla is of opinion that 
the aversion of the English people to anything that will 
abolish the (‘silver streak” and put an end to the 
splendid isolation of Britain’s insular position is too 
strong to be overcome.

The con- 
sent of all the foreign Powers would thus be necessary to the 
carrying out of the scheme. far le fen:ps gut conrt, there would 
he litte chance of this being obtained, This, then, seenis to bar 
the bridge project. M. Huna-Varilla has, however, as I have said, 
found an ingenious solution of the difficully. Fle proposes the 
construction of a tunnel from France to within three miles of the 
British coast. Here an artificial island will be constructed, con- 
nected with the land by a girder bridge. The trains will come to 
the surface at the island, and will continue their route acroks the 
bridge. Thus due respect will be paid to the British aversion to 
the tunnel, and the difficulties of the bridge project will be 
climinated.

So much has been written about Norwegian scenery that it is 
unnecessary to speak of it here, Well, as the writer deacribes 
the fjords and other beauties of the country, suffice it to say that 
the route the ** Ramblers” followed was from Copenhagen, through 
Christiania, and then on by way of Ormeim, Molde, Merok, Bergen, 
and Odde to Gudvagen; of course visiting the RKomadal, the 
Geiranger, the Hardanger and other fjords ew route.

}THE LIVING PLANT IN LEAF, FLOWER, AND FRUIT” © 

This handsome volume is ‘ an attempt to simplify the study of 
botany fur genera} readers.” But still we are of opinion that the 
general reader must have more than a mere superficial knowledge 
of the ecience before taking up the present work, notwithstanding 
the fact that the authors state; ‘+ Our starting-point is the suppo- 
sition that the student knows really nothing of the conditions of 
plant life.” For instance, how many atudents who * know really 
diothing of the conditions of plant life” would understand even the 
meaning of the ** protoplast” or the ‘¢ morphology” of plant Hfe? 
However, we must acknowledge that the more one atudica the 
volume the more one is interested, not only in the book, but 
fn botany itself, and there is no doubt, that to thoxe who have 
the time .and Inclinalion to take up the fascinating study of 
botany, this work will be of material assistance. Every detail 
connected with plant life is dealt with. Commencing with 
what one might call the gecm of life, the authors tell of the cells 
and tissues of the ascending and descending sap, all of which are 
structure and life of the Icaf and plant. Further chapters treat of 
floral forms and their relations to insects, of “* Plant Marriages,” 
or the cross fertilisation of flowers, ete, etc. The volume has 
been prepared most carefully and is complete in every detail. It 
gontaing, morcover, 871 illustrations, mostly the work of Mr. A. E.

THE SEASON 

The rainfall of inter July was productive of a very prent deal 
nore benobl tan harm. It beat down a few fields of weak corn, 
but foe une acre which it injured it strengthened the growth and 
plump -d out the grain ina thousand, For the root crops it came 
av asaviany boon, and it was also of the greatest possible aid to 
fariners in washing the bop plants free of aphides, The atsence 
of wind and the maintenance uf a good temperature completed the 
ailvantiyes of later July, which, indeed, is always a critical period, 
andassichin pein when favourable as daugeraws and disastrous 
when the contrary, The rainfallap to the agth was less than ao 
inch, but the last six days added a quantity, making up the total of 
Inost stations to ao average. Tho sunshine record is far above the 
average, but it doce not exceed the beat previously registered. At 
Che chief stations it varies fro 2§0 to 260 hours. Last year only 
156 hours were recorded of bright sunshine in July, so tbat, 
rontghly apeaking, the to04 improvement amounts to a hundred 
hours. ‘Temprrature has averaged about the same asin rgor, and 
exceeds that of 1903 and 1guz very considerably, There have been 
no records of really extreme beat, though on the xgth and 17th 
vighty-cipht degrees ia the shade were repistered at Westminster 
and Richmond respectively,

“The world is so small,” said the little French- 
man in Ne Shoreughfare, and the truth of this 
paradox comes forcefully home to us with every 
successive issue of our morning newspaper. 
Yhe telegrams from the heart of Tibet 
--from the almost fabled city of Lhasa — 
which invaded our breakfast-tables in) the most matter- 
of-fact way, last Monday morning, must have brought 
to even the dullest imagination a keen and regretful 
sense of the shrinkage of the world, One by one all the 
safety valves of geazraphical fancy have disappeared. The 
last of the Hermit Kingdoms has now gone. Like Atlantis 
and the Hesperides, the Land of trester .fohn and 
the Walled Cities of the Lost Tribes, Katrouan the Sacred 
and Tiusbuctoe the Mysterious, the ved has at length 
been rent from the Forbidden City of the Lamas. 
We are confronted suddenly with the cramping fact 
that the pioneers of civilisation have done their worst, 
Upon the crust of this globe of ours nathing is henceforth 
left to the human imagination. The Dalai Lama little knows 
how his humiliation is avenged, It has not cost us much 
money or many human lives to profane the sacred precincts 
of the Laimaitic Holy of Holies, and what’ it has cost us 
under those heads will speedily be replaced and forgotten ; 
but the inroads it has made on the diminishing hoard of our 
illusions is irrepatable. We must endeavour to compensate 
ourselves as best we can with the thought that the blessings 
ol civilisation have at last been brought within the reach of 
the singulurly unsociable Tibetans, and also that a new 
track for the Cook’s Tourist has been opened and levelled 
with something really worth showing hin at the other end. 
It is useless to tell us that General Macdonald will come 
back across the colossal mountain passes as soon as the new 
Treaty is signed, and will Jock all the gates ayain on 
Vibetan seclusion. His expedition has done something more 
than march to Lhaga; it has advertised that extraordinary 
city. Henceforth no polite education will be complete 
without ia visit to the spacious marble Pulace of Potala 
and the yreat Cathedral of Jokhand, with “its blaze of 
golden roofs ” glistening through “the exquisite green foliage.” 
What American milhonaire will be able to resist the 
glowing description of the wonders and beauties of Lhasa 
advertised in every newspaper fast Monday? Lhasa 
the Mysterious, the Long-hidden, the Inaccessible, has gone 
forever, Our dreams are the poorer, but our list of holiday 
resorts has received a notable addition. The time will 
perhaps come when the atmospheric conditions of the 
Tibetan highlands will be exploited for the purposes of new 
sanatona for the tuberculous, At any rate, the chapter of 
the practical possibilities of the country is now open, and 
the concessionaire will not be slow to avail himself of it. 
Meanwhile, perhaps, the wisest course for the Anglo-Saxon 
spectator to take is to putaside vain reyrets and realise that 
avery notable achievement has been accemplished by our 
Indian Government and by the yatllant men who serve it, 
The march to Lhasa has wetten a new and fine chapter in 
the stirring history of British rule in Asia.

The Close of Session, however, the Welsh metibers have 
the Sesslon managed to provide a dramatic sensation which 

almost rivals the most excited of Irish scenes. 

The incident due to the Defaulting 

Authorities Bill, a measure intended to circumvent those 
Welsh County Councils which have failed to carry out 
the Education Act of 1902, The Welsh members con- 
vinced themselves that Mr. Balfour was forcing this Bill 
through the House by unfair means, and they deter 
mined to oppose a passive resistance of a new type to 
the further progress of the measure, When the motion 
for the closure of a portion of the Bill was put from the 
chair, the Welsh members present r fused to leave the 
House, ft was obvious that they were all of then in deadly 
earnest although very little noise was made, and for a time 
it seemed as if the Chairman would be compelled to call 
in the police and have all the Welsh members, and a 
large number of English members who were aiding and 
abetting, forcibly removed. This disgrace was prevented by 
the patience of the Chairman and hy the good sense of Mr. 
Asquith, The former, instead of hastily putting the standing 
order in force, waited patiently, and frequently appealed 
to the Welsh members to give way. The latter privately 
advised them to make their pratest, not by being carried out 
of the House, but by walking out on their own feet and refus- 
ing to take any further part in the proceedings. So the

incident ended ; but it illustrates the danger of leaving con. 
tentious business over to the dying days of a Session. A few 
years ago it used to Le a tradition in the House of Commons 
that all important Government Hills must be read a second 
time before Easter so as to allow ample opportunity for their 
discussion in detail between Euster and August. This year, 
on the contrary, practically none of the Government Bills 
were even introduced until after Easter,and thus the heaviest 
legislative work of the Session has been squeered into July 
and August, much to the irritation of tempers on both sides 
of the House. Nor is the final result satisfactory, either 
from the point of view of the Government or of the Opposition, 
The Government have been obliged to abandon a large 
number of Bills that were promised in the King’s Speech, 
and the Opposition are indignant because a large portion of 
the Licensing Bill has been passed through the House 
without any discussion at all. 


The signal successes attained by Admiral Togo, 
owing to his having deeply atudied the science 
of torpedo warfare before hostilities began, have 
naturally directed the attention of all maritime 
nations to this comparatively new naval weapon. 
Hence the torpedo manceuvres which are now 
going on daily off the British and Irish coasts, with the object 
of determining the best and moat effectual methods of employ- 
ing the “midges.” Certain conditions were laid down before- 
hand for the guidance of the respective fleet commanders, 
but not to such an extent as to seriously cripple their freedam 
of action. Of course, mimic warfare, whether on land or 
sea, can never be the sate ax real fighting ; history records 
many battles which, according to all the rules of scientific 
hostilities, should have been victories for the defeated armies. 
But manwuvring comes, to some extent, into a different 
category, and often affords means of judging between rival 
methods of utilising new resources, It may be urged, 
perhaps, that British naval officers are too full of professional 
zeal to need any teaching of that kind. In its naked form, 
the proposition cannot be contested, but there are some 
controversies in which arguments are 60 equally balanced 
that practical experiment must be the final criterion, We take 
it for yranted, of course, that all possible care will be taken 
to safeguard the torpedo craft from collisions, They are so 
extremely fragile, that a very light blow, which would merely 
shake a Thames bare, rips a big hole in the thin plates, 
and sinks the unforttinate vessel in Jess than a minute,

It does not reflect credit on the citizens of 
Hootlganiem London that the Thames Conservancy and the 
at Popwlar Court of Common Council should be simul- 
Resorts taneously seeking some remedy for rowdyiam at 
places of popular resort. In one case, it is the 
noble river which flows through the Metropolis that, in its 
upper waters, is often rendered unfit for decent folks to make 
use of, In the other instance, Epping Forest, in its less fre- 
quented parts, is dominated by gangs of ruffians who levy 
blackmail on any victims too weak for effectual resistance. 
The police allege that this evil would be more easily dealt 
with if the plundered and the maltreated could only be induced 
te give evidence in court. But it is not at all unnatural 
that they should, as a rule, prefer to keep silence, In the 
first plice, attendance at court usually involves the loss of 
a day's carnings, while it is pretty certain that false 
charges of misconduct will be thrown from the dock at any 
person who dares to help the prosecution, The best remedy 
for that would be the employment of more plain-clothes 
detectives, of both sexes, to entrap the noxious pests by 
making pretence of timidity and guilelessness. On the 
Thames, hooliganism is of a different and less sordid 
character, The blackmuiler is unknown, but the blackyuard, 
pure and unmixed, is always in evidence on high days and 
holidays, and it would be a great public benefit to compass 
his suppression. The Conservancy proposes to effect that 
highly desirable object by placing on the skippers of 
launches the entire responsibility for the conduct of all on 
board; but this remedy would not meet the case of hired 
Tow-boats without any waterman in charge. Launches are, 
perhaps, the worst offenders, but the other nuisances also 
require to be taught better manners.

the day, with a witty commentary thereupon which he ratiled off 
with exteaordinary tapidity, accompanying himself on a fittle 
«jure piano, That piano became the property of Mrs. Montague 
Williams—who was a sister-in-law of Albert ith—-and she lef. 
it to the late Arthur Blunt—so well known to the play-g: ing public 
aa Arthur Cecil. It was at his house that f ome day had the 
pleasure of playing on the curious old-fashioned instrument, 
wonder what became of it eventually. Each verse of the 
"Galignani’s Messenger” of the Egyptian Hall ended with the

Canals are, IT am tald, 
looking up, sa here is an opportunity for a capitalist with spare 
cash, But it is not on that account that I allude to the matter, 
Tt ix because the first cight miles of the upper part of the aforesaid 
waterway are associated with some of my very early recollections.

hard by the remains of Basing House? Do I not remember the 
awe with which I passed throught Grewell Tunnel, and how | 
watched the little apot of light at the other end gradually incrensing, 
and how glad I was when we finally emerged safely into the 
sunshine, Are not tarryings at Mapledurwell Hatch, the Iatiorious 
pushing open of ancient and creaking awing-bridges, picnics hard 
by Odihany —Odjuin ns the talives call it—and countless other 
memories still fresh in my recollection? But apart from early 
associntions the canal is marvellonsly picturesyue and well worth 
exploration, It can be easily reached from the Thames through 
the Wey, bearing in mind the ofd adage ‘ Where there's a will 
there’s a Wey.” 

Tu is about time we had some reform in the Sunday service of

In the Wext Indian Docks there is just now to be 
learned att object-lesson by those who are interested 
in ow Mercantile Marine--n clas. which one would 
think would include every patriotic Maglish man 
and woman - in the shape of a dine Inrye steel-built 
four-masted barque, whose (all masts tower into the 
ait, amt whee Ane white hull in a thing of grace 
and beauty among the black-bodied steamers and 
dingy traders all around. It is the sstiling veasel 
Herzagin Cecilie, one of the school ships of 
the North Geemon Lloyd. an ocean-pome, cargo- 
carrying Vessel of over 3.000 Lons, over 300 feet in 
length, and with an immense spread of canvas; on 
board of het are nixty-six cadets, who are learning 
in the mest practical manner, and with German 
thoroughness, their duties as future officers of the 
great commercial Reet which owas che ship. 

The erzogin Cecilie has recently arrived from 
San Jraneico, onsking the vayage down the Pacific 
fo Cape Harn and up and across the Atntic in 
tao days a long and lonely voyage which wrx 
perfectly auccesstul, save for the lors of one cadet, 
who was washed overboard oil the Kiver Plate, 
The commander of the Herzopin Cecilie (Captain 
Max Dietrich) recently entertained a number of 
ucts on board, and afler hospilably entertaining 
them at luncheon, showed (hem over the beautifal 
ship, of which he and his officers and every cadet 
oh board are justly proud, for she is as well found and as well 
hept as any man-of-war, 

Hy the North German Lloyd Company's system of training every 
Officer in their service must have done a course of dutiew as a sailor 
before the mast on an orean-poing training-ship, and passed various 
examinations on bud curing several years of voyaging over 
the world, In establishing these achool-ships the object is to

of the Herzogin Cecilie navigated her all the 
thousands of miles of her voyage. Sailing 
veswels have been deliberately chosen for the 
training of the cadets, one reason being that, 
necording to law, adtniagion tothe mate's examina- 
tion and to the Navigation School depends upon the 
performance of a definite amount of sca service on 
a sailing ship; and another is that the qualifications 
require of a steamer officer—nctivity, courage, 
quick comprehension, decision—can only be ac- 
quired on a suiling ship, and all-round training can 
be better effected than on a steamer, 

For the coniplete training of a German cadct a 
three yeats’ course is necessary. He enters as a 
boy, and has to engage for a year, and he then has 
the position of ordinary seaman, and after another 
year he qualifies as A.B, Wesides the practical 
training in seamanship at cea, a certain number of 
hour are daily ‘pent in instruction in all nautical 
subjects, modern languages, mathematics, naviga- 
tion, At the end of three years of this admirable 
life the cadet g ex for a year aw Warrant Officer 
or Quarterminter on one of the steamers of 
the North German Lloyd, and with — this 
fourth year the legal provisions ax to admission 
to the imate’s examination are complied with, »0 
that the cadet can now attend at the Navigation 
School for three or four months when he gets the 
finishing touches to the knowledge he has already 
gained during three yeard at sea, At his 
mate’s examination he may receive permis. 
sion to perforni one year's voluntary service 
in the German Imperint Navy, and here he 
may qualify himself as an officer of the 
Naval Reserve. After getting hin mate’s certificate the 
cadet may join the regular fleet of the North German Lloyd 
as fourth officer, and, after a further service of two years, 
a second course at the Navigation School is required for the 
examination as master of a foreign-going ship. This closcs (he achool 
training. The certificate as master of a foreign-going ship entivles 
the holder to the independent command of merchant ships on all seas.

“Blace aux Bames”

Camping-out i = delightful way of pasing 1 
holiday ; it is. also a most health-giving and en- 
juyable mede of fiving. The Americans have 
for a long time used the Adirondack Moun- 
taine for their camp life, Thither went artists, 
humble folk, girls from college, students, and 
even occasionally a few rich people, trad of the 
extravagant and luxurious life of Newport. All 
returned invigorated, buoyant with freah health 
and spirits, to the civilisation whence they had 
joyfully escaped for a few weeks. One hears, there- 
fore, with regret that this simple, wholesome life 
is invaded by luxury and ostentation, It has become the fashion 
to camp out, not in the old rough-and-rendy way, but accompanied 
by cooks, servants, and camp followers, and surrounded by all the 
comforts and the elaborate ease of hore. This ineans to unde all 
the benefits accruing from the return to nature—the sleeping in the 
open air, the necessity of working with one’s hands, that conferred 
health and peace. We in England lave not half mastered the 
secret of the happinces of camping-out, A few University men 
pitch tent; on the banks of a river, boys’ camp is formed by 
charitable people, and landscape painters prosecute their studics of 
sky and atmosphere from the little travelling caravan or the casily 
pitched tent, but the bulk of the population resort to stuffy rooms 
and bear with patience the tyranny and rapaciousness of the lodging- 
house keeper. We should hear fs of nerves and breakdowns if 
people resorted more to the open-air Life. 

The discussion anent the supposed economy that is growing 
among all classes continues, ‘John Oliver Hobbes” scema to 
have hit the right nail on the head when she points to gaticty as 
the cause of retrenchment among society people, and the decay of 
the season. ‘* The wealthy classes,” she cays, *' are surfeitcd with 
the perpetual round of luncheons, dinners, balls, theatre partica, 
supper parties, bridge parties, and week-end parties, which go on 
all the year roand—if not in London, at other places where the 
same people meet again to do the same things, and reilerate the 
same conversation. It was once a pleasure to come to London for 
six weeks in the height of the season, now it is a bore, from which 
the richest are only 100 glad to fy, The fact is, moal persons are 
exhausted ; they want reat, The most frivolous and dissipated have 
a genuine longing to enjoy that forgotten blessing, home life,’ It 
is this feeling which has led society in America to seck ever new 
and eccentric sensationt—to sup in the swimming-bath and cat 
dinner off horses’ backs in the stable. 

And what « tangle all our modern life fs In one pa ..:aph one 
reads about the satin-lined baskets and the jewelled collars of 
Lord Anglesea’s pet dogs, in another « heartrending Jescription 
of marriod misery, the result of overcrowding in the slums, by 
George R. Sims. This problem of housing the poor in cities is 
cerlginly one of the most important of the present day, How cana 
woman keep any decency ur gentle, womanly feeling who lives in 
the degrading conditions that prevail among the people who herd 
together regardless of age or sex In one room? How can 
marringe woder these circumstances be happy? How can children 
grow up good and healthy, and what a fature are we, pre- 
paring for the future men and women of England? Let every 
wealthy woman, covery happy mother, every fond wife, consider these 
problems and take an interest in them. *No one, if thay indecd 
renlived such things, would sleep at night for the thought, of spend 
her time and her money in useless luxuries for herself. Ut is a 
diygrace to ¢tvilisation and a disgrace to England that the poor 
should be housed in pigstien, and it is « constant suurce of hidden 
and desperate danger to the community.

Arench Bishops and the Datican 


The serious quarrel now in progress between the Vatican and the 
Republic ix mainly agsociated in the mincds of the inajority with the 
disciplinary controveray rrised by the cases of the Bishops of 
Laval and Dijon, The coalition of Kadicals und Socialists which 
waved the Kepublic after the sudden death of President Faure, 
introduced as one of their first measures a drastic Bill for dealing 
with religious associations in such a way as to prevent the monastic 
hodies from exercising any influence over French secular affairs. At 
the instance of Cardinal Richard, Archbishop of Paris, a strongly 
worded protest againat the ‘ anti-religious” policy of the Ministry 
was drawn vp, which ihe Hishops of Laval and Dijon, to- 
gether with two other bishops and four archbishops, refused to 
sign. This act of rebellion wax not immediately resented by the 
Vatican, but when signs of disorder manifested themselves among 
the faithful of Laval and Dijon, the 1wo bishapa were invited to 
proceed to Rome and explain sheir conduct. A correspondence 
ensued, the upshot of which was that they were offered the alterna- 
tives of trial before the Disciplinary Congregation ‘1 voluntary re- 
signation. The French Government tovk up their cawe, with the renul! 
that an open ruplure with the Vatican cnaued, Al the present 
time one of the bi-hops, M. Le Nordez, of Dijon, has capitulated 
to the Pope, and has submitted himeelf to the Council of Cardinals 
at Rome. The other bishop, M. Geay, has publicly stated his 
desire to resign. Our portralt of the Bishap of Dijon is by Berthoud, 
Paris, and that of the Bishop of Laval by Victoire, Lyon.

Cowes Beek 


The britliant weather of last week, coupled with the presence of 
the King and Queen in the Royal yacht Victoria and Albert, made 
Cowes festival a complete success from the onlooker’s point of 
view. Yachtsmen, no doubt, would have Liked some more 
Ireezex to stretch the canvas 5 lit as it is proverbially impossible 
to pleave everyone, it is as well that (he great majorily found the 
weather delightful, Cowes was packed with visitors, a large 
number of excursioniste arriving frum Suuthampion, Portsmouth 
and Bournemouth, The Royal yacht, on beard which were not 
only the King and Queen, but aleg the Prince and Princess of 
Wales and Princess Victoria of Wales, was naturally an object 
of great interest to the crowd of visitors, The Wictoria and 
Albert lay well out from the shore, with the battleship Colossus 
acting as guardship close by, while not far away wore the 
Osborne and the Britannia, On board the last named their 
Majesties, with the Prince and Princess of Wales, more than 
once went for a cruise in the Solent, the yacht flying the King's 
flag as Admiral of the Royal Yacht Squadron, 

On the first day the chief event was the Koyal London Yacht 
Club's race for the Hundred Guinea Cup presentect by Mr. HH. UL. 
Hartlett. This race, which is for yachts of over 100 tons, was won 
by Mr. Myles B. Kennedy's White Heather, of 147 tons. This 
yacht, which ia new, excited much interest because she was 
designed by Mr. Fife, the designer of Shamrock 1, anc 
Shamrock III. The German Emperor's Meteor made a very 
poor show, being beaten hopelessly. The victory was very 
popular locally, for Mr. Kennely is the Commodore of the Royal 
Southampton Yacht Club. Mr M. F. Plant, the owner of 
Ingomar, winner of the third prize (Brynhild was second), lodged a 
proteat against While Heather on the ground of a foul. 

Glorious weather was the rule on the second day, there bving 
unbroken sunshine all day. The seene on the roadstend was 
charming to the apectator, but to the yachtaman there wos one 
thing wanting, and (hat was a breeze, The great race of the day 
was that fur the King’s Cap, and when the gun boomed for the 
start of the race there was not a breath of wind and scarcely a 
tipple on the water, The crowd on the parade was naturally not 
so large as on the first day, which was Hank Holiday, but atill 
there was no lack of spectators. The Ring and Queen again 
watched the racing from the Britannia, which went for a cruise 
wertward, The entries for the King’s Cup were gool, but the 
racing was a little disappointing, as, owing to the lack of a breeze, 
only Ubree yachts finished out of cight starters, The yachts to 
arrive were the Kaiser's Melear, Sir James Pender’s Brynhild, 
and Sir Seymour King's Glory, Vora long time Meteor looked 
like winning, but the other two yachta drew up, and although the 
yachts crossed the flaghuat off Cowes in the order named, Meteor 
fniledd to concede the time allowance to Brynhild, which was 
declared to be the winner, Thus Sie James Pender’s yacht haw 
won a King’s Cup for the second time this ycar. 

On the third day ideal weather prevailed, and even yachtsinen 
were sauisticd with the ateady breezes which blew all day. The 
principal event of the day wax the rece for the German Emperor's 
Cup. lor this event there were fourteen entries, and no fewer 
than thirteen of these started—which is a record. The Britannia 
took the Koyal party for a long cruise, and they obtained a capital 
view of the racing, The course was aver forty-seven miles, and 
the race wax won by Colonel Bagot's Creole, which wae allowed 
45min, 26sec. start. The Ingomar was home first, but filed to 
coneede the time allowance 10 Creole and others. White Heather 
was second in crossing the line, and was also second according to 
handicap: while Mr. T. Hardeastle’s Merrymaid was similarly 
third, both in point of crossing the line and according to tine 
allowntce. 

The fourth day began with bright sunshine and a light westerly 
brecre, but racing had not long Leen started before a thundentarm 
broke and heavy rein legan to fall The downpour continued the 
whale aflernoon and pul to flight all the spectators on the parade: 
The weather cleared at about six, in time to allow the visitors 
to witnems in comparative comfort the finish of the racing, Interest 
was chiefly centred in the race for Cowex Town Cup.

‘At 
half-past ten o'clock someone begged bim to play the piano, He 
was evidently in the mood, for he forgot his guests, played classical

*ROSKIA AS IT RBALLY 19”° 

Tmpeachments of al! things Russian seem to be the order of the 
day, and this book by Mr. Joubert is certainly not the least hitter 
of its kind. In spite of his name the author claims to be an 
Englishman ; but the style ia not English, it is far too unrestrained. 
It may be the fact that he ‘has sat at the feet of the greatest 
thinker and philanthropist in Russia,” which has affected his tone, 
for the latter certainly recalls the Rusaian sociologists. The book 
is divided into two parts, The first in declamatory denunciation ; 
the second narrative. The author traces every evil existing in 
Russia—and beyond doubt there are many—directly to the Tear, 
who claims to he the all-powerful “God on Earth.” To him he 
attributes the wretched cunditiona under which the moujik lives, 
and, after admitting that the monjik ns a clase is happy, is still 
more indignant that the Tsar will not eduente him to perceive 
his own wretchedness. But though the indictment in a trifie 
indiscriminate it is in many places a dramatic and forcible piece of 
writing, and the picture that it paints ia not too pleasant. Even 
the soldier, wha might expect a little consideration at the bands of 
the Government, receives none, “Nobody will associate with « 
soldier when he returns. And if he shuuld chance to be crippled 
he will only be given a certificate that he has the privilege of 
Legging for a living.’ 

The second half of the book ts an account of how the author 
rescued a friend and two of his companions who were on their way 
to Siberia as political prisoners, Armed with the rouble, which he 
justly describes as ‘+a power above the Tsar,” and certain intradgc- 
tions furnished hy a syinpathetic official, he succeeded in tracing the 
gang with which his friend was travelling, and, by bribing a ser- 
yeant, in electing the cxcape of the trio, This sergeant, by the 
way, natvely offered to return part of the bilbe when he heard tho 
smallness of the number who were lo be allowed to escape. During 
his journcy he mace close acquaintance with the terrible sufferings 
endured by convicts on the road and in the wayside prisons, and 
had ample experience of the venelity and intemperance of the 
majority of the officials. The account ends in romantic syle with 
a chase by wolves. In fact, the whole story reads more like fiction

Apart from a new composition for 
violin and orchestra by Mr. Stewart Macpherson, axsistint organist 
of St. Paul's, the only addithn to the repertory this week was an 
organ coucerte in A minor by Signor Enrico Bossi, director of the 
Coonervatoriun ot Bologna Tt was xkillully played by Mer.

THE SEASON 


August has thus far been a favourable month in most respects, 
but July feft ua with a weather problem which amounted, we fear, 
to a dilemma, If there fell the rain required to wash the bops. 
refresh the roots, and revive the meadows, the com harvest would 
be interrupted, while the continued sunshine desirable for cereals 
would cause hops, roota, and pastures todeteriorate, The rains have 
done more good than harm, but « certain amount of complaint is 
inevitable, There are authenticated reports of a good deal of really 
serious injury in the Went of England, Round London harvest is 
in fall swing, and a fine sample of new winter oats was shown at 
Mark Lane as early asthe sth inst, In Essex new rye at a4s. per 
quarter ts already on offer, The garden has been much refreshed 
by the rain, and the Iubours of the gardener lightened. The san- 
loving marigolds, zinnias, and coreopsis are remarkably finc in colour 
this year, and some of the double zinnias are so large and striking 
that it fs difficult to recognise them aa developments of the brilliant 
but vary simple and diminutive flower from Mexico. The rivers are 
gay with white and yellow water-lilies, and every form of river-side 
growth is especially fine this year; the .caves of some of the water- 
docks have attained on extraordinary size. These arc natural 
results of a hot and fine summer wherever the supply of moiature is 
Uberal and steady. The grass crops from water-meadows are cx- 
tremely lush, and plants that grow up out of the water itself, such 
as the bullrush and the chicory, are noticed to be remarkably 
vigorous and tall this year, 

THE CROPS

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Topics of the Gcchk 


The naval battles fought by Admirals Togo and 
A Fer  Kamimura on the roth and r4th of this month 
Rastern will probably rank among the epoch-making 
Trafalgar gea-fights of history. So far as can be seen at 
prescnt it is no exaggeration to reckon them, in 
their tremendous consequances on Welt-Politék, as in no 
way inferior to Lepanto and Trafalgar. There is a certain 
topay-turvydom ia the parallel when one thinks that 
Lepanto saved Europe for a second time from Asiatic 
domination, and that ‘Trafalgar only saved it from 
the enslaving ambition of one of its own most mascu- 
fine sons. To the Japanese the victories of last week 
will probably appeal as a combination of the two, for to 
them Russia is heth Napoleonic and alien, Whatever 
surprises the war may yet have in store, it is probable 
that the wonderful sea-fights we have lately witnessed have 
permanently saved Japan, if not Eastern Asia, from an alien 
and oppressive thraldom. In some respects Togo’s Trafalgar 
was not as completo as Nelson's, He took no prizes, and the 
only large vessel of the enemy destroyed in action fell to the 
gallantry of his colicague in the Korean Straits. Neverthe- 
tess, the effect uf the two battles --which must be counted as 
one--is practically to remove the Russian flag from the waters 
of the Pacific. Five shot-riddled battleships have, it is true, ree 
turned tothe Inferno of Port Arthur harbour, but the remainder 
ofthe squadron is already partly dismantled in neutral ports, 
and the vessels which are repairing are not likely to make 
any practical use of their restoration, There remain the two 
Viadivostok cruisers that escaped. What damage they have 
suffered we do not know; but ever under the diting and 
resourceful command of Admiral Skrydloff it must be 
impossible for them to risk falling into the now unfettered 
hands of Admiral Toyo, Under any circumstances the 
supremacy of the seas is now assured to Japan. If there is 
any prudence left in the Russian Admiralty we may be certain 
that the Baltic Armada will never sail; but if it should try 
tu carry out ita reckless programme, its fate is not difficult to 
foretell, Exhausted and fouled by its long voyage, with no 
port to make for, and, consequently, no opportunity to re- 
cuptrate, manned by scratch crews and prematurely promoted 
iunior officers, it will have to try conclusions with a powerful 
flect enjoying all the advantages it lacks—ships tested in 
battle and cumpletely equipped, and crews composed of 
seasoned veterans flushed with victory, officers of tried 
experience, and commanders of veritable genias. The issue 
of such # struggle needs no second sight to pre- 
dict. The supremacy of the seas being assured to Japan, 
the consequences which follow are vital and decisive, Not 
only is Japan in a position to pour men and supplies into 
Manchuria at her case, while Russia hay to carry them nearly 
10,900 niles on a single track of railway, but, at the same 
time, her security at home is assured. General Kuropatkin’s 
dream of dictating peace at Tokio is now the vainest of 
mnirages, Henceforth Japan can carry on the war with the 
consciousness that in any event her national existence is no 
longer imperiled. How tremendously this will affect the 
land fighting bas yet to be seen, but it is not improbable that 
even there the naval supremacy of Japan may prove the key 
to final victory,

The Lama's absenteeism alike ineffectual to get rid of the 
Latest irittsh Mission, the truant Buddhist Pontiff 
Manmavre has, apparently, decided to try the effect of 
starvation on the Sikhs and Goorkhas.

the native peasants still show entire readiness to sell their 
produce at the camp, the governing authorities at Lhasa 
make pretence that the city is bereft of provisions owing to 
the cessation of supplies from the country, Happily, Colonel 
Younghusband is far too old a stager to accept that excuse, 
He has, too, an easy remedy ready to hand, It being 
certain that food supplies do enter the city in large quantities, 
or the population would very quickly ask the reason why, 
armed parties from the camp stationed on the principal reads 
could operate by interception, as the German legions did 
during the long siege of heroic Paris. [tis possible, no doubt, 
that the suffering thus produced among the hungry inhabi- 
tants might culminate in armed rebellion ; the Dalai Lama has 
his cnemies we may make very sure, and they would not 
lack fuel to fan into flame were famine to prey on the Holy 
City. But there is little likelihood of matters coming to such 
an evil pass as that; Tibetan wisdom may not be very deep 
or broad, but it extends so far, at all events, as recognising 
the folly of kicking against the pricks inatead of giving them 
wide room. Having been mad¢ aware that the British 
soldiers will remain at Lhasa unt Colonel Younghusband’s 
conditions are complied with, the heads of the great Lamaseries 


may be trusted te convince their Pope-King that the time 
has come to pocket his spiritual pride as rather an-encima- 
brance than a help in deating with such irreverent intruders, 
If, on the other hand, he dees pot make sabmission in time 
to admit of our little force getting back to India before 
winter sats in, it will have to convert some of the huge 
monasteries into barracks against the advent of the frosen 
season, 





When the Session of 1904 began, no one 
dreamed that it was possible that Mr. Balfour's 
The Seseles Government would survive to the normal end of 
ef pes the Session, Unionists and Liberals . alike 
assumed that there would be a dissolution, if not 
before Easter, at any rate before Whitsantide, 
But the Unionist Government has survived, and ends 
the Session with a majority, reduced, indeed, but still 
more than double the majority which Lord Rosebery enjoyed 
during the brief period that be was Prime Minister. 
Needless to say, the legislative work of the Session was 
gravely embarrassed by the long contintuing doubt as to the 
survival of the Government, On both sides of the House 
the minds of members were much more occupied with the 
changing phases of the fiscal problem than with the details 
of the legislation proposed by the Government. As a 
necessary consequence very little practical legislation was 
possible. Of all the Bills mentioned in the King’s 
Speech, the only measure of any importance which 
the Government has succeeded in passing, is the Licensing 
Bill, On the whole the Session has admittedly been a 
disappointment to all parties concerned. There has been 
a great deal of strenuous effort upon both sides, leading 
to many prolonged and heated debates, but to no other 
definite result. Unionists and Liberals alike will rejoice 
that the Session of 1904 has come to an end, and both 
will probably look forward more hopefully to the Session of 
1905. 





The Court

He {s out early for his morning walk sad two 
glasses of water, transacts State business after breakfast, and 
generally takes a short stroll before lunch, while the afternoon is 
spent in motor excursions. A few dine with the King at 
the hotel, or else His Majesty dines out with friends. Every effort 
has been made to ensure him as much quiet as possible, the 
Burgomaster issuing appeals to the visitors, His Majesty retaits 
at Marienbad Ul aboot September 2, and on his wiy home he will 
probably visit the German Emperor and Empress at Wilhelmshihe, 
neat Cassa Emperor William comes to England in November, 


The event of the week at Marlenbed was the visit of the 
Emperor of Austria to the King, In order to receive his fellow- 
Sovereign with due honour, King Edward laid ade bis jacqgadse

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Upper Nile Since then this indefatigable public servant bas made 
a prolonged tour in the Upper Nile region, going as fer south as the 
great lakes, and the report is the result of five years’ observations 
onthe Kahr-el-Gharal, When we reflect a moment and recall the 
condition of Egypt twenty years ago and compare that with {ts 
Present state, we cannot deny that the re-settlement of Egypt is one 
of the finest achievements of Englishmen in our Ume. For « long 
tine our administration was hampered by French jealousy, bat 
that cauxe of hindrance hag been removed by the conclusion 
of the Anglo-French Agreement, 

There are now no difficulties in the great work of developing 
the resources of Kgypt, except such as Nature has 
in the woy. It is to overcome these natural and phyzical 


diffcalties that Sir William Garstin has on beet ve 
unaparing energy, The whole proaperity of Egypt depends 
on ‘the Nite, and the control marae river is the object 
of Sir William Gasstin's work. The proposals set forth in 
his report receive the heartiest support ftom Lord Cromer in his 
covering despatch, This dexpatch summarises the new 

posse, and deals with the financial aspect of the problem. et

works which Sir William Garstin suggests should be undertaken 
would entail the expenditure of £F21,400,000, of which 
£E13,000,000 would be apent in the Soudan and the rest in 
Egypt. [iut the proposed expenditure in the Soudan would 
nai only benefit that country. E5,500,000 of the second sum in 
to be apent on works for the Bahr-el-Gebel, and this would be of 
materia} interest to Egypt. Broadly speaking, the whole of 
Sir W. Garstin’s plan in based on the principle of utilising the 
waters of the White Nile for the benofit of Egypt, and those of 
the Blue Nile for the benefit of the Soudan. With regard to..the 
carrying out of the vast undertakings proposed, the writer says — 
“There could, of course, be no question of carrying out such 
a programme in any very short space of time. In fact, even if the 
money were available, it is scarccly possible that these works 
could be executed under n period of ten to fifteen years, under 
the most favourable conditions,” He proposes to employ an addi- 
tional staft in order to study the various projects act forth In his 
report, The cost of this for the first year will be £24,000, and 
this money has already been granted. 

One of the great difficulties to be overcome in dealing with the 
Upper Nile is the fact that a large portion of the discharge of the 
Equatorial Lakes is lost in the great swamps made by sudd, a 
weedy growth, which fa the plague of the river. Some of the 
{luatrations in the Blue Book show how this growth con- 
fines and sometimes blocks the river. Sir William Gerstin is 
not to be dismayed by this formidable, obstacle, and one of 
the most interesting passages in his report ix his to deal with 
it, It ds only beyond Omdarman that the sudd begins to become 
a trouble; still further south the atream is in places completely 
blocked. Sir W. Garatin considers that a channel could be cut 
through the sudd marsh, but it would cust three and a half 
millions, and in all probability the work would have to be done 
all over again in a few ycars He therefore brings forward an 
alternative plan, the boldness of which cannot fail to win admira- 
tion, This scheme involves the cutting of a new wide course for 
the White Nile from Bor to Taufikia—a distance of over 300 miles. 
This would avoid the marsh altogether, and carry the water north- 
wards {nn straight linc, instead of leaving it to follow the preacnt 
tortuous course of the Babr-cl-Gebel. The immense advantage tu 
he realived by avoiding the Great Swamp region altogether is 
well worth the expenditure of the five and half millions, which 
is the estimated cost of the undertaking, Should this scheme, 
which ix the one recommended in preference to any other hy 
both Sir William Garatin and Lord Cromer, prove to he 
impracticable, 1t in proposed to remodel the Bahr-el-Zaraf so as 
to enable it to carry the required discharge. When once it has 
been secured by either of these methods, that the summer discharge 
of the Bahr-cl-Gebel shall reach the White Nile in undiminished 
volume, the work of regulating the Victorla and Albut Lakes, 
at their outlets, xnys Sir W, Garstin, should be proceeded with.

The boon of a “regular” Nile would well repay this expenditure. 
The originator of the scheme estimates that when the whole of his 
Egyptian project is carried ont, 750,000 acres of land Aas 
gouverted from basin into perennial irrigation, 100,000 acres be 
made capable of being irrigated by pumps, 2nd 800,000 edditional 


acres will be brought under cultivation, apd that, at very 
moderate rates, the increased revenue to be derived from 
taxation will be £1,295,000. With mgard to the Soudan, 
Sir William Garstin estimates that when the whole of his echemec 
is completed, 1,000,000 acres in the Gordan will be brought under 
cultivation, and that the direct retern in the shape of tand-tax 
would be JE 900,000 a year. The whole, or at all events the 
greater part, of this money would, af course, be utilised to diminish 
the Egyptian contribation now paid annually to the Soodan 
Government. ‘In fact," says the “the only hope of 
rendering the Soudan ultimately self-supporting Hee In the Judiclons 
opened ay of ba ey on railways and irrigation.” 
Cromer, in hts despatch, lays down a scheme policy for 
Egypt, as far as public works go. The firet thing to be done ia to 
‘ovide the money for converting the lands of Middle Egypt from 
in into nial irrigation, The firat new work to be undertaken 
with this object will be the raising of the Astouandam. This dam, 
which was opencd some two , has proved of so great value 
that it is to be made of more use atill, Tho cost of this work is put 
down at LEso0,000. Next, the two Nite mouths at Rosetta and 
Damictta are to be improved, and some three millions are to be 
spent on railways, With regard to Upper Egypt and the Soudan, 
the completion of the Sunkim-Berber Railway is of first importance. 
It will cost £E1,750,000, and it in expected to be finished by the 
apting of 1906, This work, together with the vast irrigation 
achomes already mentioned, constitute the essentials of prosperity 
to the Soudan, and it isto be hoped that nothing will be allowed 
to Interfere with the carrying out of the project eet forth eo clearly 
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in this interesting report. Lord Cromer concludes his despatch by 
saying that all interested in ‘affairs “owe a deep debt of 
gratitude to Sir William Garstin for the care and the conspicuous 
talent with which he has treated this very important question.” -

The Date M. Baldeck-Ronsseau 


¥ROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT 





By the death of Waldeck-Rousseau, France has host its 
“Dauphin.” In two years M. Loubet’s mandate as President of 
the Republic would have expired, and Waldeck-Rousseau would 
have made his triumphal entry into the Elysée, practically without 

position, If it had been France's privilege to elect him to the 
highest position in the State he would have surrounded the Presi- 
dential chair with the same prestige as he did the Premicrship, Of 
this his countrymen were to convinced that his election was a 
foregone conclusion. 

Yet he did nothing to court popularity, In spite of the fact 
that he was one of the most brilliant orators in France there was no 
one more reticent ar more unapproachable in private life. With the 
cternal cigarette between his lips (he smoked cighty to ninety per 
diew), his han 's in hia trousers pockets (in order not to have to 
shake those of other people, said the legend), he lounged about the 
corridors of the Pataix de Juatice or the lobbies of the Luxembou: 
or the Palais Bourbon. Flis friends, few but tried, loved him, 
followers rexpected him, and his enemies feared him as they did no 
other man in France. On the watis of the corridors of the Salle de Pas 
Perdus, one reads, in large letters, the notice ** Défense da fumer,” 
But no guard or Awissier ever dared to draw the attention of the great 
advocate to the fact that he was committing a breach of the regu- 
Iuiona Next to smoking, his other passions were painting and 
fishing. Every moment that he could spare from his practice as an 
advocate, of from the affairs of State when Minister, was devoted 
to these two arts, His summer holiday he generally spent painting 
amung the fjords of Norway, but if time did not permit of his 
so far afield he used to run down to Holland. In winter he 
his spare (ime painting in Venice. When in Pariv he painted 
plates in water-colour, which he presented to his friends. 

As a speaker Waldeck-Rougseau had not his equal in France. 
Hut he indulged in na oratorical effects, either of voice oc of 
gesture, His force was his pitiless logic, his power of dissecting 
the subject under discussion and of laying nothing but the naked 
truth before his hearers, While atthe Bar he soemed to take a 
delight in defending the most complicated and difficult cases, He 
would handl causes bristling with figures and futl of delicate points 
of law in such a luminous fashion as to make them clear to 
the meancst intelligence. But in all things he was a chivalrous 
oer His worst enomies were forced to respect him. 
If Waldeck-Koussean had lived nothing could have prevented 
him being the next President of the Republic. In him France 
has loat ita greatest statesman since Jules Ferry and Gambetta, 
and the Third Republic {ts most powerful defender and leader.

never concealed, made them the mote certain that this belief was 
correct. If a comparatively small, uncivilised, and weak nation, 
such as is Japan, can bent us uninterruptedly on sea and on land, 
we mast be in a deplorable condition, Our generals and officers 
must be little wiser then savages } our officials must be idiots, or 
worte 3 the corruption which exists must be monstrous; and our 
whole system must be improper. You cannot take away from the 
{acts that we have an enormous army, and thet the Russian 
soldiers and sailors are desperately brave ; if with there advantages 
on our tide we are continually unsuccessful, the blame must rest 
with our leaderat 


“Those are the thoughis which are passing throogh the minds of 
the ordinaty Russian, and it is becoming obvious that the Russia of 
to-day is fast crambling. Out of the ruins should rise the new 
Russia, erected according to modern princt Whether this 
transformation will be accomplished peacefully or violently it is 
impossible to foresee, bat take my word for it that, unless Japan 
unexpectedly collapres, the Russia of twelve months hence will not 
be the Russa of to-day. The last stronghold of medixvalien in 

ia doomed ; the historian can smooth the foolecap on his 
writtng-table, and can dip his pen in the ink, the events he will 
have to record are about to tumble in on each other's heels, I tell 
you this, thet every preparation has already been made by many en 
official to smuggle If out of the country.”

Through one, nearly alx months long, noble lords 
have nothing todo. In the other, lasting n week or ten days, they 
are overwhelmel with work that must be rushed through within a 
period of time, marked sot by days, but by hours. As was sald io 
the article atluded to, the system of dumping lamented in other 
connections {a ruthlessly practised in the House of Lords, Through 
the Session the Conimions, more or legs leisurely, mould legislative 
uchemes, They rarely carry one right on to the end, laying it 
aside after Second Reading or Committee in order tu bring up 
another to the same level of completion. Then jn the last week of 
July, or the fint week in August, they damp Bills down on the 
hapless House of Lords, with peremptory injunction to rush them 
through on pain of postponing Prorogation. 

There were signs of revolt a week ago, when the Lords expected 
to advance a particular mensure to a critical gtage on a Friday 
night, {naisted on carrying over the task till Monday. Mr. Balfour's 
arrangements of the business of the Session contemplated bringing 
about the Prorugation on Saturday last, so o8 to start the holiday 
on the first day of the week, To that end there were all-night 
sittings and a general condition of high pressure incompatible, 
according to urdinary business principles, with perfected work. It 
was calculated that in accordance with the complacency of former 
yeara, the Lords would suspend their Standing Orders so as to 
drive Bills through all their stages ata stride, The Royal Com- 
minion was to mecct on Saturday and the business of the Session 
he comfortably wound up with the end of the week, This wax, 
however, too much even for long-trained patience. The leurs 
Diankly refused to be hurried, with the consequence that the 
Session was carried over into this week, the Prorogatlon being 
accomplished on Monday. 

In the Commons, interest §n the daily proceedings was maintained 
up to the last, the attendance being fairly gourd on both pices. 
Even #0 recently as the last Parliament, there was observed 
Uhe ancient custoni of holding « field-night on the second reading of 
the Appropriation Bill, It was the Inst opportunity provided the 
Opposition for attack on the Government, and they made the 
moat of it, The Leader himself wade elaborate review of the 
history of the Session, attacking Ministers all along the line, The 
Leader of the House replied, and « final trial of strength in the 
Division Lobby wound up the Session. Tho custom has 0 far 
fatien into nheyance that Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman began his 
holiday a week before the Appropriation Bill was brought in. 
Mr. Asquith followed his exrunple at due disiance, and Mr. Bryce 
was left alone among ex-Cabinet Ministers on the Front Bench to 
make believe to give battle. 

In these circumstances it wos not an inspititing affair, and when 
just before haif-past seven Mr, Weir presented himself with intent 
af carrying debate aver the dinner-hour, the Premier ** pounced,” 
The Opposition were, of course, shocked, thia being the first time 
in Parliamentary history that debate on the Appropriation Bill was 
closurod, Doubtless, in the privacy of their heart, they shared the 
wali-faction beaming over the Ministeria) Benches. 

When the history of the Session comes to be written at large, it 
will probably be agreed that the most striking feature in it was itv 
survival into August. There were many prophets who, last Feb:

The seventy-fourth annual meeting of the British Amociation for 
the Advancement! of Science, now running its coprse at Camluidge, 
Lids fair, from all accounts, 10 show a record attendance, ‘lhe 
unique local attractions of the University town, and the installation 
of the Prime Minister, the Right, Hon, A. J. Balfour, as president, 
coupled with the splendid serice of hospitalitiey that have been 
nrranged for the benefit of Frglish and forcign guests, furnish, no 
doubt, excellent reasons for the special interest that ix maniferted in 
the current congress, For the past few years the Association his 
suffered from a paucity of numbers frequenting its gatherings, the 
results of which have been unpleasantly reflected in diminished 
geanta for acientific objects, and a gencral loss of power, consequently 
the officers are to be congratulated on the improved proapects, 

The last occasion on which Cambridge welcomed the members 
of the organisation was in 186a—that is to say, forty-two years ago, 
Hence the present vialt is (ally merited on the acore of a long wait 
fora turn, At that assembly tle presidential chair was uecupied by 
the Rev. Professor Willis, F.R.S,, Jacksonian Professor of Natural 
and Experimental Philosophy, 

While in the interval that has elapsed, new men have arisen 
lo guide the fortunes of the Association, the period has witnessed 
a rich harvest of facts concerning the mechanism ancl wonders 
of the universe. A glance backward along the winding path 
of progress reveals to un epoch-making landmarks. In 1k6a 
geology was in the robes of infancy; and study of the 
signs in the heavens had not yet realised the grand science 
of astro:physica, though Huggins was just beginning to lay 
its foundations, The spirit of evolution was not fully abroad— 
no one had demonstrated the all-powerful influence of micro- 
organisms on haman life. Argon, helium, liquid air, and radium 
were, with their vast train of possibilides, unravelled secrets of 
the laboratory ; and, needless tu say, wireless telegraphy had not 
entered into the speculations of the physicist. 

Mr. Balfour's address conatliuted a luminous survey of past and 
prescnt conceptions of the physical universe, Intricate realms of

harbours our deadly enemy, the turnip beetle, in times. when, for 
want of turnips, the pest would naturally expire, And so on 
through a whole herbarium of flora! malefactors. The one good 
purpose of a weed appears to be the temporary one of warning the 
farmer anent the state of his soil, Thus the wild orchid says; 
«This land is badly drained,” ax plainly as if it was vocal, and 
fields which are rich in the ruddy aud pleasantly aromatic sorrel, 
put up that litte plant to say that they are sadly deficient in lime. 


FORGOTTEN FLOWERS 


In some old gardons carly August sees the blossoming of the 
Peruvian lily, the astreseria of botany. It is a plant of quaint 
habit, with roots which from a central bulb spread underground 
and send up flowers at udd and unexpected parts of the garden. It 
lends itself to wild gardening, therefore, and requires no care. 
The lilies vary in colour, both red and yellow are common, but 
now and again a white and a purple flower will be found, The 
Caroling allypice, botanically calycanthus, bears dusky-coloured 
flowers, which smell of spice and camphor, Gardeners, years 
ago, developed for ux a fine variety, the Glaucus, of which 
the scent was delightful, while the lower wax of a rich purple 
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to its feaves, it hears clusters of delightfully-eceated white 
flowers, and once established —it is capricious in this one reapect 
—it lasts indeGnitely, developing into a stately shrub. Those 
who wish.to it, will find so slow in fulfilling 
orders for an: not ‘in atock” that now ls by no means too 
acon to ask for what should be planted in October. The botanical 
name is vidwrnwm oduratissinum, ‘ts Japanese origin should at 
the present time incrense its popolarity with many, but as « matter of 
fact, although it bas been known in England fur fifty years, fashion 
has recently quite neglected it. 


BATWEKEN BRIGHTLINGSEA AND SHELFORD 


Within an hour's railway journey of London, if there wera any fast 
trains, and with a south-east aspect to the eea, Hes a Jong stretch of 
deeply indented coast which awaits capital to develop it. The 
coast from Lion point to Colne point, south of Brightlingsea, is free 
from the extensive sandflats which lie off the coast from the mouth 
of the Blackwater to that of the Crouch.

There has been nothing more dramatic in 
modern history than the struggle for Port 
Arthur, It focuses all the sensational attri- 
butes of a war which has no parallel among the 
great dramas of history since Hoabdil breathed 
ef ultima sospiro def Moro amid the orange 
groves of Granada, Ina sense—ina very large sense--the 
fate of Port Arthur decides the present war. The frowning 
citadel in the Yellow “ca has been the most conspicuous, the 
most arrogant, and the most defiant badge of alien dominion 
that Eastern Asia has known, It hasbecn a singularly impres- 
sive symbol of the far-reaching and irresistible power of the 
Great White Tsar, casting far and wide the herald-shadow of 
a mastery which only a few mouths ago seemed as irresistible 
asthe decrees of Destiny, The echoes of the fall of Port 
Arthur will resound throughout Asia. Nota bazaar but will 
ting with it; for the meaning of it all may grasp. The 
fluctuating fortune of battle is not easily gauged, but 
there is no mistaking the loss of a walled city and the 
hauling down of a national flag, So that, however the 
war May end, the fall of the great fortress yill never be 
forgotten, and the memory of it will survive every other 
incident of the Far Exstern struggle as the exposure of 
huge fable, the incontrovertible demonstration of the human 
limitations of a power which had been judged well-nigh 
miraculous, Nor will this view be in the slightest degree 
softened by the gallantry of the garrison and its devoted 
commander, On the contrary, the more stubbornly they fight 
the clearer they render the significance of their failure and the 
more they magnify the achievement of their conquerors, But 
it is not only the fate of Port Arthur that is so dramatic, 
Everything about the struggle itself is calculated to fire the 
imavination, From the time that the Japanese drew round 
the fortress their circle of fire and steel only muffled echoes 
of the Titanic combat have reached the outer world. People 
do not sit by and watch it through the eye of the newspaper 
correspondent as they watched the agony of hesieged Paris, or 
the daily onslaught on Osman’s trenches at Plevna. Even the 
official despatch is silent except at rare intervals, when it fur- 
tively raises a corner of the curtain only to drop it again the next 
moment, The booming of cannon across the seas ; the wild 
and almoat incoherent stories of fugitives brought in junks to 
Chifu; now and again the tell-tale sortic of hard-pressed 
ships of war. these are the only glimpses we get of this life- 
and-death combat, which may well be colossal, for it is big 
with the fate of half a continent.

When such leamed agricultural pundits as Lord 
Agricuttural Onslow, Lord Londonderry, Lord Crewe, Sir 
Uaproves George Wombwell, and others tell farmers that 
Weat better times have begun, even the most pessimistic 
must feel encouraged. Better crops and better 
pnces’; in that brief sentence lies the difference between the 
immediate present and the immediate past. There are, no 
doubt, some farmers who will despondently shake their 
heads on hearing themselves bidden to rejoice at the 
failure of this crop or of that, But even the most unlucky 
cannot dispute that higher prices for his produce will bring 
back most of the loss consequent on climatic vagaries, 
Taking itas a whole, 1904 has been very friendly to British 
farming, and it will largely depend on those engaged in the 
industry whether this stroke of good fortune continues, 
Heretofore their chief fault has been too much of a 
disposition to udhere to ancient methads and Practices, 
forgetting how fast the world has been spinning round 
during recent years, Happily, the more enlightened have 
learned to appreciate the imperative necessity for breaking 
away from obsolete traditions, such as the superiority of 
individualism to collectivism in agricultural production and 
distribution. That wholesome change of mind will, in due 
course, permeate the less enlightened agriculturists, as has 
ulready happened to a considerable extent in the Sister 
Isle. Co-operation ; there lies half the secret of success in 
what is still the greatest of British industries. By adopting 
it in thoroughgoing fashion, the farmer secures cheaper 
transport for his produce, better market prices, some lessening 
of working expenses, and the use of hired machinery until 
he has saved sufficient to pay its price. 





One of the most interesting of the suggestions

APhysical the British Association was a scheme for a 
Ceneus physical census of the inhabitants of the United 
Kingdom, Such a census would place on 

record the principal measurements of men, 

women and children at different ages, and an at- 
tempt would probably also be made to record physical 


defects, such as short-sightedness. The utility of these 
records for the purposes of ison is obvious. Their 
existence would at once icaiatd etn baeige ted 
the alleged physical degeneracy of the race. Th 
difficulty Is Lt in the present state of public opinion, the 
searching inquiries necessary to make the proposed census 
accurate, would prohably be resented by the large majority 
of the population, People do not like to be asked by strangers 
whether they are short-sighted, and still lees to be asked 
whether they are mentally deficlent. As for the measure- 
ments they could only be obtained by the employment of 
an expert and, therefore, costly staff, and, however tactful 
the members of the staff might be, they would certainly 
meet with a good many rebuffs from people who objected 
to having their forearms measured with a tape or their 
skull spanned by a pair of calipers. The idea of a general 
physical census must therefore be laid aside for the present, 
however attractive it may be to the social scientist, 
Somewhat the sume end could, however, be attained by a 
physical census confined to school children, The majority 
of children would be just as pleased to be carefully 
Measured, as their elders would be annoyed, and there is 
nothing, except the expense, to prevent the annual measur- 
ing of all the million or more children in public or private 
schools. The data obtained from these measurements 
would be far more accurate than those obtainable from a 
general census, and, consequently, they would be more really 
valuable, After all, if the children show no sign of deteriora- 
tion we may safely assume that there is litle to complain 
of in the adults, 
The peace negotiations at Lhasa do not, it must 
be confessed, make quick progress. But that 
Tibetan was only to be anticipated, bearing in mind the 
Dilatortaess slow ways of these mountain people and, even 
more, the cross-currents which are in operation. 
Being a circumspect person, and shrewd withal, 
as Tibetan shrewdness goes, the Dalai Lama fled from his 
sacred capital, not through poltroonery, but in order to saddle 
the subordinate membera of his Government with all the 
reaponsibility and all the blame for executing a treaty with 
the foreign intruders, Something similar has happened before 
now in England ; political history tells of Cabinets “ riding 
for a fall,” as the best way of escaping from awkward positions. 
Again, it ie not altogether unknown in this Constitutional 
country for the Opposition, when so invited to accept office, 
to tum away from the temptation Yor fear of finding itself 
saddled with a judgment. That, no doubt, is the current 
feeling among the high Lamas who are acting as inter: 
mediaries between their fugitive Pontiff and Colonel 
Younghusband. Personally, they would be right glad to 
quicken the departure of the British Mission, and would not 
hesitate about terms, however onerous—on Paper. But they 
do not desire to bear the blame for that national humiliation 
on the return of the Dalai Lama to Lhasa, and so they seek 
safety for themselves in endless procrastination. In fine, 
there is # good deal of human nature in Tibetan monks, 
and these officials are hardly blameworthy for secking to 
escape from the trap laid for them by their absent lord and 
master, Their strongest card in the dangerous game they 
are playing is his ardent desire to get back to his comfortable 
palace before the rigours of winter sct in. When he is made 
to understand that the impious Britons, Sikhs, and Goorkhas 
will convert some lamasery into barracks if forced to winter 
at Lhasa, he may recognise the expediency of coming to 
terms with the greatest possible despatch.

advantage to the State, their employer and paymaster. Its 
acquisition as a portion of their professional training showid 
therefore be made compulsory, and every opportunity should 
be seized to practise thetn in the art,

Venus and Chloe, the new arrivals, are yet in their infancy 
Venus, who hails from the River Ogoue, in the Gabun country, ts 
believed to be about five years oll; Chloe, captured at Setie 
Camma, some considerable distance further south, is apparently 
between two and three years of age, Though generally regarded as 
fierce and untameable, the contrary will prulably prove to le the 
vase in the Londen Ganlens, where “homely comfuris” are now 
the aim of the powers that be,

aresonaior in the shape of a hoge inlatabla bag, which, leading 
from the larynx, cxtetids round ihe neck, over the Lreoet, atl 
under the ariny ite.

Though St is quite Impossible to arrive at the truth in the midst 
of innumeralde rumours, we know enough to be sure that the ste 
of affairs ot Port Arthur has reached a critical stage, Indeed, the 
Japanese lave drawn in near enough to sumimun (ieneral 
Stoeasel to surrender, giving him twenty-four hours for reply. “That 
reply waa, of course, the unly one which a gallant general contd give 
in the citcumslances—namely, an unqualified refusal te surreniter, 
All accounts agree in stating that the Japanese lave Jost very 
heavily in the attacks upon the stronghold, which is, it would ecm, 
giving them moro trouble than they expected to have, A glimee at 
the bird's-eye view of the fortrens given in our aupplenent will help 
us to understand the position of affairs, On the eastern side of 
Port Arthur, the important positivns, Takushan and Sinokisban, 
have been captured ly the Japanese, Hehine these furtsiy a tontitiest 
line of hills which inust be cascied if Port Anhur is to be taken 
from this side, Alreaily there are rumours of positions on Golden 
Hill being tnken, but these repor(s ace scarcely trustworthy.

The question of the automobile ‘ scorcher ” 1a the order of the day 
in Paris just now. The newspapers contain columas af cummunica- 
tions and suggestions, but 90 he no practical result has been obtained. 
The idea of giving the police further powers rouses the ire of all 
automobiliats, The peculiarity of the policeman in every country is 
that he always imagines that he has a sort of stop-watch brain and 
that his judgment on the question of speed is infallible. He alo 
considers that by being asked to control the “ scorcher,” the motorist 
of every cat is his encmy, and he proceeds to lay traps for him 
with the ruse of a Red Indian. He actually, by carefully concealing 
his presence on stretches of raad favourable for high speed, tries to 
lure the chamffewr into a breach of the regulations, 





One step in the right direction was the fixing of larger numbers 
on automobiles, so that offenders who save themselves by flight 
might be identified. Unfortunately, however, if the ‘scorcher” 
deairea to neutralise this, he has only to rub the board with oil, and 
five minutes after ho starts on his wild career the number is 
invialble under a tiple Inyer of dust, and all control is a delusion 
and a snare, An apparatus was recently brought out which was 
to be affixed to the axle of the autumobile, and turned a disk of 
various colours fixed to the back of the machine. Up to twenty 
kilometres an hour this was white, above that speed at under 
thirty it was blue, at forty it tarned red, ond at fifty it became an 
ominous black. This was effected by the centrifugal force from the 
revolving axle driving out little weights to the circumference of 
& little brass drum affixed to it. When these touched the circum: 
ference they established an electric circuit, and the disk changed 
colour, These weights were on the end of springs of various degrees 
of strength, so that ax the speed increased they touched the circum- 
ference of the drum one after the other. Unfortunately, the invention 
did not find favour in the eyes of untomobilists. In the firat place, 
fi was expensive, costing, I believe, something like fifteen or 
twenty pounds, Then it was a somewhat delicate apparatus, and 
chanfanrs declared it might get out of order and register a aspect 
above what was really bees driven. The real truth is that every 
automobilist ia at heart a ‘¢acorcher.” He may not, as a rule, 
drive at an excessive pace, but he hugs the idea that, ifthe road is 
clear, and there is not danger to the public, he will do his hundred 
kitométres an hour, He therefore strongly objects to any nelf- 
registering machinery being imposed on him, and resise the 
Application of such apparatus aa above described.

NOVELTIES AT QUEEN'S HALL 


Although the great symphonies and other favourite ftems of the 
orchestral repertory are by no imcansy neglected, and, in fact, now 
that the permanent orchestra have settled down to their work, are 
being accorded very fine performances, yet Mr. Henry Wood is 
every week introducing at Qucen’s Hall three or four conipositions 
cither entirely new to London, or at any rate unfam liar to his 
vudiences. Thid week it is the turn of Herr Volbach, ay represented 
hy his orchestral piece xuygested by the popular play .4¢¢ 
Aleidelbery, and of Mr Charles Macpherson, the Edinburgh 
tousician who has for the past nine years Leen assistant organiat 
at St. Paul's, amd whose orchestral suite, entitled Zfadlorwe'ern, is 
promised for to-night. 

Perhaps the most interesting of the unfamiliar compositions—for 
one reanon, because it is based on Russian national tunes—-was the 
orcheattal piece, in which in the last act of his opera, Afascppa, 
Techaikowsky sought to illusteate Ue Lattle of Poltava, The opera 
was presented in Kuasian dn the provinces some years ago by a 
troupe from Morcow, whose visit, however, ended before Afasppa 
couhl be given in London, ao that the excerpt was quite a novelty 
tu Queen’» Hall pudienecs. kt is rather a noisy example of 
orchestration, as might indeed be expected from a battlepiece, but 
H eftectively employs a Greek Church theme, which Tachalkowsky 
again utilised in the 1812" overture, a Russian folk-song known 
ats Glory,” ant a march which is said to date back to the time 
of Peter the Great-—that ig to say, the period of the drama,

A» 
long as this is upright the apparatus is out of gene and does not 
work, When, however, 4 pastenger entem the cab the driver 
ptshes down the flag, and this action automatically juts the axle of

Major-General Hugh Shaw, V.C., was born on February 4, 
1839, and was educated at Sandhurst, whence he entered the 
Bh Foot (now the Royal [rsh Regiment) as an ensign on 
May 10, 1855. He served in the Crimen subsequently from 
December, 18§§, until the conclusion of the war in the following 
year, He took part in the war in New Zealand in 1864-6, and 
was present in the engagements at Nukumaru, for which he 
obtained mention jn despatches, and was aleo awarded the Victoria 
Crons for his gallant conduct at the skirmish near Nukamaru, 
in New Zealand, on January 24, 1865, in proceeding under a heavy 
fire, with four privates of the regiment who volunteered to 
accompany him, to within thirty yards of the bush occupied by the 
rebels, in order to carry off a comrade who was badly wounded ; 
and for another gallant deed on the sane day, when he went, under 
aheavy fire, to the rescue of a wounded soldier, Our portrait is by 
A. Nicholls, Sandown, 1.W. 

Inspector-General Dugald Macl-wan, M.D, R.N., entered the 
Royal Navy as surgeon in 1847, hecaine staff surgeon in April, 1556, 
flvet surgeon in 1875, Deputy Inspector-General of Hoapitals and 
Flectain January, 1882, and Inspector-General in January, 1887, He 
server! in China, the Kast Indies and Jlurma, in the Baltic through: 
out the Russian war, and was present at the bombardment. of 
Sweaborg and Hango, in South America. He was honorary 
physician ta the King and to the late Queen Victoria. 


Mekemed Murad was the eldest son of the Sultan Abdul Medjid, 
and older brother of the present Sultan. He was born at Cou 
stantinople on September 22, 1840, and early became the hope of the 
Young Turkish party, for he was intelligent, advanced in hix views, 
and a strong advocate of refurm, In 1869, when Abdul Air visited 
Paris and London, he took the Prince Murad with him, chiefly 
because he was afraid to lenve hin alone in Constantinople. On 
the deposition of Abdul Aziz by the Palace conspiracy of May, 
1876, Murnd was proclaimed Khalif, Under the guidance of Midhat 
Pasha he set te work, and wu Constitution was drafted. This 
Charter of Turkish Liberties was of the most aweeping kind, but 
the Sultan was not destined (a see his great plan in operation. 
The Old Turkinh party threatened revolt. the Sofias openly 
protested against the eyuality of Meohammedane and ien- 
Mohammedans, Ministers were amiaulted and (wo were murdered, 
Foreign affairs also became complicated, and Servia declared war. 
Dissatisfaction agnin became general, and on August 25—-after 
a reign of leat than (hree monthe—Murad was dethroned, and 
nis brother Abdul Hamid, the preset Sultan, set in his place, 
Madness was assigned ax the reason for the depasition of Murad. 
For twenty-eight years he way kept immured in a kiosk deep in the 
park uf Yildiz, aud the most stringent precautions were taken to 
prevent any stranger approaching of even looking at the house. At 
one time he wax allowed to walk about the «mall garden attached 
to the kiosk, fmt fifteen years ago this privilege wax withdrawn, 
and since then, it is said, the unbappy Prince never saw any other 
faces than those of tradji-Hassan Pasha, his Gtoler, and a couple 
of evnuchs, 

Bishop Ridding was born at Winchester on March 16, 1828, 
and was educated at Winchester College, of which foundation his 
father was a Fellow, and at Balliol College, Oxford, where he had a 
ttishinguished carcer, In 1861-2 Mr, Ridding was Junior Proctor of the 
University, and in 1864 he returned ta Winchester aa second master 
under Dr, Moberly, afterwards Bishop of Salixbury, whose son.n- 
law he was, He filled the altice of second master at Winchester till 
IOS, when, upon (he appointment af Dr. Maberly to the Bishopric of 
Salishury, he was elected his successor, the following year receiving 
Irom his University the degree of D.D, His administration of 
Winchester College during the sixteen years that he was head 
Inaster wis inarked hy that sound judgment and capacity far 
organisation which were so conspicnous in him as fit Bishop of 
Southwell, and hix departure from Winchester was a source of con. 
sideralle regret to all concerned with the college. He was 
selected as first, Rishop of Southwell on the creation of the sev in 
1884, ant noverned it for over twenty years with judgment and 
iact.

them as sinners, and are glaring at them, There is a subtle, 
though not very new, idea here which might have been developed, 
but Mr. Jones contents himself with letting his showman terrorise both 
Sir John and Lady Kellond, who each have a harmless escapade to 
conceal, with the sole object of obtaining satisfactory terms for a 
big commemoration show in the former's park, Mounteagle 
knows nothing, but he is astute enough to know that there is some- 
thing to know, and this knowledge he uses for all it is worth.

Miss Violet 
Vanbrugh, as Lady Anne Kellond, strikes rather too tragic a nole 
for a fantastic comedy, bat Miss Nancy Price, as her hypocritical 
friend, Inadmirable, Mr, Sydney Valentine, axa Poritan waxwork 
exhibitor, gives. a clever character study, Miss Ethelwyn Arthur- 
Jones and Mr. Walter Pearce struggle with some scenes of juvenile 
wowing, while Mr. O. KB. Clarence gives a clever sketch of an old 
nrintacrat, Mr. Rourchier’s performance in altogether admirable, 
full of light and shade and zest.

however, require avery close examination of the 
problem to see that any suggestions in this direction are likely 
to meet from both combatants with a very unceremonious 
reception, No Great Power yields on a question vital to its 
dignity because it has been beaten in one campaign. 
Lord Beaconsfield, on a memorable occasion, told the world 
that when Great Britain entered upon a war that concemed 
her liberty, her independence, or her Empire, she would not 
have “to inquire whether she can enter into a second or 
third campaign,” and he added, “In a righteous cause, 
England will commence a fight that will not end until 
right ts) done.” All causes are righteous for which 
nations are ready to pour out their blood, and what 
Lord Beaconsfield said in 1876 with a view to a possible 
war with Ruasta, Russin hersalf may well say to-day = 
and with fifty times more reason -when she ,is asked to 
capitulate to Japan, It is possible that the hloody enter- 
prise in which she is engaged is a forlorn hope, but nothing 
but exhaustion will convince her of this, or, in fike circum- 
stances, would convince any other Great Power. To make 
peace naw woulll he to conless herself beaten by the Yellow 
Man. This would) enormously diminish ber prestige 
Ubroughout the world; but the material results of such 
a capitulation would be not fess divastrous. Her position 
a> oa oygreal Asiatic Power, her claim to the hegemony 
and even the pranacy in Asia would be gone for ever. 
The awe ino which the Great While Tsar is held by 
comntless peoples and tribes from the Epean to the Sea of 
Okhotsk wold be for ever shattered, and the dream in 
which the new school of Russian patriots has been brought 
up, of an Asia forming one vist feudatory of Russia, would 
Iw finally exploded ‘hese are not things which any 
nation relinquishes cavily. Tf fifty years ago Russia 
consented to be stupped in’ her aggressive progress 
westward, she could do sa without loss of dignity, for 
she gave way to a European coalition. There is no 
such resemblance between the Crimean and the present 
war which renders it possible for Russia to consider 
the precedent of 1836. Moreover, the terms that Japan 
wonld require, and which her national security mast render 
indispensable, would for ever stand as a memorial of the 
humiliation of Russia in the Far Fast, Thrown back beyond 
the Aimur, and expelled froin the Sea of Japan, the dreary 
wastes to which she would be confined would be to her an 
intolerable: Qmondny, For our part we believe that in the 
end she will have to accommodate herself to this disagreeable 
situation ; but the end is not yet. Another and perhaps yet 
another campaign will have to be fought before Russia will 
he disposed even to fsten to counsels of peace, and, however 
wild this may seem to those of uy who “have no hazard in 
this pame,” it is, after all, the course we should ourselves 
pursue were we in the same predicament.

On the otber hand, it counts for something that the Dalai 
Lama’s flight) into the northern wilderness, under the 
guidance of the Russianived Buriat, Dorjieff, has brought 
hin into popular edi as a cowardly runaway. The 
unfortunate thing is that only one method exists by 
which he can be deposed. Supposed to be a re-incamation 
of the Deity, every Dalai Lama represents, so long as he 
remains alive, a Divine dynasty, and there cannot be another 
reincarnation until he is dead. But it would be quite open 
for the great lamaseries to appoint sone strong man to wield 
the secular authority of the holy absentee until he returns, 
and that arrangement would suit us just as well as his formal 
deposition from the sacred throne. 


From the standpoint of testing our military 
machinery in a thoroughly practical fashion, it 
would not be easy to improve on the campaign 
now on hand in the Eastern Counties. Its main 
object is not, as in the case of the usual military 
manccuvres, solely to educate the troops and their 
commanders in tactics ar strategy, but also to ascertain 
how far we have progressed in transport and equipment 
for foreign service. The central idea of the landing 
in Essex is that it is hostile terriory, whose inhabitants 
will patriotically do all in their power to make things 
uncomfortable for the intruders. The expeditionary force 
consequently has to be entirely dependent on itself and its 
base for all the essentials of mobility, Supplies and transport 
will be, theoretically, “ requisitioned” as required, and every 
endeavour is to be made to carry out the operations precisely 
as if in an enemy’s country. Of course, there must be a 
considerable measure of make-believe in all of these pro- 
ceedings ; the wits of man are not equal to giving actuality 
to hollow shams in mimic warfare. Hut it can scarcely be 
questioned that a large amount of valuable knowledge will be 
gained as to what would be our weakness and what our 
strength were we suddenly called upon to effect a landing in 
force on hostile territory from the seaboard. It is to be 
hoped, however, that in a real campnign, a stampede of 
frightened horses would not usher in the embarkation, as 
during the present mancwuvres.

Tt ix very pleasant to learn that the new theatre which is to he 
built for Mr. Seymour Hicks is to be of moderate dimensions, 
Tt always strikes me that a small theatre is so much more 
confortable than a large one. Two of the most comfortable 
theatres I ever was in were the old Strand, under the 
Swanboroughs, and the old Prince of Wales's, under the Bancroft 
management. Though doubtless the excellence of the entertain. 
ment at both these houses—which, in theie different lines, was of 
the very best—had a good deal to do with the charm of these two 
little thentres, that was not all. You could hear distinctly and 
observe accurately the facial play of the actors wherever you might 
happen to be sitting, Ifyou happened to be in the stalls, it was 
nearly as good as being in a private drawing-room, and you could 
thoroughly enjoy the briliant burlesque and the exquisitely 
finished comedy furnished respectively at the two houses, Perhaps 
my being very short-sighted has something to do wilh my views on 
this matter. In a small theatre ny cyeglins is all-sufficient, but 
ina large playhouse I always seem to require a big telescope. A 
large theatre seems to be better adapted for gigantic batleta, 
gorgeous spectacle, and elaborate scenic display. 


What a terribly iconoclastic age this ist The leading idea of the 
Present day appears to be to pull ctown all houses, deatroy every: 
thing, Iny waste all places that have been honoured by antiquity and 
association, and then look round and see what else can be demolished, 
We rend recently that they are endeavouring to move the ancient 
Market Cross at Scarborough to some new site, and that they have 
changed the time-honoured street-names of Blackfrlaragate, The 
Common, and Merchants’ Row, to Queen Street, Victoria Road, 
and Eastborough. Now why are people allowed to do these allly 
things? Ft ia just what they are doing in London and elsewhere, 
‘There appears to bo a perfect mania for destruction, and secular 
buildings eeem to have as gond a chance of suffering from ignorant 
busybodies as our churches had many years ago at the hands of 
the sacrilegious soldiery of a sanctimonious regicide. It strikex me 
it would be so much less trouble to let things alone. 


The other day I was reading « thrilling story, and I was informed 
that the hero ‘turned on his heel and walked away.”

squalls. Royal salutek greeted ber arrivnl in Sheerness Harbour, 
the warships were Leflagged, and the Coumatder-in-Chief al the 
Nore and the Commandant of the Thames Station received 
His Majesty ax he stepped ashore. wearing Adiniral!'s uniform. 





Meanwhile the Queen and Princess Victoria had already arrived 
at Buckingham Palace tu meet the King. They concladed their 
visit io the Duke and Duchess of Fife at Mar Laxipe, Deeside, on 
the previous day, and afler stopping al Aberyeldie Cathe to see the 
Prince of Wales and his children, teavelled straight uway to 
town, only stopping at Aberdeen for dinner, and arrived at 
Euston early on Saturday moraing. Nuncof the Koya! party were 
tired by their night journeys, for the King and Queen, with Prin- 
cess Victoria, were at the Garrick Theatre on Saturday evenliy, 
while jweviously Queen Alexandra had entertained at Luachean the 
Comtesse de Paris with her two younger daughters. On Suntlay 
their Majesties and Princess Victoria attended Service in the private 
chapel, and during the day the et gave several audiences, the 
most important being those to Lord Curzon on his return to Indin, 
and Sir Francis Rertie on his appointment as British Ambassador 
at Rome. His Majesty left town azain on Monday to stay with 
Lord and Lady Savile at Rufford Abbey, for the Doncaster Mect- 
ing. The King would visit the races ench day, and would leave for 
Scotland last (Friday) night. [le will spend rbout a month at 
Balmoral, The Queen and Princesa Victoria have also left 
Buckingham Palace on their visit to King Christian of Denmark, 
crossing in the Victoria and Albert. 


The Princess of Wales bas joined the Prince and family at 
Abergeldie Castle on her return from Germany. With their two 
elder sons, the Prince and Princess attended Service at Crathic 
Church on Sunday, They also will be in the Highlands about a 
month, as the Prince will be shooting with the King and the Duke 
of Fife on Deeaide. 


A Royal union of no ordinary impottance hag just been settled — 
the marriage of the Crown Prince of Germany to the Grand 
Duchess Cecilie of Mecklenburg-Schwerin. The present German 
Eenpire haa never seen the marriage of an heir-apparent, nor has 
even the Kingdom of Prussia for long year. Both the late 
Emperor Frederick and the present Kaiaer were only heirs pre- 
sumptive at the time of their wedding. Kumour has found many 
brides for the Crown Prince, but his cheice has now really been 
made in the young sister of the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg: 
Sehwerin, and the betrothal was formally announced by the 
Emperor at a dinner given to the Schleswig-Holstein authorities at 
Altona. It had been noticed that a few days carlier Emperor 
William paid special honours to the newly married Grand Duchess 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin at a review, asking her to ride with him at

The bridegroom-elct 
hos spent part of this suminer al Schwerin, and hax now gone lo 
stay with the Grand Ducal Family in the country, Crown Prince 
Frederick Wiltiamn, the eldest of the Emperor and Enypress's six suns, 
ix a little over twenty-two years af age, and fram his earticut yeura 
has been strongly impressed with the responsibitities of his pauition. 
His early education wan at hume till he went with his next brother, 
Prince Eitel Frederick, 10 the Cadet College at Ploa, while a course 
of study at Ronn University and a thorough military training: have 
kept him close at work, Nevertheless the Prince has travelled 
extensively, going one year to the East with bis brother, whilst 
he has paid various State visits to foreign Courts and is no stranger 
te London.

It is curtous how often the artist is esteemed for ane style 
of art when he thinks that he excels in quite another. Gains. 
borough ssid: ‘(Tam a landscape man, and people will come 
tw me for portraits.” Similarly, M. Fantin- Latour, who has 
just died at the age of alxty-eight, courted fame in three 
lines. Ax a portrait-painter he certainly excelled, and bis 
portrait<groups, including famous artists in painting, music, 
and Uterature—as in “ Autour du Pisno"—are rightly 


famous, though hiy ainall full-face likeness of himself is 
perhaps his masterpiece in clara of sentiment. There is 
another to which I will presently allude, As n painter 
of “inusleal pictures ’—~roimantic figures aupposed to re- 
present “ Tannhhuser,” ‘The Damnation of Faust,” &c., 
and as the author of a series of Hthographa of a tike charac- 
ter, he produced poetical things, but nevertheless they 
were wanting in that kind of vigour which conveys the 
thought of the creator to the beholder. His works of that 
category have been called ‘« Watts and Water.” 





But it is as a flower-painter that he reached his higher 
level, and gained, in England at feast, hia highest reputa- 


tion, As a distinguished artist writes to me with much 
truth, atjany rate as to the faxt words 1 ‘¢T fiave for many 
years been a worshipper of his fower-pajatings, but [have 
found difficulty in thinking well of his ¢xcursions into 
mythological ideals, nearly ax much iu respect of his 
portraits, His work in flower. ainting surpassed, I think, 
all that has been done by othera of any period or school, 
for his treatment had in it a mystery of colour and 
magic of general cfiect that mmy never be equalled 
in future.” Yet Fanthi-Latour tired of fluwer-paluting, 
and latterly always said that his fast flower picture 
would be his Jast. The other inamterpiece of portraiture 
is hie dual portrait of “Mr. and Afr, Edwin Edwards,”

Marguerite, Ihe Englinh versinn of La Moniansier, with which

Marie Antomettc, who was 
ying of dullness and eae’ in ber golden eye, could see it from 
her windows. St was, therefore, pot surprising that one evening 
the Queen paid a secret visit to the theatre. This war followed by 
olhers, nnd a few weeks Inter the Due de Durok, the Maréchal of 
the Court, learned with borror that the Queen and the actress were 
warm friends. Nothing that he or the King could do could change 
matters. Maric Antoinette found such pleasure in frequenting the 
right, witty actress that she refumed to break olf the friendship.

She understoal the art of keeping well in with all political 
parties, In her sa/en inct Robespierre and the Duc de s 
Hibert and Danton, the Pere Duc and Prince Philippe’ Egalité 
(Orléans. But she did not nbandon her ambitions, and purchased 
on the Place de Louvois a plot of ground on which she 
to erect the greatest theatre in the wotld, She was rolling in 
money, and threw away gold by the handful. Bat by the time 
her theatre was nearly completed the Revolution had taken 
a torn that dict mot make for the prosperity of theatres. The 
Reign of Terror was beginning to throw its shadow over every- 
thing, The Montansier began to fear not only for her theatre, 
but for her Jife, and this in spite of the fact that she had friends in 
each camp, Probably for this reason abe became an object of 
suxpicion to the Committee of Public Safety. She aaw that ahe 
must act.with promptitude if she wanted ta wave her head from the 
guillotine, One morning she assembled her whole company, 
actors, actrossex, musicians, stpers, and scene-shifters, ordered 
them to put on the costunics of their leading parts, served out em 
to them, and, seizing a French flag, she put herectf at their id 
and marched them to the hall where the National Assembly was 
sitting. Elere she forced her entrance and declared to the members 
that in fulfilment of her duly as a patriot, she had transformed 
her tronyx: into a military company, and asked permission to lead 
them ayainai the enemy. Afler the Assembly had recovered from 
its astonishment, on the proposal of the President, Héroult de 
Sechelles, the conrugease exteycune wos voted a mention Avnvrabds in 
the minutes of the [fouse, 

The Montansier had triumphed, The following day her “army,” 
eighty-five xtrong, Neuville, ss captain, leading the way on horse- 
Wack, marched ont of Parik umid the delirious enthusiasm of the 
population te join the army of General Dumouriez. The route lay 
over Chalons and Rheims to Relgium, At all the places it 
passe] through the troupe caused great excitement. In each 
af the towns at which they stopped they gave, mostly in 
the open air, performances of pieces in their rdfertotre. An 
soon as the perforuance was over they changed their costumes, 
packed away their wigs and rouge-pats, and, anid trumpet and 
drumming, resumed their march, A more extraordinary fournde 
was never seen. But the most remarkable thing was that these 
cumedians, when the ‘real thing” bepan, fought Hke vetcrans, 
The comedian Dufresse was promoted to the rank of officer on the 
field of battle. Delyemme, the first vialin, was severely wounded, 
while Seveste, the dancer, was mentioned for hig hravery in the 
order of the day. After the defeat of all the Allies at Jemappes, the 
Montansier returned to Patis, Here she reopened her za/on, which 
was more frequented than ever by the lenders of the Republican 
party, ineluding a rising young soldier, General Bonaparte. It is 
sail that Barras tried to get Napoleon to fall in love with the 
Montansier, who, in spite of her sixty years, way still a fascinating 
woman, Hut the future ruler of France proved proof against her 
wiles, though they became gol friends, It is certain that her 
political influence did much to advance the meteoric carecr of

THE SEASON 


The antomn arrived with the first guns in the September stubbtes, 
and the feeling on the year is that of 2 month later than that 
revealed by the calendar. This is but a natural sequel of the fine 
summer even as is the scarcity of good mushrooms. Even the best 
of the funguscs speak of a bad year for the higher forms of 
vegetable life. The new barley is of beautifal quality, we notice, 
and a saver sign of a genial season cannot be found, barley being 
exigeant not only of ennshine such as satlefics the robust wheat, but 
of fairly frequent light showers freshening up the growth. The 
garden ahows a wealth of flowers still. The rains since the agth ult. 
have revived the fe of many shrubs, and the kitchen garden has 
greatly benefited. The forest shows the birch leaves turning yellow 
very early, Leas regular are the limes; but these too are often 
putting on an October colour on the summer side of Michaelmas, 
Oaks, elms, and beeches are atill in full summer foliage, and the 
holm oak, which docs not renew its loaves till June, is now in 
glossy beauty, The chrysanthemums are beginning to show ; their 
earlier varieties and the asterosasa generally are coming into early 
flower. A fine crimson variety, the Acdinacas, in now in fall

A MGIHNER'S SAURIFIOE TO BUDDHA FOR THE BAFETY OF HER AONS AT THE FRONT 
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Back from the Antarctic 


After an absence of three years, the Antarctic Research Expedition 
has reached home, having more than fulfilled the high expectations 
which were raleed by Ith despatch, and proved itself, in the words 
of Sir Clements Markham, ‘the best conducted and most successful 
expedition that hos ever entercd into Volar regions, Arctic or 
Antareuic.” The twa primary ebjects of the Expedition were 
magnetic work and geographical discovery, Continuous magnetic 
olgervations were liken in’ the eighbourhood of the South 
Magnetic Vole, but the deta enbotlying the results will, 
of comme, Cake along tive to work out, The chief additions 
to our knowledge af Antarctic geography made by Captain 
Seow and his gallant crew have, however, alzeady b:eu unde 
public. Wilkes Land, which is marked so prominently on 
all naps af the Seath Polar regions, was found to be non 
enistent, the Discovery sailing aver the very spot where it 
had been charted. ‘Che great ice barrier proved to Le afloat 
att pushing ilk way nerthwards at the rite of quarter of a mile 
a yent, and a vast continent, with ranges of high mountains, wax 
shawn to exist under the ice-cap of South Victoria Land. Mounts 
Erebus and ‘Verror, uvar which the Discuvery wintered, were 
discovered to Le onan tsland, and not on the Antarctic mainland, as 
hnd hitherto been believed, while the land at the east end of the ice 
Dartier was tuund to be distinct from South Victoria Land, and has 
beeu vamed by Captain Scott King Edward VIL Lan 

The most important sledge journey was that which Captain Scott 
Undertook dunag the tint season, when be made his now historic 
dash tor the Suuth Pole, In November, 1902, he started with 
Lieutenant Shackleton aud Dr, Wilken, accompanied by eighteen 
ops. At Gest all went well, but after a fortnight (he dogs got 
wevker and weaker, and a long tract of snow had to be crosvedt 
wiieli occupied thent for thirty days, the stedges being brought uy 
iurelays  Vractically the dogs becanie useless, and the explorera 
haul ta do allithe work themselwex, Nothing daunted, however, the 
Kattoot band pushed onward, and were rewarded for their exertions 
by reaching 82 deg. 17 min, south, thus breaking by 207 niles the 
tecord of Herchgrevink, who got as far as 7% dey. 40 min. in 1900, 
and penetrating inere than eleven degrees further south than 
Cay tain Cook, the first Antoretic navigator. On the return journey 
Lieatenmnt Shackleton broke a bloc vewsel, and Scott and Wilsen, 
subtering from gnow blindness and hunger, with the difficulties of the 
wmarch greatly increased by the thick figs which enveloped them, 
dragyed the sledges back and reached (he ship on February 4. 1903, 
after an absence of ninety-four days. Lieutenant Shackleton was 
ao much injured in health that he was obliged ta return with) the 
relic! ship Morning in the spring. Another memorable journey, 
also uccomplixhed the first season, wan wndert ken westwards by 
Lieutenant Armitage. His party dragged 240 pounds per man firs! 
over thirty miles of sea-ice, and then over twenty miles ol a sew 
Alled valley to the foot af the mountains, Blocks and tackle, ice- 
axes and crowbars were needed to climb the steep ice-slupes, and, 
travelling amidst magnificent scenery, they reached an elevation 
of 9,00 feel al a distance al 142 miles inland from the ship, 
On the return journey Licutenmmt Annitage tunibled inte ia 
crevagse, and would have fallen a depth of 2,000 fect bad he not 
leon roped to hig companions, They were away fifty-three days, 
The only fatal accident during the whole expedition occurred while 
a party under Lieutenant Barne were ceturning from a sledge 
expedition to Cape Crozier, A blizzard xtruck them when ten 
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and his companions discovered that they were withinga few yards 
of an immense precipice aver which their companion must have 
fallen, Seaman Hare bad o wonderful escape, falling into a anow. 
drift, where be tay buried for thirty-six hours. Ue was given up as 
Jost by Uhe search party sent after him, but managed to extricute 
himself and reached the ship noharimned, 

In the second season Captain Scott led another expedition inland 
to the westward, Starting on October 12. 1993, he crussed the 
magnetic meridian a month later, and then, with only two men, 
proceeded westward over the iec-enp for eight days, encountering 
great dangers from the hades crevasses, in one of which the whole 
party had a hurbreath escape from destrucdon, The plucky band

reached a poing 270 miles from the ship, in the fateriar of South 
Victoria Land, a vast contiqental plateau, which stretched away 
before them at an elevation of 9,000 feet, Ina glacier valley near 
the coast they made one of the most important discoveries of the 
expedition, finding a geological section laid bare where the sand- 
stone rocks revealed fossil remains of plants—apparently a Miocene 
flora. Meanwhile the exploration of the ice barricr had been entrusted 
to Lieutenant Royds, whe, with five companions, made his way over 
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the ice ina south-easterly course until he was 160 miles from the 
ship, No sign of Jand was met with, and no obstacles were 
encountered on the ice. Turing the second season also a third 
extended journey was made by Lieutenant Barne to examine the 
strait in So deg, south. The party was away sixty-eight days, 
and obtaimed detailed information respecting the exact point of 
Junction between the barrier ice and the Jand. The long Anterctic 
winters proved terribly monotonous, the periods of darkness being 
spent dn preparing for the sledge journeys, Seal meat wax the 
chief food, the expedition consuming over 500 scale during their 
twa years in the ice, 

The relief ship Morning, commanded by Captain Cotbeck, which 
Dad beaught the expedition n store of provisions in 1903, arrived 
a ain at the edge of the ice in January of this year, and succeeded 
in reaching the Discovery the following month, in company with 
the second relief ship Terra Nova, commanded by Captain MeKay,

which had been sent out by the Government. ‘The floes by this time 
had 8 to break, and the Discovery wos released from the ice, 
in which she had been embedded for two yearn Scott 
ftaanaged to get on board seventy-five tona of coal fiom the rele 
ships, and then @ gale came on and drove them to the north, the 
ships parting company and not meeting again until they reached 
Lyttelton in March. 

The homecoming of the Discovery wr not marked by any 
organised demonstration, Wat toousands of people gathered oa 
Southsea beach to catch a glipse of the now famous vessel, 
aed when she entered the harbour at Portsmouth the explorers 
received a hearty wolcome, the crewa of the veasela in harbour 
manning ship and cheering as only sailors can, As soon ax 
the ship was warped al-ngalde, the relatives of the crew 
were wed to board her and to ins the vessel and the 
mementay which the crew had t back, amongst these 
being four Eskimo dogs, which excited a Hvely curiusity. Neher 
whip Bue crew scemed the wotxe for the tertibie hardships which 
they had undergone. On Tuesday evening the Mayor of Ports- 
mouth aniertained| the officers and men at a banquet in the Town 
Hall, and on the Discovery’s arrival in the Thames yesterday e 
luncheon was given by the Presidents of the Royal Society and the 
Geographical Suciety in a shed opposite the berth. 

Tn an interview with a Press representative Captain Seott paid a 
handsome trilmte to the crew. «* Every member af the expedition,” 
he said, worked well together, ‘Cand the behaviour of everyone was 
all that could be desired. Ihave not one word to say agalnst the 
conduct of anyone from start to finish.” Of his own share in the 
success of the expedition Captain Scott said nothing ; Lut those who 
have followed the doings of the Antarctic Research Expedition, 
as published in the accounts brought home hy the Morning, 
on her two trips, must have been struck hy the commanding réfe 
payed by the Discovery's gallant captain, and will he content to 
believe Sir Clements Markham, himself an Arctic veteran, who 
described Captain Scott as the bold and skilful navigator, the ideal 
director of a sctentific siaff, the organiser of meaxures securing the 
health and good spirity of his people and the beloved commander 
of the chosen band of explorers who were ready to face hardships 
and dangers to secure his approval.” 

The King, who sent o telegram to Captain Scott, congratulating 
the expediion on its safe return, has directed that a new medal for 
uervicc in the Polar regions shall be struck and granted to the 
officern and crew of the Discovery, in recognition of the successful 
accomplishment of their enterprise, while Commander Robert 
Falcon Soott, M.V.0., has been promuted to the rank of Captain 
in the Royal Navy,

The history of the Temple Church consisted, aoficr the incts 
connected) with ity: foundation and preservation, in its associa. 
tion with the great men of successive centuries, — Unfortunately 
this fact was not perceived by the Templars of the so-called 
Gothic revival, namely between 830 and 1840. The 
monuments with which its walls were lined, the 
gravestones with which ilwas paved, were destroyed, 
or, if they were saved, it wax by being sentto the 
triforium of the neve, or to a kind of lower story 
which contains the bellows of the organ, Their 
present ponition is fully act forth in the Hlustrations, 
We imay be glad, knowing what happened in other 
pinces, that any of them are now io Le found. 
Gough, a literary antiquary of the eighteenth 
century, tells us of a Hertfordshire baronet who 
osked the Benchers to let him have some of the 
crose-legged effigies to adorn a new church; his 
request was seemingly then refused ‘ without 
any expression of surprise.” 

In those days (he most wonderfil tales and tm- 
didons were in cireulation, yet they da not seem 
to have increased the reverence with which ancient 
memorials were treated, We read, for instance, 
that the Temple was founded in nc. 4748, by Mal- 
mutius Dunwallo, King of Britain, one of the line 
of legendary monarchs which compriged Lear and 
Laud, Cole and Belin, Undoubtedly some persons 
hetieved there tales, or Weaver and Newcourt and 
other old writers would not have been at such pains 
lu refute them At a much Jater time, so Inte 
that many of us remember it, whole trentises 
were written on the mystic meaning of the seven 
hays of the choir and their masonic affinity with 
Cleopatra's Needle, the Irish round towers, the 
Great Pyramid and the Mexican city of Palenqne. 
The authentic history of the church is quite 
rutficiently fall uf interesting circumstances to be able to do with- 
eut Dunwallo and even Palenque ; and the first name we come to,

was eent, together with the chiefs of the Templara and of the 
Hospitallers, on a diplomatic mission to Henry II. While here 
he opened the new Temple Charch, but he failed in his attempt 
to persuade Henry to assume the crown of Palestine and fight the 
Saracens, Henry's councillors sagely observed that it would be 
more wholesome for the King’s soul that he should defend his own 
country against the barbarous French. Whereon the Patriarch used 
very strong language of King Henry and his family, * and 
departed in great ira.” He returned tothe Pope, but was eventually 
deposed, and died in obscurity. 

The church of the “New Temple" was ready for consecration 
in 1185. It probably only consisted at that time of the sound building 
ornave, These round churches, of which three other examples 
temain in England—one at Cambridge, one at Northampton, one at 
Litthe Maplestead, besides a chapel at Iudlow—are often ascribed 
to the Templars. It is very doubtful whether any of them #0 
originated, Any church ‘tof the Sepulchre” might be round 5 
and, in fact, all the round churches, except this ane, are 90 dedi. 
eated, while that of Maplestead ig known to have been built by the 
Hospitallers. St. Sepulchre’s at Cambridge appeats to be the oldest, 

The choir presents a very perfect and interesting example of the 
first pointed style. Here, no doubt, the knights worshipped, and 
the centre aisle was probably in part taken up by the seats for 
the aingera, A high altar stood at the east end, and we do not 
hear of any side chapels, except that of St. Anne, whith adjoined the 
south aisle of the round or nave, and was removed in the “ restores 
tion” of 1845, Much mystery has been made by the writers above 
mentioned about a kind of closet or recess at the foot of the stair= 
case which leads to the triforium, Mr, Baylis calle it a‘ penitential 
cell,” which ix possible, but improbable. It may have been connected 
with a confessional, but is more probably a * sentry-box,” for the 
Temple was in carly times full of treasures, of holy relics, and of 
Jewels deposited here fur safety. King John’s regalia is known to 
have been kept here. Such watchinen’s closets occur at St. 
Albans, and in many other large churches. 

The fronuments, whef they remained in thelr places, were of 
the greatest interest. The ‘‘restorers” do not seem to have 
respected either antiquity ur association. The first we now se 
arc in the round or nave, and not one of them marks the grave of

the personage represented. It is agreed by the best authorities 
that they are neither the effigies of Crusaders nor of Templars. A 
popular fancy that the crossed legs of some of the figures denote 
Crusaders, has long been exploded ; and, indesd, as Mr. Albert 
Hartahorne has pointed out, in othor churches we see 
both Crusaders who ore not cross-legged and also 
cross-legged effigies which are certainly not those 
of Crusaders, The nine figuros are disposed 
neatly in two groups, according to whether they 
wear chain mail or plate armour, The first 
is usually ascribed to Willlam Marshal, Earl of 
Pembroke, who was guardian of the realm 
and of the King himself during the minority 
of Henry ITI. Two of his sons, William and 
Gilbert, successively Earle of Pembroke, are 
delleved also to be here represented. Even more 
interesting, could we but be sure of it, is a figure 
with arms very like those of the Mandevilles, Earls 
of Essex, For one thing, it is a very early ex- 
ample of heraldry, whether or not It is the oarliest 
in England, which depends, of course, on the 
correctness of the identification, If so, it repre- 
sents Geoffrey, who, under the Empress Matilda, 
mightily oppressed the citizens of Iondon, He 
was killed in a tournament in 1144, before the 
Templars had migrated from Holborn; but his 
tbody is said to hawe been brought here when they 
removed in 1184, 

In the choir one or two monuments remain, Of 
theae the oldest is ina modern recess. It ia believed 
to bear the effigy of Silvester Everden, Hishop of 
Carlisle, who died in 1255, bul appears to belong 
to the fourteenth century. The bust of Hooker 
should be remarked in the south aisle; he was 
Master of the Temple in the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, and his ‘ Ecclestastical Polity" { still 
tead and admired. He died and was buried at Bournc, near 
Canterbury, November 2, 1600, 
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The organ is very sweet, anc has always been regarded as 
‘Father Schmidt's maxterpiece, although, of course, it bus been 
altered in many respects, added fe, and perhaps improved. It is 
mud (hat the ‘concussion valves,” now in general use, were first 
introduced here about 1826. There is an amusing account in 
Burney's “ Tistory of Music" of the long contest between Schraidt 
and his chicf rival, Harris, ay tu which was to have the honour of 
making the Temple organ, They built their instruments indifferent 
eparts of the church,  Hlow and Vurcell, the greatest: organists of 
the time, played on Schmidt's, and a Frenchman, Lully, organist 
to Queen Catharine, on Unat of Harris, Great crowds were 
attracted to the rinks, which went on fora year, when the Benchers, 
unable to decide, referfed the matter to Chief Justice Jeticrics. 
The future Chancellor, among bis few good qualities, was an 
amateur musician. The concert-room or theatre which he built 
hiroself at his house near Storcy's Gare was but lately pulled down, 
He gave judgment in favour of Schinidt, although, according to 
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Roger North, Harris's partisany cut the bellows of the successful 
builder's instrument the night before the decision waa pronounced, 

The most important of the monuments in the triforiuna is that of 
Edward Plowden, He died In 1545, and ix buried at Plowden, in 
Staffordshire, where he was Lord of the Manor. His monument 
was, in minny respects, the grertest ornament of the choir, and 
appears to have lost something in the removal. It is still, however, 
very fine, and a type of the Elizabethan style of “composed 
alcove.” Oppoxite to jt on the south side war a tablet to Anne, 
the wife of Edward Litueton, and herself a Littleton of another 
branch, Close to it was the monument of Clement Coke, a 
coincidenc® which used to be remarked, The verses on Anne are 
often quoted :— 

“While this jawel here ix xet, 
The grave ix but o cabinet.” 

The coat of arma—in which the wife has eighty-four quarterings, 
the husband but sixteen—is the delight of heralds. Near the top 
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of the winding stair by which we reach the triforium is the 
kneeling statue in alahaster of Richard Martin, Recorder of 
London, whu died in 1618, He is repeted to have been a friend of 
Hen Jonson, The monument, which was repaired in 1683, 
rcoms also to have suffered in the transfer, but fa very 
nearly as fine as thal of Plowden, Surrounding it, and 
continued round the whole gallery, sre tablets, shields, blank 
carvings, and a few fragments which cannot now be identified. 
The gravestone of John Selden was lJately found, almost illegible, 
and among the more modern memorials is one put up in 1837 to 
Oliver Goldsmith by the Benchers of the Inner Temple. The 
@ravestone marked with his name lies in a corner of tho little 
cemetery to the north-east of the church. Though the exact place 
of the grave is unknown,the unoccupied space is so xmall that the 
stone cannot be more than a foot or two out of place. Goldsmith 
died on April 4,.1774, in hix chambers on the top story of 2, Brick 
Court, Middle Temple, and was buried here three days later.

The text of the Treaty of Lhasa, which, with 
characteristic enterprise, has been published by 
The Treaty the 7fies, bears aut very accurately the brief 
of Liasa summary of that important compact which we 
were enabled to give last week in this place, It 
is true that the document telegraphed by Dr. 
Morrison from Peking is only a draft, but in all essentials 
it will be found to aceord with the final redaction as 
signed with so much picturesque ceremony in the Potala 
at Lhasa a fortnight ago. The most important amplification 
of our outline of the Treaty will be found in Article 1X, 
We stated that Great Hritain had secured “virtually the 
exclusion of every other Power, except the Chinese Suzerain, 
from Treaty relations with the Dalat Lama.” We inight, 
indeed, have suppressed the word “ virtually,” for the im- 
portant article to which we are now referring does not wrap 
up its purpose in any polite circumlocutions or obscurities, 
It was, no doubt, on account of the quite unusual frankness 
of this stipulation that Calcutta abstained from. publishing 
the text of the ‘Treaty. The article provides tat, without 
the consent of Great Britain, no portion of Tibetan terri- 
tory shall be sold, leased, or hypothecated to a foreign 
Power; that foreign Power shall interfere in’ the 
government or adroinistration of the country, or send persons 
manoathcial or unofficial capacity to take part in its public 
aMairs, or receive concessions or authorisations for the con- 
struction of roads, railways, teleyraphs, or any other pullic 
works ; and, finally, it stipulates that Trealy relations between 
Tibet and the rest of the world shall remain as they are 
—that is that, with the exception of Great Britain, the Lamas 
shill not depart from thei traditional policy of exclusiveness. 
Nothing could moreclearly define oat conception of the status 
of ‘Tibet ay ae partion of what Lord Curzon has called the 
glacts of our Indian Empire, and the Government may be 
heartily congrutulated on having obtained from the Launis, 
as well as from ther Overlord at Peking, so full a recogot 
tion of the exigencies of our Asiatic policy, ft will 
further be observed that the text of the Treaty also 
confirms our belief that adequate precautions have been 
taken to ensure its observance. “Phe accapation of the 
Chumbi Valley until the indemnity of £500,000 is paid in full, 
and until the frontier markets have been pot into thorou sh 
working order, is in itself a very stbotantial security, We 
were, however, disposed to regard the resuscitation of the 
Suzerainty of China as a more effective means of perpetuating 
our work in Lhasa, and in this anticipation We have not been 
disappointed. China lis, indeed, recapnised her opportaaiy 
with quite phenomenal alacnitv and energy. While still 
the lesson of Lhasa is fresh in the minds of the Lamas, 
she has, by proclamation, deposed the fugitive Dalai Lama, 
and has substituted for him a new incarnation of Haddha in 
the person of the Anglophil ‘Tashi Lama of Shigatse.  ‘Phis 
cannot but be entirely satisfactory to us, more especially as it 
is Bop Cota carcied out without any suspicion of inter- 
ference on our part, ‘The idea that the action of the Son 
of Heaven will nol prove effective is, we think, doomed 
to digappointnent. China is quite strong enough to make 
her power lett; but if she should be resisted, and disorder 
should result, the only consequence can be that we shall 
have {o interfere again, The knowledge that they may be 
courting this perd will, we fancy, decee the adherents of the 
late Dalai Lama from “kicking against the pricks.” On the 
whole, we see no reason to inodify the very favourable 
opinion we expressed last week uf Colonel Younghusband’s 
achievenient at Lhasa,

After Liaoyang--Mukden. = In spite of the 
exhausting effort involved in driving Geferal 
Kuropatkin out of Liaoyang and compelling 
him to concentrate at Mukden, Marshal Oyama 
is already intent on a fresh stage in his victorious 
career. The new battle has, indeed, already 
yot beyond the preliminary mutterings, and within a few days 
we shall probably hear of the Chrysanthemum flag floating 
over the historic city which has been named the Mecca of 
the Manchus. That the Japanese will halt there is unlikely, 
although many of their friendly critics in Europe have 
warned them that Harbin may prove to them what Moscow 
was to Napoleon, On the face of it the analagy does not 
seem perfect, and the cogency of the warning may conse- 
quently be doubted. Tt must not, however, be forgotten, 
that in undertaking the present war Japan's main objecy was , 
to clear the Russians out of Manchuria, and this she certainly 
will essay to do even though she should not succeed in all the 
subsidiary tactical designs pf her military commanders. 
Moreover, it must be remembered that Harbin ig nat only 
the key to northern Manchuria, but also to Viadivostok.

Until the Japanese are in the former city there can be 
little hope of clearing away the Russian flag from the Sea 
of Japan. Only when the Russians are thrust back beyond 
the Amur will regular operations against Vladivostok be 
commenced, and for this an essential preliminary is the 
forcing of the Tieling and the occupation of Harbin. These 
are, however, great projects, which must yet consume a 
good deal of time, and-it is to be feared—thoysands of 
precious lives. Meanwhile the Japanese authorities, who, ax 
Baron Suyematsu once said, with pardonable pride, “think of 
everything,” have been giving a little needful attention to the 
needs of the newspaper correspondents, It is to be hoped 
that the telegram of Field-Marshal Yamagata to Field- 
Marshal Oyama on this subject will result in remedying 
some of the legitimate grievances of the representatives of 
the Press at the front. Of course, war is not waged for the 
benefit of newapapers, and correspondents must expect to 
have to put up with many galling restrictions and mortifying 
disappointments ; but at the present stage of the war Japan 
catt afford to give a looser reign tu the journalista who follow 
her Armies, and certainly she will earn much gratitude in 
Fleet Street and the Strand if she does #0.

Why should the adulteration of human food be 
five times less common in Marylebone than in 
Pood = the remainder of London? The reason is quite 
Adutteration sitnple; the law for the suppression of the 
fraudulent practice is more rigidly carried out in 
Marylebone than elsewhere. Offenders, conse- 
sequently, quit the great parish as soon as they discover 
that they cannot do business there, on their own peculiar 
lines, without running almost certain risk of prosecu- 
tion and drastic punishment, Marylebone has not always 
been such a “hot corner” for these cheats; there was 
a time, not so many years ago, when they flourished 
exceedingly within its boundaries, But the scandal at last 
became so great that a “black list” was brought into 
being for their special reformation, and any trader whose name 
was inscribed on the roll of ill-fame had his goods frequently 
sampled for analysis, Life not being worth living under 
such circumstances, there was a wholesale flitting to more 
profitable grazing grounds, and London at large suffered by 
the excessive virtuousness of Marylebone. Now, however, 
that other areas learn why it is that they are preyed upon 
by adulterating hagpies, a gradual awakening to the 
necessity of putting the law in force should soon follow. 
There is talk and to spare about the physical degeneration 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. Without accepting that unpatriotic 
hypothesis in full, it cannot be dened that something of 
the sort would be almost certain to result from the sale of 
unnutritious foods as nutritious, or unwholesome drinks as 
wholesome. The frauds on purchasers are a light matter 
compared with that systematic undermining of health and 
vitality. 





The continuous exudus of the farm labourer 
either across the ocean or to some great 
industrial centre in the United Kingdom has 
one merit, at all events; it directs public at- 
tention to the pressing necessity of looking 
about for some palliative or remedy. Among 
the many suggested, Mr. George White, M.P., pins his 
preference to small holdings, and we are in entire agreement 
with him in desiring their multiplication in such localities 
as lend themselves to small farming. But experience, 
unfortunately, proves that, as a rule, the farm hand who 
ubandons wage eaming and sinks almost all his savings in 
agricultural plant, cannot stand up against a succession of 
bad years. Compelled to Jige from hand to mouth, he 
stakes every chance of success on the continuance of 
propitious seasons until he has been able to put by some 
working capital. The public do not know how desperately 
hard these valorous men and their families work, or how un- 
complainingly they bear privasions of the cruellest character, 
But should ill-fortune betide, down under they go, and their 
Jast case is worse than their first, many farmers being 
reluctant to give employment to men shspected of “swollen 
heads.” If, as is now the case in some countries, the State 
established agricultural banks for the lending of small sums 
at low rates of interest to the class in question, on the security 
of their realisable assets, the oc-upier of a small holding 
would, at all events, be saved from falling into the hands of 
usurers. That, unhappily, is what not ypfrequently occurs to 
the small independent cultivator.

The stone monuments of that prehistoric people-—Celtic or 
Turanian—upon whom tradition and history alike threw so 
little light, are found all along the western fringe of Europe, 
but noynels do they exist to such an extent, or in so perfect a 
state of preservation, aa in the Morbitan district of southern 


° 
Rrittany. Around the village of Carnac, at the base of the pro- 
wontory of Quiberon, a wide arca of country is dotted .over with 
ctombechs, dolmens, and tumulk Some of these have fallen into 
secay, others, only explored during recent years, stand as they 
were left by their early builders many centurics ago. The most 
remarkable feature, however, is presented by the alignments, or 
lines of standing stones, which run across the country, up hill and 
dawn dale, for a distance of more than two miles, 

The adienments of Carnac have for lang been a puzzle to the 
archeologist. They consist of three groups separated by short 
intervening spaces, The most westerly is the group of Le Menes, 
“the Place of Remembrance.” The stones, some of which are 
sixteen fect in height and weigh many tons, are about goo in 
number, and are arranged in cleven parallel lines, with about ten 
fect letween each stone, At the western end, where there is a 
circlé sume 300 yards in diameter, the stones are very large, but 
followed in an easterly direction they gradually diminish in size 
wotil they cease altogether near the road from Auray to Carnac. 
After an interval of 300 yards the group of Kermario, the Place of 
the Dead,” is reached, Here the stones form ten rows of about 
4,000 feet in length, The arrangement as tegards size is repeated, 
the stones on the west being the largest, but a gradual diminution 
occurring towards the east. Another short break separates the 
group of Kerlescant, ‘the Place of Burning.” 

The stones are of unhewn granite, similar to that found in the 
neighbourhood, Excavations have let to the discovery beneath 
sae of them of ashes, flint chips, and fragments of pottery, but 
ho tracey of human bones. ‘ 

What meaning these menhirs have, or for what purpose they 
were erected, is lost in the mists of antiquity, Some have supposed 
them to be the remains of a great temple; others that they 
commenorate a battle. Most authorities, however, conalder that 
(hey had a sepulebral origin, and the grim significance of the names 
the groups bear has been helt lo support this view, 

The tumuli, of which a large number exist in the neighbourhood, 
appear to have no very definite relation to the lines of standing 
stones, Each consists of a giound of earth heaped over a central 
chamber, the walls and roof of which are formed of broad flat 
stones, In some cases there are two or three chambers opening 
into each other, In the course of long ages the earth has been 
washed away from many of the tumuli, and the stones of the central 
chamber now stand uncovered, Such a structure is called a dolmen. 
To England it would be a cromlech, but in Brittany this (erm in

The Angolian Colobus, of which we give an Wustration, ja the 
only specimen that has ever been acen alive in Europe, and is 
undonbtedly one of the rarest monkeys that has found its way 
ta the Zoological Gardena; in fect, even at the British Museum 
there is only one very poor specimen of the skin of this species, 
This genus of monkeys, which exclusively inhabits Western Africa, 
is remarkable for the churacteristic, as the name Colobus is intended 
to indicate, that neither of the fore-hands exhibit the existence of a 
thuinb. — It i exceedingly interesting to watch this specimen taking 
up its food with its four long fingers, and the awkwardness of its 
manners in conveying eatables to its mouth is most curious, 
and further exemplifies tha impartance of the thumb. The 
face of the Colohua ia quite bare, with cheek pouches, and 
mont of the genus are furnished with an abundance of long 
aitky hair, which is imported to Europe as a Urimming to other 
kinds of fur. The habits of these monkeya being arboreal, it iva

Ring Peter’s Coronntion 


Preparations for the Coronation of King Peter have been going 
on quietly in Belgrade for some time now, The ceremunics in 
connectiun with the event were to have taken place on the Jast 
three days in August, but were postponed la this week, the reason 
heing that ‘ton account of (he intense heat that prevailk bere in 
August the foreign diplomatists arc moxtly abecnt from the city 
in that month.” Fifteen monthy have elnpsed since the world 
was startled by the tragedy of Melgrade, and since then the 
good people of that semi-civilised city have been slowly clearing 
away the tracer of the crime, which can never be forgotten. 
In the first place all the furniture and wearing apparel found in the 
bedroom where King Alexander and Queen Draga were murdered 
have been destroyed in the presence of represcntatives of the 
Government aul of the administrators of the estates of the unfortuy 
nate couple. Then the Palace, or Konak, in which the terrible 
(ragedy tuok place has been pulled down, This Palace stood ir 
King Milan Strect, ene of the principal thoroughfares in the city. 
Adjoining it, and connected with it, is the New Palace, which was 
erected under the supervision of Queen Nathalie, It is in this 
Palace that King Peter has livect since his accession, occupying the 
suite of rooms thal were formerly uxed by King Milan. Until quite 
recently, King I'cter used the furniture that had formerly belonged 
to King Milan, Early in August, however, new forniture and 
decorations arrived, and the Palace was renovated and refurnished 
throughout. King Alexander and Queen Draga always lived in 
the Old Konak, preferring it, because in that luilding all the 
Royal apartments were easily accessible and on the same story. 

King Peter is conforming to tradition by being anointed at the 
old Servian Monastery of Zsicka, the ceremony belong suppored to 
proclaim him as a legitimate successor to the uld Servian Tsars, 
thereby commending him to the loyalty of his subjects. The 
Coronation itself wax to take place in Belgrade Cathedsal. lt was 
at first intended that the ceremony should be carried out with great 
pomp, but it was announced recently that the ceremonies would be 
ofasimple ooture in view of the bad harvest. The only foreign 
tulers to be present will, it is understood, be Prince Ferdinand of 
Rulgaria and Prince Nicholas of Montenegro. ‘ 

King Peter, whose election to the throne of Servia is con- 
firmed by the ceremonies of this week, is in his fifty-clghth year. 
We ia the grandson of the famous George Petrevitech Czerny, 
the founder of the Karageorgevitch dynasty. Kara is the 
Turkish for Cerny, and both words signify ‘* black.” George 
Ceemy was the son of & peasant, who made a name among 
his countrymen during the War of Independence between 1804 
and 1813. The Serbs proclaimed him Prince, but in 1817 
he was amsassinaled at the insligation of Milosh Obrenovitch, 
who had been one of his chief comrades in arms. George 
Czerny Jeft two sons, Alexis and Alexander. Alexis died 
in 1830, leaving one son, George, then a child of three. 
Tn 1842, when Miloah was dethroned, the Skuptchina did not 
elect the child George to the throne, owing to bis youth and the 
abjectiona of Russia, but chose his uncle, Alexander, who reigned 
until 1859, when be was dethroned by the age! Milosh, who, at the 
age of eighty-one, was re-elected Prince, From that time aalil 
the assassination of King Alexander, an Obrenovitch occupied 
the throne. Prince Alexander Karageorgevilch died in exile in 
1885, leaving two sons, Peter—the King of to-day—and Arséne. 
King I'cter married, in 1483, the Princess Zorka, eldest daughter of 
the present reigning Prince of Montenegro. He is conscquently a 
leother-in-law of (he King of Italy, of the Grand Duke Peter, and 
of the Duke of Leuchtenlurg. It is interesting to note that one of 
King Peter’s brothersin-law, T'rince Mirko of Montenegro, ip 
married toa descendant of the Obrenoviichs, his wife being a cousin 
u of the late King Alexander. Thus the Montenegrin Royal Family is

These women met two or three times a month, and 
applied themselves with the greatest earnestness and 
energy to the atudy of firat aid and sersing, under 
the direction of the leading medical men of the country. 

This bold step had the desire! effect ; the action of the first ladles in the land, 
revolutionary and unprecedented as it was, came to be comidered as i he 
able, and even as worth imitating, ‘Thus the daring atep taken by the princesses 
encuuraged the ladies of the beat families throu; UC the country to take up 
nurring, CO uently the public learned to erated that the nursing of 
soldiers was no longer dishonouring but bighly honourable for virtuous and 
modeat women, and the action of the leading ladies found its reward in the 
eagerness with which countlens woman belonging ts the bect families soon came 
forward and offered their services, vot for the sake of gain, but in order to serve 
their country.

Enat and Russia which threatens to be as overwhelming as were 
the voluines on Suuth Africa and the Boer War. The work befor: 
ux Ja, however, onc that should prove of some value to capitaliets, 
and to those who have no personal knowledge of Japan, Korea, anc 
China, cis the outcome of a tour made three years age, when 
the author unied down many facts and opinions bearing on the 
varying phanes of the Far Eastern problem, and particularly upon 
its commercial aspects. Since that time he bas, from information 
obtained from reliable sources, Leen able to bring his work up to 
date. In writing of the success of Japautin her war with China, 
Mr. Uatch saya :— 

Though there was conciousness of power born of the comlnt, it was mingled 
with a self-restraint and & mudrravion which were altogether miimirable, | Even 
the stinging douche adtanistered by ihe action of Kuss, Germany, and Fravce 
tn depriving Japan in the bour of triumph of the mom substantial fruit of ber 
victory, did not disturb her superb calm. Wielling toa force which she could 
Tot hope successfully to oppose, she submitted to the ineviialde with quiet 
dignity, No rlotings occurred, no petulant and abortive protests were directed 
to unsympathetic chancelteries,  Jjiin merely retired with clenched teeth andl 
sat face, registering under her breath a vow that in her own sime abe would 
syvenge the humiliation which had been cast upon har, 

That time appears to have arrived, Later he writes :— 

At present Ja standa for political and commercial freedom, as against a 
tlighting iyeelen Wceswes ansde fn pa hen Fane eek Ba one, al 
freedom, whether of trade ot of political action, has been crushed out... 
A Rusalanised China would mean a China with w great torifl wall built round |, 
which would be an effectual barrier to che trade af every other nation.” 

The trades that have made enormous strides of late in Japan are 
cotton-spinning and shipbuilding, In the latter industry the 
Japanere employ, in Qe Mitsu Bishi Dockyard, no less then five 
thousand hands, and in 1go1ethey turned ont as many as twelve 
vorscla, ranging from ucvan-going steamers to steam taugches. 
The author writes :—

The chapters on Korea are unusually Intereating-—the social 
customs, the Government, the Court, with its continual intrigues — 
and the commerce and future hrosperity of the country are fully and 
ably discussed. Mr. Hatch says s—

A TREASURY OF PROVERBS AND FOLK-LORE 


The ecience of folk-lore has leen enriched very substantially hy 
the pubtication of ** Lean's Collectanea” (Arrowsmith), which 
will always be a standard work of reference on the fascinating sub- 
ject with which it deals. Mr. Vincent Stuckey Lean, who died 
five years ngo, left to the British Museum a legncy of £50,000 
for the improvement and extension of the Library and Reading- 
room, logether with an immense mass of papers and books 
annotated in manuscript relating to the subjecte of British and 
foreign proverbs, worda and phrases old and disused, superstitious 
Tgliets, pepular customs, vulgar specifica, and other mnotters 
pertaining to folk-lore. The work before us, issued by Mr, Lean's 
execulors, in five handsome volumes, forms part of this material. 
Dipping at random into the volumex we come upon the section 
head®1 ** Vulgar Specifics,” which may be described as oar fore- 
fathers’ equivalents for the modern ‘patent medicines.” These 
were generally either strange or disgusting, sometimes both. For 
instance, to rub up a live spidey in butter and eat it was a cure for 
gue, as was also to reduce a dried mole to powder and to

“A SHORT HIStORY OF ANCIENT EGYPT" * 


Tn their lithe volunie Messrs. Nowberry and Garstang have given 
usa very well-written little summary of various changes, social 
and political, through which the civillsation of Ancient pt 
passed from {ts sarliest dawn to the conquest by Persia. The first 
chapters arc particularly interesting as showing the remarkable 
atuount of information concerning the moat remote epoch which 
has come to light during the last two or three ycars. With regard 
to thuse portions of Egyptian history which are still a subject of 
Conjecture, ut will be agreed that the views of the authors 
arc rational and well deliberated ; it may, perhaps, be thought 
hia the history reads too smoothly, that not sufficient indica. 
tion of the many opposing views on certain moot points has 
been given, but thi» was hardly possible in a Look of only 100 small 
pages, It is perhaps a little regrettable that they have attributed 
the Hyksos invasion ultimately to the ‘ Hittites,” these old 
Dit ex machind, who are praciically no more than a mere name, 
The dates given ace in every case the latest possible for cach event, 
and this should be borne in mind, for the majority of Egyptologists 
attribute a considerably greater antiquity to the earlier dynasties, 
On the whole the book is an excellent dittle aketch—more iff does 
not pretend tv be--and gives very fair and well-reasoned idea of 
Ancient Egyptian history. It contnins three small maps ofthe 
country at various periods. 


HWRITIBH BALT-WATER FISut + 


Any book on sea-fish coning from the pen of Mr. Aftato must 
Needs command attention; for to be a first-class fisherman neans 
nowadays to be an experienced icthyologist, and, it might be added, 
iu the case of the fly-fisherman, an entomolgist * ewell. Mr. Affalo, 
before proceeding to discuwa the various sea-fish which may be 
classed as British, in two most interesting chapters deals with aca- 
fish as a whole, and our sea-fistieries, In the fire be expiginn che 
various methods of classification aod the difficultica which attend 
ibe grouping of sea-fish under gencra and species owing to the 
extraordinary number of exceptions which occur to every 
tentative rule, Thus it has been etiempted to class fish accard- 
ing as their egge sink or Moat, and to “trace the influence 
of a floating or demethal egg on’ the after history of the fish 
hatched trom it. . The herring, hatched trom a sinking 
epg. which develops at the bottom of the sea, spenda most of its 
alter life swimming at the surface. The angler-fish, on the other 
hand, which emerged from a floating egg, lives, when older, on the

The coloured 
plates with which the volume is illustrated are excellent, and the 
reader will wish there were more of them. nthe whole the bouk 
is a worthy companion to the volume on ‘British Fresh.Water 
Fishes,” by Sir Herbert Maxwell.

The Black Shitting, sx every demonoMgist knows, is the earncet 
tuken given tu a witch when she conveys her soul by bargain and 
sale, Amelia E, Barr's novel under that tile (T. Fisher Unwin) is 
concerned with the witcharaf craze thet, in 16ga, created a reign of 
terror in New England under the despotic tyranny of the Reverend 
Cotton Mather. Never did popular deiusion reach a more extravagant 
depth of abject superstition and imbecile credulity than that which 
set the Puritan fathers and mothers of Boston and Salem to the 
work of accusing one another of having taken Satan's black 
shilling, and hanging any accuscd person who falled to make a 
sufficiently sensational confessiun, There is aleolulely no exaggera- 
tiaaein Mrs, Barr's pages—a necessary observation for the benebt 
cof those who have not included witch-triuls among their atudiea, 
and might therefore suspect her picture of contagious insanity in its 
mest revolting form of over-colour, In point of fact, her colour is 
rather under the actual fhark—~and with good and indced unavoidable 
reason. The main interest of her noved is he: portrait of that extra- 
ordinary scholar ang preacher Cotton Mather himself, concerning 
whose good faith almost any shade of opinion uvay be plausibly 
entertained. Mr, Barr's certainly docs not err un the aide of 
severity ; and she has unquestionably thought it well out, after 
adequate study of the persecutor’s own journals, For the rest, abe 
might have made much more dramatic use of the suspicion of witch- 
eraft which befell her beautiful and innocont young English heroine ; 
ant her sensible characters, who were proof against the madness 
round them, talk and think too much in advance of their time— 
perhaps a liltle even in advance of our own, These matters, how- 
ever, in no wise affect the interest of the novel for all whom its 
subject does not repel. Those whom it does will find compensation 
in a very charming story of true love, and in its pictures of the 
Boston of long agu.
